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INTRODUCTION. 

CENSUS HISTORY. 

This rsport dwvls with the resuits of the 1831 ceii-sus of Baiuchistaii 
which was technically the fifth hut in reality the third complete enumeration of 
the whole province. 

The first attempt at a census of this province nas made in 1891. mrtoui CBuiea. 
The enumeration wa.s fragmentarj', covering an area of only 20.5fi8 
square inUes out of a total area of 133.938, and consisted of a synchronous 
enumeration on the Standard Schedule of only the alien settlements m towns 
and cantonments and railway premises and a rough non-aynclironous estimate 
of the popnlatloii of the Qmka-Piahin Diatrlct and of parts of the Sibi, Loralai 
and Zhob Pistricts, The seimnd census was taken in 1901. It covered au 
ariai of 82,950 square miles, Makran. Kliaran and dVestern Saujram countin' 
beii^ left out of the count. The third cen.sus took placs; in 1911. This was the 
first real census In view of the fact tliat for the first time it embraced the whole 
province on a comprehensive se-hediUe. The oimrations of the two succeeding 
censuses were identical witlr thcaa of 1911 in respect of area and procedure. 

The population is so thin and widely scattered that a j^'nchronous 
census of the whole province hi the present state of its advancement k physically 
impracticable. An enumeration within a reasonable time limit is rendered 
possible onlv by splitting the province into Regular and Tribal Areas. The 
former consistii^ of towns and cantonments, railway premises and head¬ 
quarters stations are subjected to a synchronous census while the Tribal Areas 
comprising the rest of the province are enumerat^ non-Eynchronously. In the 
Regnhir Areas the census has been taken from its inception on the Standard 
Indian Schedule. The dates on which the various aynohionous censuses wore 
taken are given below ;—

acib-section arrived at with the help of Tribal Gilefs atid hea^lmen. Similarly 
the tx'cupation of the head of the family in British and Administered territoty 
and of the head of the tribal group in tU States and Tribal Areas wa.s assumed 
to be tho occupation of all members of the family or groap concerned. Ko 
information wascollectwl in rc-speet of subsidiivr>‘ occupations, birtb-plat-o, 
lairmage. literacy, iiifiinvitics and civil condition. In l»ll, Imwever, a more 
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comprtihensivu Ri:h<idule was iiitro<Viiee(1 in th^i 'rrilml Arenji. Tt fell slinrt of 
the MtainlaTa sthednle only in leganl to the retoril of hulivirhial rtges and 
civil condition while on the otlior hnnd it went a step fiittlier in adding a 
column for bitingualisTn. 

'Hie t‘en8uses of and liiSl foUowcs,! the inotlel of theb* pre- 

dcce«?or of W \. A ^^^pecial fentiim of the CensnjJ of ltl3l. however, was 
that i\ beginning was made saocessfnlly to break tribal projudice againsit tlie 
searehing inquiries of the a+anthml schodnle hy enumerating the whole of Kharau 
in full iletail of the standard shedale. At the same time the principal and 
subsidiarj^ ooeupations as well as mother-tongnes and secondary languages 
u'lire* for the first time in the census history of the province, retarded for ijsich 
indivitliial tliroiighout the Tril>al Areas as distinguished fro*ii the Hegnlar Areas. 
Speckl statistics were aliso compiled in Ui31 for edneated unemployment while 
fertility and mort^ility scfcatist ic^s were collected for 311,744 families against 
and 3 , 0 B2 faniHies at the two pretieding censnw!* respectively, 

HOW THE CENSUS WAS TAKEN IN Hmi. 

Etir pitrpostfs of taking the census the whole province was divuled into 
census districts which were conterniinous witli the civil administrative 
divisions. With the exception of the BoUvn and Chagai Districts where the 
Extra Assistiint Commissioners were appointed District Centsus Olficer.s under 
their respi^rtive Bobtical Agents, the Assistant Political Agent for each 
district and btate was appointed as District Census OfliceT under the control of 
his Political Agent who was roUevud of all routine censua work. All iustrnot ions 
anti orders were, however, forwarded through him to the District Census Dfficer 
who was iirstrnotetl to keep his Political Agent informed of progress of work 
or other important questions relating to census operations, 

A separate Railway ('ensus Dfficer was appoiiited for the tanans 
of railway ]weTnises within the Uniits of the juovince. tie was made 
rosptmsible for the organisation And conduct of census operations within 
railwav limits and had instrtittions to work in direct communication 
with the Provincial Uensns Superintendent in regard to instmetions and the 
supply of fcirms, etc., and to ext-operate and work in consultfition iccth the 
Distrlet Uemsus tdficer concerned for delimitation of houiidaries and snhmission 
of provisional tfjtills. 

SLiiiilftrlv the census of Stric^tly Military Ar<iA». whitdi actually comprised 
persons sub]ect to military law, was placed in the casc^ of cjach cantonment or 
outpost in tho tiuetta Milifom' District tinder the liuirge of a Military I'en.^us 
UPicer who Te<'eiv<«l instructions and forms, etc,, dircict from the Provincial 
Pensiis Superintendent but worked, fc^r purposes of delimitation of boundarioa 
and advice, in co-operation and <1 tract c-cmHultation with the local Civil District 
l*enftas rtfficer and Cliarge Superintendent of etwli station. In tfio Zhob 
Inderamchmt Mditrtry Area the Cofficer (Twunmnding itaclt Htatii>n or outpost 
<ir an officer imnuimtcsd by Uhii was appointoti ttlm Charge Superjuteiident, 
The c ensus of the population not comprised in the Strictly IMilitaij Arcia was 
takm by the Ksentive Ufficer of the Cantonment or the person appointed 
hv him. under and in ot^eordam-e nitli the clirex-tion of the Civil Ctnisus 
Anthoritv. ’flib distiiietion between Strictly Military and Non^Striiitly 
Military Areas priivijf! extremely inr^nivefiient to the olficcirs in charge of both 
areas owing to ovfwlapping of charges and the procedure inxjds improvement 
lit future censuses. 
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1’hi; first tiling that a Dktrict Census ORicer was. requlretl to tlo was to 
^irej-wre a village rcgb-ter showing all towns and irdialnted and uninhabited 
villagus ami hamlets as wall as all itihabited or munhabited camping gronntls 
of nomads. After delimitation of bonmlftrics in eonsiiltation with the Militiny 
and liailway Census (Ifheera he prot'eeded with the division of his ooj^sua 
district into Charges and selection of Charge Hnperintendents who in turn wm‘« 
required to Hubdivido tlmir Charges into ('m les and iilot^ks and prepare lists 
of officialji and non offieiAls whom it was proposed to appoint Kupervisors of 
Circles and Kimmerators in charge of Blocks, 'rim indents for forms were haswl 
on these lists and the forms were obtaimwl from the Provincial ( ensns Superin¬ 
tendent. The afin’Lepro^'ejlure was followeil by the Military and Balbvay t ivrisus 

Oflicers. 

1 n the Hl^glila^ Areas a ('barge luualty corresponded to ti town or canton¬ 
ment or a headtinarters statiom A (hrde was a compact hlwk of lb to To 
KnmneratoTs' Blocks while a Block con^iste*! nsmilly of SO to ob honsea. In 
the Tribal Areas, a Cliarge usually corresponded with a recognised adnunistrativo 
division suxth as the Tahsil in British territory, or a whole ^tate or a Division 
of a Stete» A ('irde was usually eontemunous with the Kiiiinngo s jnrlsiliction 
or a Niabiit etc., while a BkK?k coincideil with a Patwari’s nirchs or other 
recognised administTative or tribal unit, Tlie division of the province into 
Cousus Districts and Sub-DivLsionfi was made with the advice of the IVovincial 
Ceasiw Sai>erlntendent in each and every ease, 

Assoouasfornus werereoeived from the iToviut kl Census E^uporiutendent, 
steps were taken by District and other Census DfHeers to give a thorough i^oaeh- 
Ing to the onunierating and supervising staR at meetings ludd at central places. 

Then followeil the numbering of hmistis In the Bi^gnluT Areas anil the pre¬ 
paration of House Lists. Houses were not numhei ed in the Trilwil Areas where 
lists of families living in villages and its hamlets were proparwl at a meeting iu 
which all heatlnien and the majority of the Inniils of families were requii-eii to bo 
present at a place ami time pieviously notified. I Uiuso-numbering was com¬ 
menced and completcHl in some places in .lanuary 103 L 1 n a few jikces it was put 
off till thc^ last moment in onler to prevent damage by winter ralm but 
cnee has shown that winter rains cause but little damage and it is, therefore* 
advlsabh^ to finish hnu.se-numbering as early in the summer as poft!sible, 

Mtogttther a stalT of over !S2 Charge Superinteiidonts. 443 Supervisors stap 

and ilJSi Bmimcrators wt,s employ<^r1 for the Census of lb3L Of 
these as Charge SnperintEUuhmts. 30P Supervisors and 1.347 Bnumeratora 
were employed in the Hf^iikr Areas, and -24 Charge SuperintendeiitK, 143 
Supervisors' and Emirnerat^ws in the Tribal Arc-a.s nr altogether Ll1b4 

men imduding supervking officers for an area covc.riiig 134,i3H square imlos of 
conntrv whiel. was subje^^ted to a non-aynebronous census extending over 
nejirly threi' months. All this statT was drawTi from aimmg^i offichik of all 
deijurtments and private individual inidnding ^^diool-boys. 

In the tracts not subject to inter-provincistl migration, the enumeration 
■omnumeexl about the end of Augual 1030. 1 ii the greater part of the pri> 

re subject to autumn ndgration, however, emimeration was started until 

after the close of the seasonal migration. It was commenced about the middk 
of Kovomber 11i3(J, and completed by Jaiiuarv' loth, 1931. The eiuimerutiou 
l^fxiks with summaries giving totals for BkiekK. Circles and tlmrge.s in each 
District were forwarded to the t'entral Tabulation oillce at Quetta where the 
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eiilries wera checked and the totals incorporated itia btatementt a copy of whkh 
was supplied to each Political Agent before the date of final census. 

elsewhere in India, the operation was divided into two processes, 
the prelinunary record and the final censvts. The preliiiiiiu^ry record 
coiuinenced three to six vreehs before the date of the final census, and 
was completed on« to two wrecks before tho census night. The schedules 
were filled up for each person ordinarily residing in each house. Bet¬ 
ween the date of the commencement of the pTeUniiniiry enrnneration and the 
final census the record w as Ldiccked and corrected where necessary’ by all grades 
of Kupervi.sing officers. At sunset on February 2% tlie night of the final oeuaus, 
the emuncrators revisitsHl each house in order to bring the record up-to-date b} 
striking out all persims w ho had left the house and entering those wlio had newJ}^ 
arrived, omitting residents of Tribal Areas who happened to l>e unavoidably 
present w ithin the Regular Areas on the census niglP. All supervising officers 
reuiainctl on duty till after niidniglit inspecting and checking the results of the 
enumerators" sw^oikI visit to each house. 


For the persons iii trairbS on the census night and for platforni 
enumeration detailed instructions were Issued by the Railway Census Officer 
ill coiiHultation with the Ihovlncial Census Buporintondent. Blx up and 
down trains expected to run within the limits of the province were enume¬ 
rated on the night intervenbig Februarj' 2d and 27, 1931. Two female 
eiiumcn-ators were detailed by the Railway aufclioritica to enumerate tho 
females in these trains. A couple of trained clerks were also deputed by tho 
Provincial Census Superintendent to help in enumeratiou work. For the enumer¬ 
ation of ballast trains the guards in charge were held responsible. The Bt-ation 
aiastorsat all railway stations were instructed to enumerate all passengers who 
bought tickets at their stations after 7 p.m. on Febnaary 26 and before 6 a,un 
on Fobniary 27, and to give them enumeration passes supplied by the census 
office to show' that they had been cmiinorateii Pot platform enumeration of 
the Bibi Railway Station additional instructions were issued in consultation 
with the Extra Assistant Commksioner, Sibi, for the enmneration of the 
passengers who alighted or e.ntraineil at Sibi. 

(Jn the morning following the final dicx k on the night between February 
26 and 27, 5931. all enumorators of a Circle met in a central place and under 
the supervision of the Supervisor checked the number of enumeration hooks 
due from each Circle and the household fwhedule^ due from each Block, and 
examined every entry in each emimeTation book to correct obvious mistakes and 
supply omissions. Tw o imumcratorH then made totals of males and fcmal&s in 
each enumeration book and filled up the enumerator's abstract from which the 
Circle Bummary was prepared and handed over to the fharge Bnperintendent 
together w'lth the enunreration books. Tlie same prmetlure was followed in 
the Charge Superintendent's office who compiled the Charge Summary giving 
the munber of occupied houses and of males and females and forwardcfl it to 
the Dl^^trict Census Officer, the bonks with copies of Charge and Circle 


summaries being forwarded direct to the Central Tabnktion office at Quetta^ 
The District Census oflicer consolidated the figures for each Civil District 
including the Military and Railway premises and the totals for the 'rribal 
Areas previously supplied to him. and telegraphed the figiucs to tho 
Census Conunissioner for India and the Provincial Census Superintendent 
by the 4th of March 193L The only exception w^as the Kalat State whose 
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totals wwo delayed till the Sth of Maroh owing to th.e allegiitd xctiirn from 
8ind on the last day of a large number of Jhalawau nomads. The ptovisioiiai 
totals for the province thus fcelt^raphed disclosed a variation from tbe bnal 
figures by 0 1 per cent, which was due to the omission of a whole tribe by the 
Kalat State enumerators. The mistake was discovered by the Central Census 
office and the tribe was enmnerattsl a few days afl er the proviaioiial totals had 
been telegraphed^ 


T.\BULAT10N OF THF RESULTS. 


Tlie seuoud phase of the operations opened with the tabulation of the TJibuinia®, 
results of enuinoration. This consisted of three stages namely Slip-Copyings 
Sorting and Compilation. All enumeration books were forwarded by the 
various Charge Superintendents flireot to the Central Tabulation office at 
Quetta immediately after reporting the provisional totals, p'all details of 
the proc»xluTe followed in the Tabulation office have been preserved in 
the Census Administration Report. It will suffice to give here merely an 
outline of the process. On receipt in the Tabulation Office the books were 
examined and after carrying out corrections where uecessarj' were passed on to 
th« Slip-Copying BrancJi of the Tabulation office where all entries wore copied 
on to slips, a separate slip be mg used for each individual for the Regular Areas. 

A specml slip was dcvi.^1 for the Trilml Areas w'here the basis of enumeration 
w'as the family. After entries on tlm slips had Ijecii comparcLl and corrected 
by the Checking Eranoh, they were passed on to the Porting Brajieh where 
they were sorted ac*;oriling to the requirenients of tho various Imperial or 
ITovincial Tables and for pui‘poses of revision of the B. Volumes of District 
Ca^etteeis. The results were entered in the Sorter's tickets whieh after being 
checked by the Checking Branch w'ere handed over to the Compilation Branch to 
compile the statistics in the prescribed forms of tables. 


C.4TTLK CENSUS AND RliVISION OF GAEETTKBRS. 


The census of cattle and the compilation of material fur the revision of 
the B. Volumes of District Cazetteers were oarriiid out jxtri paJii^u wdth the 
population census. Owing to fimmcial stringency, hoiveyer^ the Gazetteer work 
was discontimnid. The results of tht^ cattlt? census wore tabulated and the 
information vs^as supplie<l to the Dire* ttr of Stati.stics in accordance with the 
orders of the Government of India.

The total expenditure in eonnmition with the census of 113^31 amounted 
to Rs. 1.37,271 against Rs. L28,H1 for the census of li)2l showing an imrea&o 
of Rs. or 7 per cent. The iiicreftw woriM have been griiater but for the 

fact that the allotments were imt dowii eonsiderably as an etjonomy rntjasore 
m vW rkf financial fstriiigencyj which eiitailofl considerable hard w^ork on all 
concerned in the Central office. Several (muses contributed to the iuortmse, the 
principal ones being the iiicreaae in wages varying from J H to 34 per cent, sbiee 
14121, the larger size of the report including the addition of two large scale maps* 
11 Hmaller maps, 24 diagrams, and the printing of the Adniinlstrative Volmiie 
which was not printed in 11*21. In 11>2l the report wasprintetl at the Govern¬ 
ment of India l*res.s free of all over-hea<l charges. In 1931, it ’was printed at a 
private press and all charge-s for printing the two reports and prepai'ing and 
printing the maps had to be debitetl to the census grant besides the additional 
expenditure thrown on the censiiw by a change in the method of aeoounting. 
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Excluding the ivaditional expenditure thus dehited ugainst the censiui budget, 
the cojst of the operatiotis in 1031 was decidedly lower than in 1921 in aprte 
of the increftse in u'ages, 

THE KEPOKT, 

This brings me to the lasst phase of the operatlotiSj namely, the analysES 
of the statlaticB which appear iu the form of this report. Unluckily I \ras not 
so fortunate here as T had been during the first two stages. T took over charge 
as a temporary measure on March t , 1 930, when T ivas acting as Assistant Folb 
fcical Agent. Kakt, pending the arrival of Captain Burnett of the Political 
Department who had been nominated as Census Snpermtendent, T was 
relieved of the additional duties of Assistant Political Agent, Kalat, on June 4, 
U>30, and it was only on Novemljcr 20. 1930, that I was informed that Captain 
Burnett's services could not be spared and that I had been appointed 
Provincial Census Superintendent for the duration of the operations, 1 thu.s 
had the misfortune to lose, marking time, nearly nine months during which 
I could liave done a groat deal to prejmre the fra me-work of my report. All 
Imperial, Provincial and Subsidiary Tables had been completed and the Tables 
V'olume had been printed off by the end of February’, 1932, and I had been able 
to complete only the first three chapters of the report when on Jlarcli 1, 1932, 

T was appointed “WaKir-i-Aiiam, Kalat State. In apite of the Local Administra¬ 
tion's representation to relievo me of census work, it n'us decided by Govern¬ 
ment that I should complete the report in preference to a new oSicer. T 
did my best, but the multifarious duties of WazLr-i-,:Vzam which had 
multiplied with the manguratiou of the now regime in Kalat accompanied 
by the activities of the new generation left me but little time to devote to 
census work which needed continuous and concentrated attention to study 
and translate masses of dull, deceptive figures into facts. This was not all 
The two fat Jail Manuals for the Province which I had been compilbig since 
11)29 still needed my attention and I was grateful to the Honlde Sir Kornmn 
Cater who not only relieved me of this duty when the time came to send the 
volumes i;o the press but also, through his timely Intervention as Revenue 
Commssioner, prevented a possible failure of the census operations at an earlv 
stage in the Kalat State owing to some misapprehemion on the part of the 
State authorities. At the same time His late Higbnessk prolonged tours 
followed by his prolonged illness kept me fully occupied so that I n’as able 
to complete altogether three more chapter.^. Thus the rest of the seven 
chapters including the Introduction, besides the Census Administration Report, 
wore n-rittcii by me after my official demise both as Wazit-i-Azam and a paid 
seiw'flnt of Government, 

So much for an explanation for this rather belated report which I 
close with apologies to the friendly critic who I doubt will, excepting a few, 
ever read this dry disenssion of statistics berefr of that fascinating fund 
of ethnographical and other valuable information that b contained in the 
1911 report. Standing as it does shoulders high above census reports with 
reputation as the best report ever written, the report for 1911 lias been mv 
guiding star with its wide range of Ulurainatmg information, its aearohing 
enquiries and unassailable prophetic conclusions, and it.s perfect diagnosb 
and infallible prescriptions for social, economic and political ailments. I owe 
its author, the Rt, Horn Sir Denys Bray, p.c., k.cj.e.. k.c.v.o., both mv 
apolo^cs and my grateful acknowledgments. 
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I now turn to my dutj- of rocorfllng my obiigatious to tltofie whose 
efforta and co-operation were iiL^trurnental iu bringing the first phnso of the 
operations to a successful Issue, First and foremost itre the Political Oftieers. 
Although they were relieved of all routine census work, the responsibility for 
the successful condtit^t of the operations eontinued to ruHt on their shoulders 
and it was due entirely to their personal infiucnc;o, eo-operation and constant 
vigilance that the oimmcration vr&s completed so smoothly and well without 
a single untoward incident throughout the provinco. The actual duties of 
orgauLsationt selection and training of the staff, complete and correct 
enumeration, the prompt collection firoui all Dc^mrtments and from all parts 
of their Districts of the provisional totals and their compilation and timely 
submission fell to the lot of the District Census Officers, ft” per cent* of tha 
population lives in widely isolated villages and nomadencampments constantly 
shifting from place to place* Jlost of it is subject to inconvenient waves of 
seasonal migratjon so that an accurate census Is rendered extremely difficult, 
Tlianks to the zeal and intelligeini interest taken by the whole revenue staff 
that theresedts proved to be as satLsfiictory as could be expected in such adverse 
circumstances and I do not heaitate to place on record the fivet tliat the lion’s 
share of the obligations under which the census department is placed at each 
successive census goes to the District Census Officer and his staff who liave to 
bear the heaviest biirdeu Wliile speaking of the cciibus of the Trilial *4^003, 
T caimot help singling out a couple of individual c-ases, Sardar Bahadur Nawah 
Habibullah Khan, Chief of Kharaii, realising the Isenefits of tlie census iiujuir)', 
voluntarily undertook to census the wlvole of Kharan on the Stanflard Sohe^ 
diile. He came to Quetta to ruceive personally practical instruction in filling 
up the various census forms. On return to Kharan he fsent for the enumerating 
staff from distant parts of the country, gave them practical instruction at 
his headquarters and personally supen^ised and chocked their work from start 
to finish. He has set an admirable example for tribal Cliicfs in the rest of the 
Province who will, it Is to be hoped, benefit hy his example at future censuses* 

The Jam Sahib of Las Bela ovincod similar personal mtertst iu the 
operations and under his keen and constant guidance the Wazir of Las Bela — 
K, S* Mir Yakub Shah and the Tahsildar, 51, Ahmadali Khan, did evciything 
ill their power to Tuake the operations a success. Aiiid I should be failit^ in niy 
duty of expressing my acknowledgment.s if I did not place on record the 
valuable assistance rendered by the Mari and Bugtl Chiefs, K.B. Nawab 5Iehrulk 
Khan ilarr and K. B* Nawab ilehrab Khan Bugtij C*l.E,, C,B*e., in wJiose 
triljal territories a census of the population is still beset with peculiar difficulties* 
The successful termination of the operations in the rest of the Tribal Areas speaks 
highly of the public spirit shown by all Sardars and headmen who have now 
come to look on this inquiry with amusement instead of resentment. Without 
the good humour infused by them into tlus mconveniently searching inquiry, 
the tribesmen would not have entered into the spirit of this periodical stock* 
taking with alacrity. 

Speaking of the Regular Areas here^ the cenaus, though covering only 
about 13 per cent, of the population ^ is by no means leas difficult than tliat of the 
Tril>al Areas. In fact it is more confusing in some aspects and needs greater 
intelligence and care for both organisers and the enuDierating and supers ising 
staff, Quetta with its continual encroachments on surrounding villages will soou 
have to be treated as a City with a separate set of tables and a report. The 
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C’ensiis w'ork for the Municipality with its suburbs which formed the largest 
and most difficult charge throughout the synchronously censused area was 
entrusted to K. B. Sardar Mir Ahmad Khan, City Jlagistrate. liis task was 
rendereil more tn’ing o^ving to the inclusion in the regular census of the Kasi 
and Nichari villages inhahiterl by local tribesmen who resented the questionnaire 
of the standard schedule. He had to work hard in the rains and severe cold of 
January and Kebruary to complete the houae-numbeiing and the preliminary 
and final census. Ably assisted by Wazirzada Abdul Ah ad Khan, jVs.sistant 
Municipal Secretary, and Arhab Mohammad Umar Khan in Ka.si and tacthillv 
securing the co-operation of all coinmunitieSj he acquitted himself creditably and 
1 am indebted to them all for the successful conduct of work in this area. 

In the synchronous operations however the ^dilitary Department 1ms 
placed the ceneoii authorities under a special debt of gratitude. The courtesy" 
showm by the highest local 31ilitary Authorities and their rank and file, their 
willing co-operation and the maimer in which they entered into the spirit of the 
inquiry were most admirable. If a CcnHiiH Superintendent could be assured 
from all parts of the province of efficiency and accuracy such as that displayed 
by the Military Department ho coirkl confidently say that the enumeration 
of Im province was accurate to a man. Captain D. E. ^turray in charge of all 
Jlilitary census arrangement a in the (Juetta ililitary District who displayed 
e^itraortlinary ability in raspect of organiKation and enviable energj'-, efficiency 
and keenness all through tlie operations deserves special mention. Captain 
Davis, Charge Superintendent of the Kon-Strictly Military Area, had a difficult 
task in his limited area in consequence of the confusing distmotion betsveen 
Strictly ^lilltary and Non-Strictly Military Areas introduced at the census of 
]i+3L He spareil no pains to overcome his difficulties and personally to train 
his staff and to check their work. 

Tlie Railway Census Officer, Captain K. N. Simner, R.E., liad difficulties 
of his own. At the most critical moment in the operations, a portion of hi$ 
charge became snow-bound while another was rendered ini>afiaab]e by hreaches 
causw] by Hoods rendering enumeration and check at out-stations and outlying 
gang huts extremely difficult. Thank.s to the energetic action taken liy him and 
his ?luTopcan and Indian colleagues, the situation was handled quite success^ 
fully. I am grateful to Uaptain Sinmer and Ids staff for al! the trouble the%- 
took to Tuake the Railway CeiLsu.s a suc^cess over a wdde area which jjas-sed 
tiirough a large number of adniinistrative imits and rendered the w'ork of 
organisation and allocation of ilntics so perplexing. 

It now remains for me to ackiiowltalge my obligation.s to tlmse who have 
fictively h«lpe<l me in connection with my Report. I am specially indebted to 
Dewan Bahadur Dewan Jamiat Rai, C. 1. E., who wdth his previous experience 
of census work and his wide and intimate knowledge of the countrs' and its 
people came to my help at a time when his ripe exjjerience was most needed. 
He very kindly examined the whole Report witliin the shortest space of time 
and made valuable suggestions for which I am deeply grateful. Mr. C* P, 
f^krine. Political Agent. Kalat, with all his preoccupations, very kindly gave 
■finishing touches to my draft of Chapter I. Doctor H. T. Holland, cm.k 
VI.B.. wa.s kind enough to examine the (Impter on Infirmities. Major J, E. 
l.idierth, vnB.E., Assistant Sec-retarv^ to the Local Government and Major 
H. J. Ford of the Granmuvr Rchool, examined the proofs of tlie Report 
for which they have earned my sincere gratitude. I am also indebted to 
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Sheikh A}>dul Samadi B.A., Superint«^ndent of Education, for examining the 
Chapter on Literacy and to K. B. MaiilvL Najmud-din for his note on 
i'duc>ationaI progress which is printed as an appendix to Chapter TX» K. 3k 
hlirza ShetMuhaintuad Kheii, my Dejmty Superintendent and colleague in three 
censuses, and Lala Clioith RaiUt iny Assistant for gazetteer worki helped tno 
\vhole-hearte<lly and 1 acknowledge with great pk?asiire their loyal cODperation 
and devotion to duty. But my spinilal debt of gratitude is due to L. Sunder Dasa 
Johar of the Revenue Coinmlssimiors tlllice who was in charge of the Tabulation 
work, lie was selected by me for bis general experience of cflice routine and 
for bis previous experience of census and revenue work both bi tho Punjab 
and Baluchistan. Be worked as }lead Clerk for one year when the ivork 
of drafting and translating the instnictioiifi was heavy. Ltter ou ho was 
appointed as Assistant Superintendent in charge of Tabulation which is the 
most intricate and tedious stage in the (.'ensus Operations requiring technical 
knowledge of the processes of Slip-Copying, Sorting and CompUatiou 'which 
in this province keep changing at every census owing to the dual system of 
enumeration. The Officer in charge has to control a large low-paid temporarv 
establishment not easily amenable to discipline and is expected to get the 
maximum amount of w^ork out of every' one under him. L. Sunder Dass not 
only discharged his arduous personal duties with remarkable diligence and 
ability Tmt also continued to help me without remuneration^ while on leave, 
in completing the Report for about six months. Of my Jliniaterial Staff T 
have speiilaUy to thank my painstaking Head Clerk, Sheikh Baslur Ahmed, for 
running the oflice smoothly throughout the period. Me lightened my ta.sk 
appreciably by rendering valuable assistance in preparing a large number of 
difficult maps and diagrams to illustrate my Report. 

In conclusion 1 must express my Indebtetlness to the Civil and Jlilitary 
fJazette l^ess, I^ahore, where the Report has been prmte<l, for the excellence of 
this difficult work. Many of the tables wore most unwieldy and difficult to 
compreas into suitable sizes. Tliey were rearranged in the press, and the clear 
and compact forms in which they have been finally printed arc due entirely to 
the keen personal interest taken in the work by Mr. olleti, the Works 
l^Ianager, and the Intelligent manner in which his instructions were tarrlcxl 
out by his painstaking Foreman, Shaikh :^loliammiid Aahraff.

Tt is situated in the Atabian Sea 
about iU miles off the ^lakran eoast and 26 from the Pasni Port* It is 
about three miles long and one mile broad* An atmosphere of mj^ater)* and 
legend has ahvaya surrounded Haptalar* It lias been identified with the Nosahi 
of Arrian the weird accounts of which frightened tlie superstitious seamen of 
Niarchua* In Hindu mythology it is believed to be the abode of the goddess 
Kalidevi who is Sciid to remain there for seven out of eight periods into which 
the day and night are divided. Only in the morning is she believed to leave it to 
take her bath at Hinglaj some JOO miles away in the fjasbela State of Baluchistan. 
The place is held in extreme venemtion by tlie HinduSi and pilgrims from all parts 
visit it in small numbers. The island has never figured before in the census returns 
evidently owing to its isolated situation. It nearly met the same fate at the 
Census of 1 !)31 and only came to notice through a Bengali mendicant whom I met 
in Fasni m the course of my tours vvhen it was tQO late to include liim in the 
census returns* He assured me^ however, that he had been in the island for a vear 
all by himself and that there were no pilgrims or other visible human beings there 
on the Census uight. An interesting account of this little island is given in 
Mr. Hughes-Builer*3 CJazetteer of jiakran. 

3. With these two exceptions the province includes the whole of the 
reraainiug area within the boundaries indicated on the map and consists of British 
Baluchistan and British-administered territory. Tribal Areas and the States of 
(1) Kalat includii^ KJuiran, and (2) La a Bela* Its geographical and physical 
features are described in previous Census Keporta and Imperial and Provincial 
Gaze^ers* With a frontier of 520 miles with Persia, 723 miles with Afghanistan, 
with wliat was formerly no-manVIand in the extreme North, 471 miles of coast 
line, several miles of the Imperial Airways route and finally a long and impor^ 
tant link in the Calcufcta-London Motor road which in the near future promises to 
become the high road to the Hedjaz and beyond, Baluchistan enjoys a pride of 
place which justly entitles it to high rank among Indian provinces as India's 
sentinel on tlie most gigantic hiatorical gateway to India. 

4* The province i.s composed of the following political divisions:— 

I- British Baluchistan (including British-administered territory)* 

IL Tribal Areas* 

III* Baluchistan States, namely (i) Kalat including Kliaran and 
(it) Las Bela*

Internal changes of area within a unit are confined to the Sibi and Cliagai 
districts. In the former the Pur Valley covering an area of 9 square miles with a 
population of J ,652 and forming part of the SiTii Tahsil in tlie S^ild District, was 
transferred to the Shahrig Tahsil of the same district k The Quat Mandai Valley 
with an area of 12 miles and a population of 935 vras transferred from the Sibi 
Tahsil to the Mari Tribal area. The Westem Sanjrani country, a part of the Chagai 
District which had formerly been treated as a sejmrate unit, w'as amalgamated 
with the Chagai (Dalbandin) Tahsil in the same district and declared as Agency 
Territory’, 

9. The term population as used in this report means all persons who were 
pr 4 ? 3 t nt within the limits of the province on the night of Febrnaiy' 26, 1931, the 
date of the final Censua—whether in houses or tents, in trains or in boats or on the 
march, Tlie statistics collected at the Census tlius repTesent the tie facto popula¬ 
tion which tlie Indian Census aims at and not the dc jure population. Ever^’ 
effort was made to ascertain the correct numbers but this is no easy task in a 
province covering a vast area witli a Burpriaingly small population living in seat- 
tered villages and hamlets or constantly wandering over difficult mouatains and 
through deserts grazing their flocks or looking for means of liveliliood. A syn- 
ebronous census of the whole area in such conditions is a physical im|voBsil>ility 
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This is particiiliirly so beosuse the average distance to he covered by an euTUueratot 
ranges from 50 to over 150 mile.s while private literate enumerating agencies 
are practically non-existent owing to educational backwardness. 

10, To overcome these diffi(?ulttes the province was divided for purposes Enutnaration 
of Census into (a) llegubir Areas and (?*) Tribal Areas. In the Regular ^Vicas the Proc$dure. 
Census was taken synokroaously on the Standard Schedule, This category 
covered only 200 square miles.' TJie inhabitauts of this region are almost 
entirely aliens with a negligible aflmLxture of local tribe.smen. On the other handj 
the Tribal Areas inhabited practically exclusively by ind^euous tribesmen extend 
over 134,438 square miles* These divisions are shown in llap Xo. 0* The tracts 
shown in black on the map represent the Regular ^Ireaa in which the Ceasus 
was tiiken synchronously on the Standard Si^hetlnle excepting Kharan w'hich 
though censued on the Standard Scherlulc for the first time, had, for reasons 
explained above* to be subjected to a uon-synebronous enumeration. Tlii^ 
i:^p indicates plainly the manifold dangers to which a eynchronoua census 
is exposed* In the first place the synclironous and non-synchronoua areas are 
inter-mixed and great care has to be exercised to prevent double enumeration. 

In the second place the population keeps constantly shifting in considerable 
numbers from one part of the country to another, in search of work and past^ir- 
arte* A(^ain in the autumn, a regular exodus of the local population takes place 
towards^India and the plains of Kachhi and Sihi as well aa towards Afgliamstan, 
and to a small extent to Persia, while in winter an enormous wave of migration 
seta in from Af^dianishin brlngbig doam large caravans of nomads some of 
whom \vinter in Baluchistan and some drift into Sind, the Derajat and beyond* 

The chances of double-counting in Sind and other adjoining provinces were 
further increased at the Census of 1931 living to the fact that the final date of 
the Census was ti.xed about tliree weeks carlieT than in 1921. The emigrants 
to Sind and other Indian provinces do not begin to return before the beginning 
or middle of ilarch and it was certain that if enumerated in Ealuebistfin they 
would also be includetl in the census of TjuUau provinces in which they svere present 
on the Census night (20th Febniary 1931). 

11. To prevent dupHoation and omissions,various methods ivere employed* 

In the Regular lUeas censused eyuohronously* the enumerators were instructetl to 
enumerate only such tribesmen as were actually employed and were living within 
synchronous areas* All tribesmen not living within these areas were pro¬ 
hibited from entering them on the Census night. SThata their presence was 
unavoidable they were scrupulously excluded. On the other hand enuincrators 
la uon-synchronous areas were told to exclude from their papers tribesuien 
and others wlio were employed in the synchronous areas and were actually living 
there. The hjcal shifting population was enumerated wherever found. The 
heads of families were supplietl with enuraen^tion passes* To prevent double- 
coiuiting, copies of these passes were supplied to the enumerating staff of the areas 
which they were likely to visit before the Census night* 

12* The prevention of duplication due to seasonal migration was* how¬ 
ever a niore difficult matter. This distuj-bance acts in motion at the fall of the 
vear^ To enumerate these migrants within the province would have resulted in 
double-counting both in the plains as well as in Indian provinces for the reasons 
already explained* The best way out of this difficult position was found in 
iiufetinc ok their enumeration until after the ahiftit^ part of the population had 
mtered through the passes to settle down in their winter quarters within or 
outside Baluchistan* The actual enumeration for these reasons was commenced 
in areas subject to this disturbance as late as the drat week of December 193U 
and was completed by F ebruary 2(5, 19 31 * 

13. A different method was employed in respect of nomads from *rUglian 
territory passing through Baluchistan on their annual win^r excursions into Sind 
and the Derajat* The enumerators were instructed to ignore them altogether. 

Such families or individuals however as were actually wintering in the province 
or were found ^v^thin the limits of the province on the Censns mght on tlieir way 
back to their homes m Afghanistan were included in the census of the population 
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of Baluchistan. Such of the.se nomads as were sure to cross the bolder before 
the Census night were not taken into account. Under inatructionfl from the Census 
Commissioner for India, a separate modified schedule for their census was issued to 
all emunerators at the outposts through which these nomads commonly 
known as Powiudahs cross into India. The statistics thus collected will be dealt 
with separately. Another factor which affects the accuracy of the figures in non¬ 
synch ronous areas is the number of births and deaths that occur during the 
interval between the commencement of enumeration and the final censns. In 
order to reduce the loss from this source to a minimum, instructions were issued to 
all enuraGrator.s in non-s)mchronous areas to call upon the headmen to collect 
and report figures of birtfis and deaths a fe’w days before the Census night. 
Tlie results I am afraid are not very satisfactory but the resultant loss is 
insignificant.

14. On the whole, the itistructions mentioned were faithfully carried out to 
the best of the enumerators* aliility and 1 am satisfied tKat the resmlts 
jireseuted in Part TI of this volume are normally accurate. The enumerators* 
work was subjected to a variety of te.sts by a number of supervising officers. These 
tests need not be discusseil in dtttiil. One of them is however, noteworthy. In 
the course of our tours to cheok nom synch ronous enumeration my assistants and 
myself as vvell as the super\dsiiig staff encountered travellers and flot^k-owmers and 
questioned them at random. All particulars relating to them, the heads of their 
families and other details as to tribe, religion and occupation in respect of 
tliemselves and the other members of their families w'ere noted. On arrival 
at the enumerator's headquarters the enumeration hook concerned was examined 
and in almost every case the entries were found totally. 

15. The total de/tict^ population in 1S)31 was 868,617 persons. This 
consists of the following i — 

(J) Indigenous resident population (760,125). 

(2) Semi-indigenous population (21,022). 

(3) Aliens from India and all other orientals and foreigners (86,570). 

(4) Seasonal nomads from Afghanistan who winter in Baluchistan and 

were present in the province on the Census night (included m (2)), 

The population thus excludes :— 

(1) The permanent indigenous and scim-indigenous residents away in 

India and beyond on the Census night. 

(2) The permanent indigenous and aemidndigenous residents away in 

Afghanistan or Persia for tlic winter months. 

(3) jUiens or their families ordinarily residing in the province but away

By adding the emigrants (43,594) to the total (868,017) and flubtrseting 
the .Afghan seasonal nomads (14,9.53) we get a total of 897,258 which, based on the 
ordinary methods of gauging the normarpopulation, represents the norma! popu- 
1 ation of the province. Agai n, i f the alien population {86,570) were dedue t ed^ from 
the balance the actual resident population would fall to 810,688 which represents

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'writh exception of tt,969 aenii-indigenous residents, the purely resident iudigc^ 
noua population of the province. The hirthplace Etatistics supplied by the Indian 
provincea, howdVcr, are not very encouraging as pointed out in the Census Report 
for lOlL On the one hand they include children of parents from Indian pro¬ 
vinces and foreign countries who happened to be temporarily sojounriug in 
Baluchistan at the time of the hirth of their children. And these arc not few, 
for Quetta has become a suninier health resort e3i>ecially for 8ind from where large 
muubers visit the province to escape the heat of the plains, for health, and for the 
sake of expectant mothers. On the other hand, questions as to birthplace are 
dithoult for the ignorant indigenous inhabitants of Baluchistan to answer and 
more diflioult. to record for the enumerator of Sind and elsewhere owing to lack 
of detailixl geographical knowledge, A resident of Makran found in India ivould 
call himself a ilakrani, and that of Las Bela, a l^asi* Similarly a resident of Jhala- 
waii would either give only the name of his country or of his \dllage w'hich are 
ditlicult for the enumerator to locate, Ealuebistau thus loses juany of the indige¬ 
nous inhabitants which it should rightly claim as its own. The gain from the 
source first named is comparatively small hut the loss from the second Is consider¬ 
able, amounting 1 believe to several thousands. Another source of error vrhich 
is inseparable from birthplace statistics is that large numbers of Abikranis from 
Makran, Lasis from Las Bela, Brahui, Balocli and Jatts from Jbalaw an and 
Kachill have migrated into Sind ami settletl dowm there temporarily or serni- 
permanently. The birthplace record automatically gives births in these families 
to Sind w'hioh means a corresiwnding loss to Baluchistan. 

1 b* Ill framing estimates of the normal population of Buiuohistun the fact Rermal Papul 
should not however be lost sight of that the population has been subject to a heu, 
regular wdntcr migration e%^er since the restoration of peace and prosjicrity with 
British occupation. This emigration will not cease so long as economic con¬ 
ditions in the Kalat State do not change for the lietter. In the winter tlic popu¬ 
lation moves dovvn ea to the plains and into Sind to escape tlie iviliter in 

the highlands, and to find grayling and more lucrative employment. In the spring 
the tide turns and it flow's back through the old cliaimeLs into its summer 
quarters. So long as the process iFontinues the de fado population as disclosed 
by a winter census must he taken to be the normal tHufer population. The nomial 
population for the summer, however, would be considerably larger. To arrive 

at an approximately correct estimate of the 
normal summer population we should inc lude 
not only the emigrants but also the largo 
crowds of summer visitors from 8ind aud 
elsewhere wlio have Iteen causing so much 
anxiety every j'^ear to the lo<Tal aiitliorltLOS 
of Quetta owing to pressurp on th^ limited 
accommodation availalile aud an [nadequate 
supply of drinking water. The marginal 
calculations put the nonual summer prqmla- 
fcton at close upon one million souls, I'lileas 
the water ilifficiilty uroves juyurmountjd>lp, 
tills is likely to centuiue to grow rapidly in 
future vears, for, Quetta has acquired 
considerahle popularity as a sanatorium 
amongst resiiknts of Sind and other 
afijoiuing distrif^ts,

19* The mean density for Baluchistan is 0 persons to the square mile*. 
Excluding alien settlements it falls to J>. Taking the political divisions separately* 
British Baluchistan including British Administered territory as well as Tribal 
Areas has a density of 9. In the States it is only a. Splitting the province again 
into the three main natural divisions—the uplands, the plains and the barren 
sandy deserts, the most densely populated part in the highlands is the Quetbi 
tahsil with 140 persons to the square mile. This is largely due to the presence of 
the Military garrison in the Quetta Cantonment, and the alien population of all 
classes in the Quetta to^vn, the largest business and industrial centre of the province 
which IS continually attracting additional population from all quarters of the 
Baluchisten as well as adjoining Indian provinces and from across the Afghan 
and Persian borders. Without the Quetta tovni and cantonment the density of

21L Tn the plaints ivhieh include the Sd>i and Ntisirabad tiilisils o£ the Biln 
district and the Kachhi division o£ the Kaiat State the most densely populated 
area lies in thcXaairaliad tahsil with45, followed In^Kachhi ^luand the Bihi tahsil 
with 24 persons to the square mile. The fijiures for Kaehlii and Bild di^tmite 
chieflv owing to seasonal imraigration of Bruhuis from the higlihiiula, and Powm- 
dahs from Afgiiatiistau.

A rough estimate of the resident popu¬ 
lation was niaile in the remaining parts of the Quetta’Pishm district in 1890 and 
checked in 189 L A similar estimate was prepared for the old Thai C hotial i districT 
which has since been truncated and formed into the Bibi and Loralal districts. I n 
theZhob district^ estimates were framed for only Bori which now forms the head- 
qimrters talisil of thr Loralal district.

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Oojnparmg like with like, that is to esthuUng from the population 
of 1911 the ureiisnot censiiaed in 1901, the ilecennium euiiing with 1911 diselo^^ 
a decreaije of 72,20ft persons, or 10 per rent, of the total po]>iilation. This decline 
was not due to any pestilence nor tn any other vimisnal disturbing influences, for, 
conditions during the decade were on the whole normal. It was due chiefly to 
over-estimates in 1901. In his report on the t’ensus of 1901, Mr. Hughes BiilleT 
remarked that the Elytra Assistant Commissioner who was hi original charge of the 
operations in the enumeration stage thought that the numbers of the Brahui tribes 
were excessive and that those for the Jhalawan coiuitry j^houhl he received witli 
special caution, The numbers in Jhalawan.’as subsequently pointed out in tho 
1911 Report, were generally felt to be pitched too high,” Tlie idea that there 
was a tendency among tribal chiefs to exaggerate numbers of their triliesmen 
cannot be l>rushed aside without giving it due weight. The larger the number of 
followers, the greater was the importance of the thief according to the criterion of 
strength of those backward days. The secret of tribal prowess was ijeing exposed 
to tlie puljlic eye for the hrst time, so the temptation not to look siuall among 
rival chiefs was irresistilde. Tlie real strength was thus possibly magnifled. And 
in doing so they evidently not only included in their estiniates the numbers present 
but also all those families w’hich had migrated to penuunently or to lioth 
Sind and Kachhi for the winter season- 

26. In 1921 the final Census was taken on the iSth Alarcli. The division 
of the province into synchronous and non-synchronous areas, t he forms of the 
l^tandard and Local Schedules and the procedure adopted for enunieration were 
identical w ith those of 1911, The Census w as carried out by actual enumeration 
as ill 1911 excepting a small portion of the Fort Handenum Tahsil (Kakar Khura¬ 
san) w^here owung to the disturbed condition of the borderland after the ri.sing of 
1919. statistics were collected by estimates. Thus, for practical piir]]Oses, the 
o|)erations covered the whole provinoe. The total population as showm in the 

Jimrgin revealed a drop of 35,07ft persons in the 
decade ending with 1921. This was largely due to 
the iiiiluensia epidemic of 1918 followed liV a serious 
outbreak of cholera, scarcity and famine in 
1920 and 1921. J’he influenza epidemic alone 
claimed 61,452 victims which is believed to be exclusive of a considerable 
niuiiber of unrecorded deaths in outlying areas. All told, the total loss frfuu this 
cause was not leas than 70.090- The death roll from cholera and famine and 
scarcity w as not very large but fajiiine and scarcity induced temporary endgration 
on an extensive ac^de and hirgc numtiers escaped enimxeration within the province. 

But for the presence of large numbers of alien immi¬ 
grants composed of troops and followers, raiKvay 
gangmen and otber employees, traders and bmuigrimfs 
from Afghan territory in const quento of the Great world war and subsequently 
the Afghan war, the decline discslosed by the (.'ensiis of 1921, would have been 
considerably greater- 

^ 27. The past deceimium {1921 -31) tipened under unfavourable iionditions- 
The Sheranis and other triliesmen of Zhob wluj hiul been driven across the border 
into Afgh:inistan and the Wsziri country durmg the troubles of 1919 !iad 
irot all returned to their homes before tlte end of the last decemnum. hi 
subst^Tiuent years some of theni gradually came in and settled down again- The 
drought of 1920-21 resulted in scarcity w'hicb eulmliiated in famine in 1921-22. 
In 1922-23 the niinfall was generally tinielY and well distiibiitcd and { onditiuim 
on the whole were better. The years 1923-24 and hJ24-25 were comparatively 
prosimrous ones except that grazing was seance in tlie Tarl-Biigli l oimtn’ in 
1924-25. In 1025-26 the rainfall was below the average, and the winter rains Vere 
deficient and untimely. Ihe crops were damaged by severe cold Parts of 
the province, especially the Mari and iiugti trShal areas and the Cba^uii 
district were threatened with scarcity. In 1926-27 rainfall was above tlm 
average. Crops were better and grazing and fodder facilities were generally 
adequate. Lm usts appeared about the end of the year and did some 
to CTopa. iu 19^7-28 and 1928-29, the rainfall waa below' the avera^m In 
some parts locusts did some damage in 1927-28 and there 
the Alari and Biigti country. Elsewhere agricultural condit

was scarcity in 
]one were unfavotir- 


tthle. Spring crops were below the average owing to damage caused bv Iocuki^s 
cold winds and grazing was poor- 1929-30 and 1930 31 wire years of fitful rain 
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iall. In some parts it was above, in others below the average where it adversely 
-affected the autumn crops. Conditions were bad in Chagai where both 
autujun and spring crops failed. The Sibi district, however, sidfered most from 
deficient rainfall and ravages of locusts. In other parts of the countr}* 
agricultural conditions were on the whole normal. 

*28. Thus the unfavourable conditions under which the decenniiun com¬ 
menced continued more or less unmitigated, though in a milder form, throughout 
the period in one part or the other. The scarcity and famine which prevailed 
throughout the province in 1920*21 and 1921-22 and partly in 1922-23 caus'd 
serious devastation among the flocks. Emigration naturally set in, as always 
happens, and scattered large numbers in all directions across the jirovincial 
frontiers. Shifting sands brought in from the deserts of Chagai by clouds of 
sand-stonns laid waste a considerable area of arable lands in the Mastiing Valley 
and closed down a large niunber of perennial sources of irrigation. Down in the 
plains of Kachhi, many villages were deserted owing to the inability of cultivators 
to utilise flood water on which the jKjpulation mainly depends. It is difti<’uU to 
estimate the numbers that left their homes to save their lives outside the province, 
but there is no doubt that they amoimted to several thousands. 

29. Several parts of the province were declared famine-stricken areas 
during the earlier years of the decennium. Relief works were opened in British 
territory which cost over Ks. 2,16,000. (wratuitous relief amounted to over 
Rs. 1,37,000. Special Takavis to the extent of over a million rupees were also 
distributed in c.ash and kind, in addition to the ordinary Takavi loans, amounting to 
Rs. 23,62,000. A considerable portion of the spe< ial Takavi loans was eventually 
written off besides remissions of revenue amounting to over Rs. 1,50,000, a sure 
proof of the fact that economic conditions during the dec-ade were bad enough 
tor the natural growth of impulation. 

30. Diagram Xo. 3 shows the rise percent, on the wages prevailing at 
the end of the prece<ling dc*c-ade. It seems that the ri.se was the lowest in the case 
of the Civil Junior Clerks but this is not the case, for, this class of employees had 
received their due share just before the conunencement of the decennium under 
review. Prices ruled high during 1921-22 and 1922-23. There was a .sudden 
<lrop during the following two years. They began to rise again in 1925-26 and 
remained practically stationary when in 1930-31 they fell to a level which had 
never been reached before. 

31. E.xcept in the urban areas which are well supplied with means of Public Health, 
medical relief, the standard of health was generally low in con.sequenc-e of scarcity 

and famine and the general economic conditions after the famine years. To make 
matters wor.se, before the rural ]>opulation had time to show signs of re(rovery. 
another .s«*rious visitation of cholera coupled with outbreaks of small-po.x and 
measles caused considerable loss of life in the beginning of the dec 4 ide. In tin* 
latter part of the decenniiun, however, ])ubli(^ health regained normal 
proportions. 

32. During the decade under review, motor traffic almost completely dis- Communicitions. 
placed wheeled traffic and pack animals in the Districts except in rt mote arena. 

In the States, motor traffic continued to increase. All headquarters stations both 
in British territory and the States were connected by metalled or fair weather 
roads fit for motor traffic. Mechanical transport is becoming more popular for 
transport of passemgers, agricultural produce, and trade goods in rural areas and is 
<^using some anxiety to the Railway Department. By the extension of the Zhob 
Valley railway from Hindubagh to Fort Sandeman, 132 miles of rail-road were 
added during the decennium. 

33. As has been explained, the conditions of the past decemiiimi were Movement of 
not very favourable to the normal growth of population. \ et the Census of 1931 Population, 
disc.los(*s an increase of 68,992 iiersons since 1921. The actual and pen entage 
increases are exhibited below :— 
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12 CHAPTER I.—DISTRIBUTION AND MOVEMENT OF THE POPULATION. 

The main caust^s wliicL can contribute to an increase are fcbreefold, jiameUv 
doiibie^ounting, balance of iinmigratioiij and natuml grovvtli. In a province 
whicb is subject to oonstaiit waves of migration, double counting is ine-s'itabJe, 
S]jecial measures were taken in 1t to reduce errors from this source to a minimum 
and I have no doubt that the iimnbers have not been inflated to an extent which 
would vitiate the resiJts, Tlie various teats to which tlie statistics iiave been 
subjected tend to confinn this coiitiluaion. AVe have thus to look to balance of 
immigration and natural growth as the two main causes of increase, 

34. Eluuinating the gain by inuiugration and adding the loss by emigra¬ 
tion, we find that the increaae in the {jast de(?eiuiiiiiii due to natural growth was 
but that compared to the previous decade (1911) there has been a decline

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IL iji lie seen luai; tiie rate oi natural growth between the intercensal period 
1921*31 was 5 per cent, but compared to the population of 1911, there was a 
decline of about 4 per cent. These figures do not disclose the tme state of 
affairs. The natural population of iialuchistaii in 1911 was 352,470 If we add 
to our natural population for 1931 the 70,000 Hve^ which Ealucliistan lost in its 
recorded and unrecorded victims of the influenza epidemic we get a total of 
S91.1.7H which means an increase of 4'5 per cent, instead of a decrease of 4 per 
cent, since 1011 as shown above. The fact is, it is not safe to eommit onest^lf to 
any dehnite cone] us tuns in view of the serious disturbance whieh is caused bv 
migration at each successive census. We have no record of vital statistics to 
measure the growth of population. The only locality where registration of vital 
statisticis IS suppast^ to be compidsoiy is the town of Quetta, statistics for which 
are given in Subsidiary Table 5. record is hardly of any use owing to the 

sliiitmg nature or the population whicli is almost entirely alien. An attemnf vtrk 
made ^ 1^11 to collect statistics of births and deaths for (i,641 families from all 
country. In ujoj, figures were collected for 3,5ti2 families but iii 
1931, a more elaWate fomi wa.s iiscd for this puriiose, and the number of 
famdiea examined for fertility and mortabty was 39.744. The results arc 
exhibited in the subjoined table

dency shown in the marginal table. While 
the number of emigrants from Baluchistan 
censused in Bombay has fallen by 35 per 
cent., the number of Brahuis and 
Brahui-speakers has risen by 32 and 77 
pt*r cent, in ten years. This enormous 
increast* cannot possibly be attribut«‘d to 
natural growth without additions by im¬ 
migration, and the anomally only iwves 


to strengthen the suspicion that emigration statistics are mireliable as a guide. 

35. With so niany disturbing elements which influence the movement 
of population of this province, it is hopeless to draw any definite conclusions and I 
cannot do better,after a fruitless struggle, than leave the subject by repeating the 
opinion fonned by Sir Denys Bray after a laborious research in 1911 that “ the 
more clearly the nature of the problem is realised, the more hopeless it appears 
to attempt to measure the increase or decrease that has occurre<l in the 
population of Baluchistan during the |»ast ten years.” 

36. The historical, physical and economic factors influencing the distri- Vyiation^ b y 

bution of population have been fully discussed in the 1911 Report. Here I shall DUtricti a n d 
confine the discussion to a brief analysis of the more imimrtant factors concerning their 

the variations in respect of each district and the states.

The Sibi district tops 
the list with an increase of 
24,797 persons or 21 per cent. 
The 5Iari-Bugti tribal area of 
the Sibi district shows the 
highest increase of 17,265 or 45 
per cent. Taking the two areas 
separately, the Mari country' 
•- alone accoimts for an increase 
of 71 percent. This high rate 
of increase is discounted partly 
by a decrease of 24 per cent, in 
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into the Mari cDuntry' in winter in search of pasture. The Bugti area has been 
content with a more* digestible increase of only 29 per cent. Both Maris and 
Bugtis are pastoral tribes. Both lo.st large numbers in 1921 by emigration due 
to famine and sc^ircity, the Maris |>erhaps in a much larger measure, and re¬ 
covered their emigrants with the return of normal conditions in the decenniiun 
under review. Both are turbulent rival tribes with an historic record of in¬ 
satiable jealousies which year in, year out end in the spilling of valuable Baloch 
blood. Their jealousies have so overgro\\'n nonual proportions that, despite the 
evident disadvantages of exaggeration or suppression of numbers, a rival 
.section is liable to succumb to the temptation of looking large by its numerical 
strength. 1 suspec ted the accuracy of the figures and pereonally interv iewed the 
Mari Chief. 1 wa.s assured that the numbers at the previous Censuses had been 
understated and that at the Census of 1921, they were necessarily low owing to 
the causes stated above. .Amongst the Maris, as amongst .some other tribes, the 
periodical division of agricultural land is based on the number of males of all 
ages. Similarly, in criminal cas<‘s compensation is assei^d on the numerical 
.strength of sections or clans or even on the whole tribe. The Mari Chief 
aasur^ me that only in the year preceding the Census he had an opportunity 
of estimating the strength of the tribe which was very near that disclo.sed by 
the Census. The argument, I am inclined to admit, deserves consideration. 
NevertheleM, the recovery api>ear8 surprisingly rapid for both tribes. 

38 The administered area of the Sibi district as distinguished from the 

Mari and Bugti tribal area shows a gain of 7,532 persons or 9 percent, to which 

the Sibi tahsil contributed 5,067 persons. This was due to temporary unmi- 
gration on a larger scale consisting mostly of Brahuis from the Sara wan and 
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Jhalawaii divisions of iCaUt and the enuaneration of tbe train population whith^ 
had the train not been late on the Census night, would have been emunerated in 
Bolan. The Nasirahad tahsil shows tbe next higher increase, namely, (i,l7S 
persons or 20 per cent. Here, as elsewliere, the increa.se is not entirely natural, for, 
numbers were swelled to a small extent by alien gangmen working on irrigation 
works and by indigenous labourers from adjoining areas who move down to the 
plains to escape the winter in the highlands or from tlie plains of Kaehhi to 
earn a li^'ing. The decrease in the Koblu and »^hahrlg tahsils is due entirely to 
the annual winter migration. 

3y. Next among the districts stands Quetta-Pishin with an increase of 
11,732 or i> ]>pr r.ent. followed by Loralai and Zhob with 3,(^4 and J .295 persons 
or 4 and 2 percent., respectively. The Quetta tah.si1 accounts for an increase of 
S,426 persons or i 2 per cent. Tlie aetual increase, however, in the rnral jaipulation 
\%*hich is the natural resident population is only 3. Tim Quetta town alone, which 
has a floating population, eoniributes an increase of 9 ]>er cent. The Pishin tahsil 
shows an increase 4jf 7 per cent. The loss to Giaman of 5 per cent, should ha\ 0 
been actually greater, for, the Achakzai.s were censused after some of the fajuilies 
who winter in Afghan liniits had left British territory, but this loss was nearly 
nounterhahinced l>y innuigration due to the expansion of the town which show's 
mi increase of 1,824 since J921. 


40. Bolan, in spite of gain of population by the opening of a Central Jail 
at ;^Iaoh and the increase in the number of indigenous inhabitants amounting in 
all nearly to 2,5<)9 persons, shows a decrease of J 8ti. This is entirely due to the 
al)Sence of temj>orary workmen on roads and railway gangmen and ejiiploveea 
who were disc-hargetl after the close of the Afghan war. 

41. fri the Loralai district which, as a whole, shows an increase of 3,G)4 
or 4 per cent, the Duki tahsil contributes the highest percentage increase of 14. 
Bar khan w ith 13 follows next, the increase being due largely to Afghan nomads. 
Bori and Musakhel have an increase of 4 each. These tw'o tahails are suliject to 
least disturbance from ndgration and the increase in their eases represents approxi¬ 
mately the normal rate of growth. The increase in Duki is due j^iartly to internal 
migration from Saujawi as well as a larger number of Afghan nomads. The 
absence of Afghan Powimlahs at. the Census of 193J, as well as the w'inter 
ejnigration of its pennancnt siumner population ata^ount for the decrease of 17 
per cent, in the ?&njawi tahsil. 

42. In Zhob, with an increase of 2 per cent, only, Killa ^iSaifulIah show^s an 
increase; of 13 per cent.. Hindubagh a decrease of 12 per cent, tmd F'ortSandeman 
Mil increase of 4 per cent. Here also w'inter migration is mainly responsible. 
The stune remarks apply to Chagai’ which show-s an increase of 7 per cent.

Variations in the population and density of States are exhibited in 

the mar^nal table. Kakt, in¬ 
cluding Kharan, has contributed 
a modest 4 per cent, during 
the ten years 192D31. Taking 
the divisions individually, Kachhi 
accounts for an increase of 41, 
Dcmbki and Kaheri 39 and Jh ala- 
wan IZjicrcent. while Saiaw'an 
heads tbe list with a fall of 48 
followed by Kharan and Makran 
wuth decreases of 16 and 5 per 
cent., respectively.

and the Dombki-Kaheri coimtry where Brahms from Sarawan and Jhalawan 
ow n agrioultural lands and find grasmgfor their flocks in winter. Not only do the 
land-owning Brahuis, their satellites the Loris and other kbourins classes find 
shelter in the plains but ako nomads from Shorawak and other parts of 
Afghanistan and from the Chagai Agency follow suit in considerable numbers 
thus causing an abnormal rise m the resident population of the plains The 
increase would have been larger but for the fact that about 20,090 Brahuis 
returned nmeh earlier to Jhakwan from the plains of Kachhi and Sind owing to 
timely rams which accounts for the increase of 12 per cent. ^ 
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The decreases in Kharan and Makran are due to the annual winter 
migration into »Sind and elsewhere. 

44* Las Bela shows an increase of *24 per cent* against 4 of Kalat. An has Bela. 
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increase of 12,312 persons in ten 
years in a total population of 
50.096 in 1921 is remarkable* 
The principal contributions by 
indigenous races to this appa¬ 
rently abnormal inercoae are 
shown in the juargin. Tlie 
increase (1*874 persons) among 
the Biiloch is contributed mainly 
by the Sangur tribe and is due 
either to a change of classification 
or tin? emigration in 1921 of a 
Sind. The increases among the 


large niuiil>er of members of this tribe to 

Biabuia are due to seasonal migration which yary from year to year* It is 
difhcult, liiowever, to trace the cimses of the abnormal increase among the Lasts 
which amounts to 7,823 or 34 per cent. The jnarginal table gives the strength of 
each of the Lasj tribes in 1921 and 1931. The olassifie^itiou of tribes ne doubt 
underwent sbme change in 1931 owing to the separation of some of the minor _ 
tribes and their amalgan\ation with the five main tribes calliHl the Pauj Kaj but 
it is difficult to account for the Largo iucrease of 34 per cent* unless the decline in 
J92I is attributed to their wholesale emigration to Sind owing to scarcity and 
subsat^uent famine in 1920 and J921 which is most probable in view of tbeir 
■close proximity to Karachi.

The Chagai district is the most sparst-ly populated with a density of J, 

The Quetta-Pi.shin district is tiie jnost densely populated tract in the province with 
31 persons to the square mile. Compared'with districts of adioining provinoes 
these figures present an interesting contrast. The most thinly populated district 
of Sind, Thar Parkar, has 3 more persons to the square mile than the most densely 
populated district (Quetta-Hshin) in Baluchistan* In the Punjab, the minimum 
density is 56 in the Dera filmzi Rhan district. In the NorthAVe.st Frontier 
Province, Dera Ismail Khan, the most thinly populated district, has 79 persons 
to the square mile against 31 of Qnetta-Pishin. 

46* In the Regular Areas “ House ” was defined as the dwelling place of Hommi. 
a commensal family including its resident dc|>eiidents such as wddows, servunt-s, 
guests, etc. This term also included hotels, sits is, cooley lines, encampments, 
religious places, mosques, temples, etc., shops, godowms and garages where, in the 
majority of cases, a *single penson was found sleeping on the Census night* 

In the'Tribal Areas rensused on a modified schedule, thefennhad a much wider 
application. It included not only the houses made of sun-dried and baked bricks

49. Subsidiary Table 9 and the figures in the nmrgln show that the num¬ 
ber of inhabited houses per square 
niile for the province is 1. ft is 2 in 
the districts of Loralai and Sibi and 
the Las Bela State. The Quetta- 
Pishin district l>eing densely populat¬ 
ed has 6 houses per square mile and 

- - -- - 1 goes at the top. Tuniing to Chagai 

District, the area is so vast aud the number of houses so small that there is only 
one house to two sqiiare miles. The most densely potjulated tahsils are Quetta in 
the Quetta-Plshin District and Xasirabad in the Bibi District, where the number 
of house.s per square mile work.s out to 96 and 8, respectively. In the Quetta tahsil 
the number in 1921 was 29. The decrease of 3 in 1931 is due mainly to the exclu¬ 
sion of houses for the Strictly Militan^ Areas. In Nasirabad., however, the in¬ 
crease of two is real owing to increase of population due to greater irrigation faci¬ 
lities. The tw'o sub’divisions of Kulat State (Kachhi and Dombki Kaheri coun¬ 
try) though densely populated have 4 and 3 houses, respectively, per square mile. 

30. It has been .shown In the foregoing paragraphs that the population 
of Baluchistan has increased by 68,992 or about 9 per cent, between 1921 and 
193S. Splitting up tbc population into the three main jpoups, namely indige¬ 
nous. semi-indigenous and alien, according to the classification first introduced 
in tlie 1911 report, we find that the contribution of the indigenous group 
towards the total increase amounts to 7 while that of the other two groups 
together represents only about 2 per cent. Before proceeding further it appears 
necessary to give a brief description of what is actually meant by this threefold 
classification. 
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The indigenous group represents the true indigenous inhabitants of pre- 
British days who are, broadly speaking, united by bonds of common weal and 
woe, who are snbject to the system of tribal responsibility and who possess a share 
in tribal lands, together with the dependent occupational groups that have 
been attached to the various indigenous tribes from the earliest times as^their 
cultivating classes or as their art bans, or as musiemns or domestic servants. The 
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second group, semi-indigenous, consists of the Huzdar Baloch and the Durrani 
and Ghilzai Pathan and Hazaras. The Buzdars wlio wore at one time indigenous 
to Baluchistan emigrated to Dera (Ihazi Khan. About 1,800 Buzdar were 
censused within the Province in 1031. With the exception of only a few, 
these are now settled inhabitants of Baluchistan. In the same way the Durranis 
who are Afghan immigrants are now ixTinanently settled in the Province. Of the 
14,000 odd Ghilzais, over two-thirds are Afghan nomads whose numbers fluctuate 
from year to year. The Hazaras who are mostly employe<l in the army 
still look to Afghanistan as their home and are strictly speaking all alien.s. The 
third group, the aliens, includes all other foreigners—Europeans, Anglo-Indians, 
and all other orientals whether domiciled or not. 


It will be observed that the grouping is, on the whole, only a rough one. 
Its correctness was (piestioncil at the Census of 1931 in alieii circles on the ground 
that the grouping is an arbitrary one in so far as it makes ho distinction between 
the purelv nomad and aliens on the one hand aiul on the other the doniiciletl 
semi-indigenous and aliens who now claim to be permanent residents entitle<l by 
domicile to be includetl among the indigenous inhabitants. The objection 
appears to be more in the natur«* ot a shatlow of the changing future. \\ hatev or 
view may be taken of this psychological manifestation, the fact remains that so 
far as the ordinarv scope of a census is concerneil the separation of the numbers 
of indigenous inhabitants from the rest of the population is essential in order 
correctly to measure the movement of population and its progress in \ariou8 
other directions. And unless special circumstances necessitate a different change 
of classification or grouping at the ne.xt census, 1 venture to suggest that the 
population be divided up into two groups only, i.e.. Indigenous and .Mien, all 
persons not coveretl by the former category being lumped under the latter. 
The labour and expense involved in the threefold classification are out of all 
proportion to the results obtained. It is extremely difficult to maintain the 
distinction throughout the report and the simplification of the classification will 
accelerate work without sacrificing c.ssential detail.

Reverting to the question of the increase it will be seen that the highest 
increase is disclosed by the .semi-indigenous who have improved by 17 per cent, 
followed by the alieius who have gone up by 12 jhw cent, since 1921. The increase 
is lowest among the indigenous group whose rate of increase is only 8 per cent. 

51. The chief interest must, however, centre round the true indigenous 
inhabitants. Unluckily here also migration causes such a serious disturbance 
that the increase cannot safelv be put down wholly to the credit of natural 
growth. On the whole the facets and figures given in the foregoing paragraphs 
indicate that Baluchistan is not lag|;ing behind in contributing its nonnal 
share in normal conditions to the ever-increasing populatiini of tin* world. heiy 
birth-rate is fairly high and the rate of survivals (>G9 per thousand births, it is 
difficult to believe that the population is stationary. The faet is that jmverty, 
lick of (capital and failure of means of irrigation at home, higher wages and a more 
congenial winter clunate in Sind for the Brahui, Baloch and .latt. Lasiand Alakrani, 
* and high profits with compound interest on triule goods 

and cash loans for the Pathan, have attracted into Sind 
and beyond during the pa.st cO years or so large 
numbers of Baluchistan tribesmen not only from Kalat 
and Las Bela States but also from the districts, ])arti- 
cularlv Pi.shin. The marginal figiin-s extracted from 
the Bombay tables for 1931 and partly arrived at by 
esthnates bas_»d on p?rs'mal enquiries from tribesmen 
have an interesting tale to tell. The 135.519 Ihithans 
do not wholly belong to Baluchistan but there is no doubt that they include 
a certain nuji’iber of emigrants from this Province. 

50 This large emigration which is continually though slowly swelling the 
ranks ofemi‘^rant8 who have settled down in the Bombay Presidency is 
naturallv rcs^nsible for the low rate of increase It however, a far ery vet 
to talk of pressure on the existing means of livelihood. 1 here is plent\ of land 
and irrigation water for the e.vtensioa of cultivation ; the means to this end have 
alone t«-en lacking. Large simts of money have been s,a-nt on improving the 
means of irrigation during the past ten years while .se-vera s. hemes estimated to 
e^st several lakhs of nipees arc under consideration for the District areas. .\ 
imw era has dawned in Kalat. Barring natural calamities the ue.vt decennium 
gives good promise of increase of prosperity as well as nmnbers.

compared in the margin with Orkan ^ Rural 
those for 1931. The figures 
for 1891 and 1901 are not com- 
{>arable with those for subse¬ 
quent years as the former did 
not embrace the whole prr>- 
vince. .4 comparison can only 
be made between the urban 
population of 1891 and that 
of 1931 for such towns as 
existed at both thes** c^en- 
suses. In 1891 there were only 
four towns namely, Quetta, 

Sibi, Loralai and Pishin. 

The marginal figuit's will 
show that the total population 
of these four stations was only 
25,952 in 1891. It ro8<‘ to 34.248 
in 118)1,44.209 in 1911, 81,494 
in 1921 and 77,5(» in 1931 
showing a total increase of 
51,008 persons in a perical of 40 
years. This increase represents^ 
the actual increase in the urban 
population except in so far as 
It includes 4,903 persons cen- 
sused in the Kasi and Nichari villages which in 1931 were transferred from the 
rural to urban areas owing to the extension of the bomidaries of the Quetta 
Town. The net actual increase, therefore, is 40,645 which means an increase of 
180 per cent, in 49 years and of 18 per cent, during the ten years ending 
with 1931.

60. Taking, however, the three <;ensal periods which embraced the whole 
province, i.e., 1911, 1921 and 1931, we find that the total urban population has 
increased from 59,593 in 1911 to 102,002 in 1931, showing an increase of 72 per 
cent, in 20 years. On the other hand during this period the rural jiopulation has 
decreased by 9,095 or 1 per c.ent. The transfer of 9,218 |>er8on8 from rural areas 
representing the |>opulution of villages which were treated as towns for the first 
time in 1931 and the inclusion of Kasi and Nichari in the town of Quetta as well a.s 
the loss of over 00,000 persons from the influenza epidemic during the precMing 
inter-censal period are responsible for this decrease. The decennium under revdew 
has however more than made up the loss, for, the rural population of 1931 shows 
an increase since 1921 of 45,453 persons or 6 per cent. Diagram No. 4 facing 
this page illustrates the ratio of urban to rural population in Baluchistan.

It will be seen that the progress of urbanis4ition has been fairly satisfactory 

for a backward province like Baluchistan where 
industrial life is still in its infancy. Of the total 
urban population for the whole province (102,602), 
90 per cent, live in the District areas while only 
10 per cent, are found in the States. To the 
population of the districts, the Quetta-Pishin 
District alone contributes 73 per cent. Sibi 
follows next with 13, Percentage figures for all 
districts are given in the margin.

wu. All these excepting Quetta are towns by courtesy for they have been •• 
treated as such owing partly to their beii^ headquarters or Military stations and 
partlv owing to their urban characteristics. Quetta still remains the only un¬ 
impeachable township. A detailed acooimt of Quetta’s pa.st history is given m 
Mr. llughes-Buller’s Gazetteer of the Quetta-Pishin District. An interesting 
description of its geographical situation and strategic im|)ortance was pviblished 
in the Statesman of Calcutta in its issue of October 11, 1931. The following is an 

extract from this article :— ,• r iri • i n 

“ Far ot! the beaten track of India’s tourist routes, lonely guardian of the Khojak I ass 
“ and tunnel from Chaman and of the Bolan rail and ron<l passage to India, Quetta stands^as 
“ a typical outpost of Empire, ready for the day it hopes will never come ♦ 

“ .\mong Indian Military stations, QuetU, so lately the tragic scene of a tcmfic seismic dis- 
“ turbance is an outstanding example of an outpost of Empire which is in hut not of the coun- 
“ try. Unlike many other cantonments, it boosts no teeming surrounding districts, ‘^s hw- 
“ torical associations are few, no magnificent mins exist to remind the curious passer-by of the 
“ glories of other days. But for Nature’s action, countless centuries ago, in splitting the face 
of those barren bluffs of India’s western boundary, so providing a tortuous, inhospitable 
“route as an alternative, albeit distant, route to that of the Khyber, there would prolwbly 

be no Quetta.” 

Quetta is situated at an altitude of 5..500 feet and is 536 miles from Karachi, 

700 miles from Lahore and 143 miles from Kandahar. Prior to 1868, little oxi.sted 
beyond a few mud huts occupied by Hindu.s which clustered round the mound 
(now the Fort) imder the domination of the Khan of Kalat. The Khan’s Naib 
or Governor occupied the Miri or Fort which was garrisoned by two companies 
of Kalat infantr}^ and a troop of cavalry. There was little cultivation m the 
valley. In 1828,"Masson, the first European traveller, found that the town com¬ 
prised about 300 house's. In 1839 Quetta was described by General Havelock 
as a most miserable mud town with a small c^astle on a mound having one small 

gun on a rickety carriage. ^ « 

The Quetta of 1931, however, presents quite a diiterent picture. I he 
number of its houses has ri.sen to over 14,000. Its oopulation including its 
cantonmmt now stands at 60,272, The miserable mud town of 1839 
has been described by visitors as a well planned and cleaner station than most 
Indian cities while its peaches, apricots, melons and grapes have been praised both 
bv Indians and foreigners. Quetta is gradually growing into a summer resort 
for people from the plains chiefly from Sind and the Pimjab. 

The population of Quetta town itself (.34,881) as revealed by the Census of 
1931 represents its winter population as at previous censu^^s. * .\ccording. 
to*the Speiual Census taken in September 1929, Quetta’s nonnal poj>ulation m 
the .summer should be at least .50 per cent, more than its winti^r population

The inctease sinot^ 1921 in the proportion of females to males among the 
indigenous inhabit ante is remarkable. It i s due mainly to the amalgamation with 
the Quetta town of the Kaei and Niohari villages which are inhabited almost 
entirely by the mdigenous races. There are indications, however, that the inSux 
into urban areas is rapidly changing from individual to family migration of a 
permanent nature. 

Rural Ar«as, 6'^- Iti Baluchistan, 118 persons -per mille reside in towns while 882 li’^^e 

in rural areas. The total rural population of the province is 760,015 
residing in 3,SOI villages and encampments scattered over an area of 134,584 
square miles. Thus on an average, Baluchistan possesses only one village over 
an area of 38 square miles. In rural areas, 532 per mille live in villages aijd 
encampments with a population of less than 500 ; 220 in villages with population 
ranging between 500 to 1,000; 143 in villages with a population of 1,000 to 2,000; 
74 in villages with population 2,000 to 5,00ti and 27 in villages with a population 
of 5,000 to 10,000. Four p&r miUe represent unclassed population. Details by 
Districts and States are given in Subsidiary Table 10,

89, These statistics are based on eohumi IS of the Standard Schedule 
which was confined to synchronous areas and Kharan witli a population of 
134,207. For every person born within the province In the synchronous ureas as 
well as the few aliens^ officials or traders who were enumerated in non- 3 j"n- 
chronous areas, the enrunerator was required to enter the District or State only in 
which he or she was bom. In the case of births in India beyond Bahichistan, 
the name of the province was added; for persons bom outside India, onlv the 
name of the countr.v was recorded. The statistics thus collected are as act'uratc 
as can possibh’ be espect-ed. 

The method of registration adopted in respect of the non-synchronous 
areas svith a population of 734,410 was however, arbitrary. In these tracts it 
was assiuned that all indigenous tribesmen censused within the District or State of 
their irennanent residence were born in tliat District or State. All exceptions to 
this general rule, which are not inconsiderable, for instance birtb.s in the course of 
wanderings in adjoining Districts or States of Baluchistan or birth.s in India and 
adjoining countries or abr^d among tribe.smen of Baluchistan temporarily absent 
from the province, were ignored, in order, however, to ascertain the extent of 
grourth of the resident population of each administrative unit as well as the 
volume of inter-district migration w'ithin the province at the time of enumeration, 
an attempt vras made to record in the remarks column of the local st^hcdule the 
District or State of permanent residence of all ind^enous families censused 
within the province but outside the district of their permanent residence. 

The statistics of Baluchistan emigrants censused in India were supplied 
for purposes of this chapter by the Provincial and State Superintendents con* 
cerned. 


70. It must be confessed that the birthplace statistics thus r ollected 
fail to aeri^e the double purjxise for which they are intended, namelv, as a means 
of gauging the growth of population of different parts of the province and the 
extent to which the people move from one part of the country to another 
The reasons for this have been explained at great length in paiigraph 09 of 
the Census Report for 1911 and it is hardly necessary to recapitulate them here 
Taking the figures at their face value we find that against the actual population

margin. The question of acc^uracy of the latter figure has 
been discussed in Chapter I of this report.

Thus the gain per mille to the province by immigration was 100 while the loss 
by emigration amoimted to 49.

72. Five types of migration are generally recognised, namely :— Types of Migra- 

(o) Casttal, which comprises minor movements l>etween neighl>ouriiig 
villages, which may be of a permanent or temporaiy charac'ter and come into our 
records onlv when the persons cross the borders of two birthplace units; 

(5) Temporary^ due usually to the migration of coolies to meet the demand 
for labour on canals, raihvays and so forth and to journeys on business or in con¬ 
nection with pilgrimage, marriage ceremonies and the like; 

(c) Periodic, due to seasonal demands for labour, generally for the harvests; 

(d) Semi-pewutneuty w'here the inliabitants of one place earn their living in 
another but maintain connwtion with their owti homes and ultimately return 
there; 

(e) Permit neat y usually in the mitiire of colonisation. 

To this may be added :— 

(/) Daily Mitfration of recent birth, and 

{(j) Transit Migration which is a special feature of Baluchistan. It embers 
those nomads from Afghanistan (knowm as the Powindahs) and travellers from 
Persia who pass through Baluchistan in the winter on their way to India and 
back in the spring to escape the severity of winter and to earn a living in more 
congenial climes, or for purposes of trade. 

73. The casual form of migration is at present of no importance. The 
daily migration is growing rapidly. Large numbers of villagers visit the head¬ 
quarters stations every day for business, tolwork as coolies, to attend Courts of 
Law and various other purposes, and return to their homes in the evenings on 
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Immigralion. 


bicycles or by hired lorries of \vhi(?h latter regular services have l)een established 
betwtH‘n trade centres and outlying villages. The other types affect both immi¬ 
grants and emigrants and will be dealt with later. 

74. The total number of immigrants recorded at the Census of 1931 was 
90,053. Of these 60,542 (50,061 males and 16,481 females) were bom in Indian 
Provinces and States, 19,344 (12,959 males and 6.385 females) in other Asiatic 
countries; 4,082 (3,298 males and 784 fejiiales) in Europe ; 29 (18 males and 11 
females) in Africa ; 41 (26 males and 15 females) in .America ; and 15(12 males 
and 3 females) in Australasia. Details of immigrants from the principal Asiatic 
countrif'S and other continents are shown below: —

75. The niunlK*r of inunigrants has risen by 31,553 or 54 per cent, since 
1911 and by 11,666 or 15 per cent, since 1921. Between 1911 and 1931, Indian 
Provinces and States alone have contributed 41 per cent, of the total intTease. 
Since 1921, the nimibers of the Indian born have been practically stationary being 
66,166 in 1921 and 66.542 in 1931. The next chief contributor is Afghanistan which 
supplied 8ea.sonal nomads numbering 10,625 in 1911,5,285 in 1921 and 14,953 in 
1931. The immigrants from India comprise temporary immigrants, periodic immi¬ 
grants as well as semi-pennanent and permanent immigrants. Exact numlx^rs of 
each class are not available. Roughly, the temporary element represents about 40 
per cent, of the total consisting mainly of troops and their followers and families, 

civil Government employees and 
their families, and artisans and 
coolies. The 8emi-p<*rmanent class 
represents about 50 per cent, con- 
.sisting mainly of traders and arti- 
.sans. The remainder 10 per cent, 
are permanent inuiiigrants. consist¬ 
ing of traders, artisans and retired 
Govermnent seiA'ants who have 
]>ermanently settled down in the 
Province.

66 per cent, of the Afghans were seasonal nomads who pass the winter 
in Baluchistan. Their niunbers vary frojn year to year according to nature 
of the season and the time of year at which the Census is taken. The inmih 
grants from Persia are temporary migrants chiefly engaged in trade. Tlie rest, 

Nepalese and others, are ahnost wholly Alilitary employees with their families who 
come and go with the regiments to which they belong. The immigrants fToin 
Europe and other eoiitments are likewise practically wliolly Alilitary and Civil 
employees with a few members of the trading community. 

77. Internal migration from one District or State to another exists on anlni^tnal Migra- 
extensivc scale. Large nmnbera of indigenous inhabitants keep on ecntimially tioa. 
shiftmg from place to place in search of pasture for their flocks and for work at 

harvest times according to seasons and altitudes of the localities which provide 
grazing and field work. As actual birthplace was not recorded in the non- 
sxuicbmnous areas it is not possible to gauge the extent of this migration witii the 
help of numbers. Though the pcrmaiunt abode of all persons who were enume¬ 
rated outside tfieir own district was recorded (Subsidiary" Table 15) tlie re* 

-cord I am afraid is imt complete Inaamueh as the munbers are much below the 

niark in several tyises. But 
they serve to show that 
the population is of a very 
fluid nature. It will hovs"- 
ever be noticed from the 
niarginal figures that there 
are indicat ioua of a pro¬ 
gressive prefererwe for 
settled life. The mmiher 
of persons leading a pure¬ 
ly noniadic life has fallen 
since 1911 from 33 to 25.

Those who are leading a semi-nomadic life represented 12 in 1931 against 13 ijer 
cent, in 19hh On the other hand the percentage of settled inhabitants rose 
from 54 in 1911 to G3 in 1931. The change that has taken place between 1911 
and 1931 is graphically shown in Diagram No, 7. 

7S, Analysing these figures by races, we find that the Baloch race as a 
Tvhole shows a rfse of 3 per cent, in the number of iiomada during the past *20 
years. Le.* from 1911 to 1931, while the number of semi-nomad and settled 
mhabWnts has decreased by 2 and 1 per cent, respectively. This decrease is 
-entirely among the Eastern Baloch and is attributed to the return m 1931 of a 
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considerflbld nuinber of nomads who had temporarily migrated to Sind and the 
I’lmjah in oonsequenee of drought and famine. The nunrher of those who are 
gradually taking to settled life is steadily on the increase among the Western 
Baloch. Taking the Brahuis and Pathans as individual races^ the number of 
their settled inhabitants has risen by lH and 9 per cent, respectively. Per* 
centage variations for the three principal races and their main sub-divisiona 
between, If)II and )f)31 are sho^m in the following table and illustrated in 
Diagram No. 8.

Tlie number of Baloch tribesmen li%'in^ fn the urban areas and along the- 
Railway Hne was SSfl miiles and 2fl0 females in 1 ffl I. In 1 !13J the numbers rose 
to 2i7iH and I respectively. The Brahuis numbered only 4o8 males and 1 Ki 
females in llHi. In the niuubers rose to 3,784 males and 1,770 females. 
The Pathans show a similar increase, the numbers having risen from 2,9i8 males 
and oGi females in IDII tn 5,274 and 2,0GS respectively in 1031. The causes 
for this migration, which is graduallyhocoraing permanent, as is apparent from the 
munbers of females at each of the two periods, are more lucrative and continuous 
employment and better amenities of life* 

79, Sta,tistics of periodic immigration are not included in the Census of 1931 
as the movement of this form of migration did not coincide with the Census date. 
Thousands of residents of Sind and fairly larg<‘ numbers from the Punjab and 
elsewhere visit tfie capital of the province during the summer to escape the oppres- 
aive heat of the plains, Quetta in particular haa become a summer health resort 
for^ people from Sind and elscTyhcre who cause considerable congestion owing to 
deficient accommodation and drinking water supply* In spite of these obstacles 
and the set hack broujght about by the severe earthquakes of J S)31 w hen the 
viMtora fled in a panic, the summer iufliLv is likely to continue in inci-easimt 
numbers. 
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80, The totAl number of Euluchisttiii emigrauts in IflSl was 42,594 against Emigratiun, 
G0,415 in 1921 and 7b,b:ii in JOll. These figures iiuluded not only permanent 
residents of Baluchistaii born in Baluehistan but enumerated in India on the 
Census night, but also those censust?d in India who happened to be born in BaVu- 
chistan of alien parents but have been classed as Baluchistan emigrants owing to 
birth in that province. These numbers, however, exclude emigrants to the adjoin¬ 
ing countries—Afghanistan and Bersia—and emigrants on the high seas or other 
A^atic and foreign countries for whom statistics are not avaihibie. Estimated 
verv roughly, the number of those who emigrate into Afghanistan and iA-iSia m 
the course of their seusoiiHl winter migration do not exceed a few thousands^ But 
the numbers of those who emigiate into India are com para tivel}- speaking vcp* 
large indeed although the statistics of birthplace supplied by Sind fail to prove this, 

31, In the marginal table are given available statistics for four censuses, for 
^ the principal Indian Provinces and States 

which give shelter to Baluehistan end- 
graiits. Bombay (Sind) absorbs by far the 
largest nniiiber of our emigrants: the num¬ 
ber of such emigrants in 1931 according 
to the figures supplied by the Census Sui>er- 
iiitendcnt for Bombay and Sind being 
33 , 44 P out of a total of 42,594. Nest 
comes the Punjab with 4,065. Tlie rest 
(3,080) are scattered all over India. These

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may be found in the Bengal mines and in Assam and Baro<la, a few Pathan traders 
in Bengal, Hyderabad, Bombay and a few other localities, the large majority of 
these 8,030 are classed as emigrants only on the strength of birthplace which is a 
mere matter of accidental birth in the course of tejnporary sojourn in Bakiehistan 
of Indian parents engaged in trode or in Military or Civil employ. True migra¬ 
tion is confined to Sind and it was in respect of this exodus that Baluchistan 
received its first warning note in 1911 from Sir Denys Bray who said Conscious 
though 1 was that Sind was hiring Bralmis away from their own countiy, 1 little 
tlioiigbt that Jlialawan was veritably draining into Sind.’" Yet tiie munbeis of 
Balnohistan emigrants into Sind a.s disclosed by the Bombay Census of 1931 only 
t-end to disprove this apparently alarming statement, for. the number of such emi¬ 
grant a ill 1931 as supplied by Bombay ivas only 35,449, The eorresponding 

figures for the i>ast three cimsusea show* 
that between 1901 and I9| I the emigrants 
increased by 3,704. Between 1911 and 
19’2I they fell by 15,021 and ln-tiveen 
1921 and 1931 there was a further decline 
of 18,203 pt:'rson3. These figures appear 
to indicate that Baluchisf an has no cause 
to apprehend that Sind has been lu ng away its population. This is decidedly 
not the case. The Sind figures are manifestly far Yjelow the mark for they 
oaimot stand the tests that lie in our power to apply. Take for instance, the 
Bombay Birth place table. The Baluchistan eiidgrants censused in Sind in 
1931 numbered 35,449 all told. The Bombay ‘"Caste” Table for 1931 
however sliows that the Brahuis censused in Sind in that year numbered 
71,827, while there were according to the 1931 Bombay Language table 
79,501 speakers of Bralnii — a language which admittedly is not enlisting 
new recruits but is losing ground even at home in Kalat. Add to these 
latter 16i90G MakTHiiis eensused in Sind, This brings the total to 96,467. 
To this must bo added the thousands of Balooh and Jutt from Kachin, 
from the ^fari and Bugti countries, and from the Dombki-Kaheri coimtry 
Avhich are all situated on the liorders of Sind; some thousands of lYakh- 
shanU and Mengals and other miscellaneous tribcsineii from Kharan and Chagai, 
and the crowd of freed slaves u-ho have beensent adrift to find new homes in SiiitL 
Attain let ms take into account the fairly large numbers of basis from l*as Bela 
who have most probably been hmiped ivitli the Soma, Sumra and other Sind caates. 
Takinff all these figures into consideration the number of Halnchistan emigrants 
who have found tlieir way into Sind must be very considerahly larger than the 
paltry figure of 35,449 and i am constrained to repeat the warning that 
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Rriluc^hist^i] paTticularly the Jb ala wan, Makran and. Kachhi divisions of the Kulat 
State as well aa Kharan and Chagai are being continually drained off by Sind. 
The influences at work have been so completely analysed in paragraph TP of the 
report for HJll that it hardly leaves room for further enlightenment. Land and 
irrigation water exist in plenty judging by the standards of a country which has 
been described by Sir Charles Napier as the place where, after the creation of 
the Worlds the spare rubbish Tvas shot down. It is the means—'the capital and 
organisation to utilise them—that are lacking and* as pointed out in lUHs the 
only thing that is likely to bring about a w holesale change in the mode of life of 
the tribesnien is government irrigation on a large scale. In the districts areas, 
large sunis of money have been laid out and earmarked for several expensive and 
useful schemes sanctioned and <;nrricd out or in hand or under consideration since 
the remedy w'as au^ested in 1911. The parts of Kalat hovve\'er which are 
mainly affected by this extensi’s-e emigration stand where they were twenty years 
ago. Of the causes enumerated in the UH 1 report, I quote one which appears to 
be the most important in respect of tlie Kalat t ribesman. It is/* says Sir Deiiya 
Bray, not only the slothful ease and the fine food and fair clotliea that he 
misses; crnshcd by the demands of his tribal chief (for unlike his brother of 
Sara wan he usually has to pay revenue to his Chief-—no one seems to know why) he 
yearns for bis untroubled life in Sind where he was free to go his own way so long 
as he kept on the windy side of the law\'* The tribesman^s telnctancc to return 
home is further acc^entuated by the inability of the Satdar to afford any financial 
help for hia agricultural needs. The hope lies in the new regime in Kalat, It is 
als<j not unlikely that the tide may turn w-ith the opening of the Sukkiir 15anags 
w^hicU has given to this Province an additional irrigation canal—theXhirtar—and 
Baluchistan may be able to liring back into its fold a i>art of its lost inhabitants. 
One thing appears to be certain. Although the present w-bter e^todus from the 
highlands to Sind and the plains is never liiely to cease, for it takes place Ijoth as 
a winter holiday as well as a matter of necessity, it is most likely to cease in the 
course of time as emigration of a jiermanent nature*

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It w'ill be seen that 8,713 Pow'indalis (8,097 niales and Old females) passed 
through the Province in addition to the 10,000 who spent the winter within 
Baluchistan. The numbers I am afraid are not quite correct, for, Zhob does not 
appear ut all in tlie above statement. There is no doubt that a considerable num¬ 
ber of these i^ow'indahs cross into Dera Isjnail Khan through ZJiob. Unfortun¬ 
ately the instructions w-ere misunderstocKl by the enunierators and no record was 
kept of these nomads on their way down to India and back. 
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About half of these nomads bail from 
Ghazni and Kandahar while the rest 
come from other parts of Afghanistan 
especially from the tract known aa 
Khurasan.

These instruct iona were different from those 
issued at previous censuses in so far as the enumerator was instructed at past 
censuses to record the number of completed years, ignoring fractions of a year,

A detailed examination of the age returns thus obtained is manifeatly 

not likely to yield any useful results 
for scientific purposes. The only point 
of interest that is revealed by the 
Census of J 931 in respect of these statis¬ 
tics, is that the abnormalities to which 
reference was made in the 1911 report 
regarding the low proportion of the 
very young and the very old as well as 
an abnormal deficiency of females 
amongst the immigrants are, as will be 
Seen from the marginal taole, gradually difiappeariiig, a clear indication that the 
immigration is assuming a aerai-pennanent and family character* Beyond this 
no illmuinating’ conclusions are poa'iible and 1 consider the collection and 
printing of this mass of information to be of doubtful utility, for, age statistics 
for Baluchistan in their present form will continue to be uselesa for anv 
actuarial purposes so long as apeeifio individual age is not recorded for 
the ivhole or a large majority of the indigenous population, 

86* The record of specific age in these areas would have presented interest¬ 
ing and valuable results. Unfortunately it was not found expedient for reasons 
already discussed at great length in the 1911 report to record specific age for the 
indigenous tribesmen representing 85 per cent* of the total population* All that 
was considered possible was to divide up the population into non-adults and adults 
for each of the two sexes as at previous fienauses. An attempt was, however, 
made to record speoific age for each individual in Kharan where its enlightened 
Chief realising the objeot of the enquiry willingly volunteered to furnish a ciompleto 
record on the standard schedule for the w*bole of its population nimibering 
23,358 persons. Before referring to these figures let iia acc what the figures 
for non-adults and adults for the rest of the tribal area stand for* 
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Crude figures are contained in Subsidiarj- table 20 at the end of this 

chapter* In the marginal table,the results 
obtained at the Census of 1931 are com¬ 
pared with those of 1911 and 1921. 

It will be seen that the niirnWr of 
adults of both sexea fell during the decade 
ending vvith 1921 and rose again in 1931* 
This variatbn is due to the hea\-y toll that 

-—--— ; - tke gr^at influenza epidemic took among 

the adult population of both ,sexes during the intereensal period J 911-1021* 
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88, On the whole, the surplus shown at previous ociisiisea in the non-P*®*^*^****!*)^ 
adult male population has been maintained exoept amongst the Hindus. The 
marginal table shows for each race the excess of male non-adults over female 
non-adults in 1,000 of each sex iu 1911,1921 and I93i, The largest increase, 72 
per 1,000, occurs amongst SaTjids followed by Jatta (36). Both races take 

wives from alien tribes which, 
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added to the natural precocity 
of Sayyid and Jatt females, 
accounts for the comparatively 
large inorease. The Hindus 
alone are an exception. In 
their case the male adults 
exceed the females. The 
excess is the more remark¬ 
able because it has risen from 
I to 32 per l,CtC0 during the 
dccenmum under review. 
Thia is mainly due to the 
migration of the indigenous 
male element to the url>an 
areas to which they have 
been driven by economic 
preasurc. 


89. The proportional figures for each adnnnistrativc unit for 1931 and for 
each race for the three censuses 1911, 1921 and 10,31 are given in Subsidiary 
tables 20 and 21. Comparison with other proWncea and coimtries is not possible 
ow’ing to the difficult^'' of asaiguing the exact age at which adolescence begins. 
In the metructions issued to the enuinerutors no definite age was fixetl for the 
non-adult. The head of the faniily w'as simply asked to give the number of male 
and female members of his family w ho had attained the age of maturity und fhoftt* 
who had not. In his report for IDbl Mr. Hughes-BuiJer remarked :— 

“Several reasons appear to have influenced tlio conuuittiic of officers who devised the 
local forms m choosing these age limits. Boys were held to put away their childish things 
about their twelfth year. Twelve was also considered to bo the age at which they don the 
Toga Tirilw, in the shape of a pair of trousers, after which they are fit to carry arms njid 
become a fair prey in tribal feuds. It was thought too, that girls became marriageable at the age 
of twelve. At the same time it is least arguable that the age-periods ‘ fifteen and under ' and 
* over fifteen ^ have been more appropriate for record. So far as my observation goes, matu¬ 
rity in Baluchistan is reached at a later age than in India. It is almost certain that boys have 
not reached the age of puberty at twelve years of age, and though they may have taken to 
trousers, 1 am doubtful if they would be counted by experts among the *fightmg men ’of the 
tribe until two or three years Inter. SimilnTly iilthongh the Imliau Legislature has adopted 
twelve, for the purpoaes of tire Criniioal Law aa the age of cousent, such enquiries as I have 
had an opportunity of making lead me to the belief that among the tribes living in the colder 
climate of the hills puberty is not generally reached by girls till fourteen or fifteen.” 


90. The same difficulty was experienced in IQU in fixing upon the puberal 
age. After examining the subject in all its aspects, the age of fifteen was fixed 
upon as the most appropriate year at w'hieb to draw the line between the adults 
and the non-aduits. 

** Fifteen,” says the 1911 report, may err on the safe side, yet the margin is not so 
great as thofiC accustoiued to life in the warmth pf India imagine. It fleema to fit the males 
fairly well when we take them in the mass, though it probably over-steps the mark among 
the Jatt and other dwellers of the plains, w'here development seems to set in much more 
rapidly than in the uplands. But if it fits the males, it most necessarily fail to do justice 
to the superior precocity of the other eex; for a lass, as the J rahuia aay, is like barley that 
shoots up apacCj whereaa a lad U bke the more precious wheat tlmt ia alow of growth.” 

91. No solution of this difficult question could be found in the snocoed- 
ing decennium when the joint investigatiozis of the two able authors of the 1921 
report had to he content with the following remarks 

“ At what age are wc to put puberty ? Even in & aingle province like Baiuchistnn thia 
varies with race, sex, environment and climate.” 
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CHAPTER IV.^AOK 


It tQUSt be Hc3iiiitt(?d that it ib not an easy matter tohx the right age for 

pubert}’. This la clearly brought out 
by the marginal statement in which 
the proportional statiBties of non- 
adulta in the tribal areas of Baluchis- 
tan ate compared with those of persons 
of 0—1 i> years of age for certain Indian 
I Provinces and States. 
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The comparison 1 atn afraid is not 
in favour of taking the puberal age for 
iialuchistan at 15. It is an admitted 
fact that male as well aa female pre¬ 
cocity in this frontier province of 
sturdy highlanderR and robust cultiva¬ 
tors "ol the plains used to a liard life 
is comparatively lowt^r than in most 
nf tJie Indian Provinces and States* 
'I’llis fact is not proved by the iiiargi- 
jial figures. The number of aduJts 
jicf LtUK> was how in lh21 and hU6 
in iwriJ ill Baluchi stun whereae in 
the Jiomha}' Presidenciy it was res- 
]n?Ktive1y ftOli and iJOS ; in the Central 
Provinces and Bi'^rar 59<l and oWW; 
and in Gwalior fil l and fiOG for each of these two years. Prccooity being 
comparatively lower in Baluchistan, the numbers of its adult population should 
be lower than in the provincea and states just named where owing to climatic 
and other reasona the young admittedly arrive at years of discretion at an 
earlier age* And considering the fact that the age periwl 15 oversteps the age 
of puberty in the provinces named above, the numbets of non-adults in Baluchistan 
.should be much higlier than those disclosed by these comparative ligureB. Tliia 
Is evidenced by the figures for Kharan svhere the number of males per 1 /JOO 
of the total population in the age-group 0—15 is 400 or 12 per cent* higher than 
the Corresponding proportion for the Korth-Weat EVontier Province, That the 
puberal age 15 for Baluchifitan Isa bit too high Is quite clear. The right age 
\s*ould appear to be a little over 13 for females and slightly over 14 for males* 
But 1 must confess that 1 feel hardly less embarassed than my predecessor 
of 1011 who, while struggling to make use of these statistics expressed bis 
emVjaiTasiiment in the followmg terms 


" Bu t Vi,'I setter or no there has bocu jmy speechng-up of the age of puburty, the fact 
uiilortiimtelv atama v& in the face that w-c are tiiwble to assign any |i«rticular age to pab* 
erty, varying ns it does with the individual, with the race, w ith sex and with euvironnifint* 
Hence, mueb as I appreciate the accuracy of our st^atistica, it is a trifle embarmsaing to 
know- what to do with them now that I liave got them. Comparison with other statistics 
seems scarcely feiBihlr, for it would be hard to by one's hands on any atatifitite that are 
really comparable.” 

93. The exact puberal age varies with race and iocality* Even if w'e take 
] 3 as the puberal age for femalcfi and 14 for males regardless of race and locality 
it is not possible to find corresponding data for any of the other Indian Pro¬ 
vinces and States for purposes of comparison. The only use, in the circum'- 
stances, that I can possibly make of these figures ia to use them in 'working out 
a rough estimate of the fighting strength of the local tribes. This has been done 
in JSubsidiary Table 4H printed at the end of Chapter XTl of this Report * 

94. The statistics of adults and non-adults appear to me to be of doubtful 
utility and it is a matter for consideration by my successor whether they should 
be collected at future censuses in the form in which they have so far been col¬ 
lected and compiled. A great change is coming over the social life of the indi¬ 
genous jwpulation under the impact of Western civilization and it should not 
be difficult to extend the standard schedule at future censuses to a much wider 
ftrea in tribal territory*

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95, In spite of the difficulties whioh beset the record of Ui^ tribal AgtSuiuiic* Im 
territory it was ^und i>ossible to extend the standard schedule to Kharanj 
detailed crude statistics for which are given in Imperial Table VTI part B* 

9(i, The instnictions for recording age were the same as those issued for ABfl DiilritgiiM 
the synchroiio\i8 areas. The crude ages recorded in the schedules were subjected 
in the Tabulation office to a procsess of smoothing which was briedy as follows. 

The ages actually returned were first grouped in alternate groups of :i and 7 . Le.t 
4— fi (which is a“ group of three), 7—13 (which m a group of seven), 1 1— IG 
(which is a group of three again), 17—23 (which again is a group of seven) 
and so on, and then redistributed into the quinary groups, namely, oyer 3 and 
under 10, over 10 and under lu and so on, hy halving the munbers in each iif 
the adjoining alternate 3 and 7 years crude groups and then combining them 
into a quinary group by adding the halves. Thus, in order to hud the t^opulatum 
in the 5—10 group, the crude 4 — G and 7—13 groups were halveil and addeil 
together* For the annual age periods up to 5 special adjustments, which I need 
not give in detail, were made. 


97* The figures presented in Imperial Table VTT, Part B, have been arrived 
at by this process. In the statement l>elow, the age disteibution of 1 each 

sex in Kharan is compared with similar figures for certain other Indian Provinces* 
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9S. The variations in the earlier years are most remarkable. I hesitate 
to offer any explanation for varioms reasons hcyoiuhexplaining the defect among 
males in the age periods 15—40 which is decidedly due to emigration. In 
spite of aU the care that may be taken to procure accurate census returns, 
the record of age presents peculiar difficulfcks in a territory which la extremely 
primitive in its mode of life* In a large majority of c^sfiS, the age of persoi^ 
well advanced in yeans had to be calculated from certain notable events which 
took place in their lifetime. The record is necessarily only an approximate one 
and is intended to serve as a ba.gls for further expansion of the inquiry in respect 
of the record of a>»e at future censuses* One fact, however, so far a.s my 
enquiries go appears^to be established and that is that the rate of femak births 
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is undoubtedly higher in Kharan and that mortality among females between the 
ages of 3 and 10 is more appalling than among males. Poverty, ignorance, 
neglect, and, above all, the primitive mode of life which always beeps an 
abundant stock of victims ready to sacrifice to every visitation of small-posc, 
ineaslesj whooping cough and all sorts of preventable diseases are among the 
principal causes of the high rate of mortality. 

00. The graph on the opposite page illustrates the proportion of males and 
females in each age group. It will be seen that the number of cliildren of both 
sexes increasens atcatlily upto the third year after which the girls begin to decrease^ 
The boys keep increasing but only for one year and after remaimng 
stationary for another join the gnls in their downward course. Taking the age 
group 0--5 as a unit, the number of girls exceeds that of the boys. After the 
age of 5, they lose their superiority of numb era, the boys maintaining their lead 
till the age group 15—20 is reached. Here cmigiatiou thins their ranks and the 
females once again recover their superiority which they maintain until they 
pass the age of 37 when, owing to mortality from natural causes, they fall behind 
never to ri^e again^ The line of stabdity for males extends from the ages of 
about 25 to 45 and that of females from about 20 to 35, After 45, both lines 
run practically parallel* 

100. The conclusion that has been drawn &om the ever incrcaaing popula¬ 
tion l^rring abnormal years in which famine and disease have played an 
important part, is that the population of this Province is essentially progressive. 
Let us see whether this view is supported by the statistics for Kliaran on the 
basis of the Sundberg theory* Sundburg divides the population into three age 
categories, 0—15, 15-^0 and 50 and over, and three fypea namely progressive. 
Stationary and Ketrogressive. HLs formula is that the middle category, i.e., 
15^—50 always contains half the population of a country provided that it is not 
disturbed by migration or other abnormal causes* The type of population is 
determinwl by fluctuations in the other two age groups namely ="0—15’^ and 
50 and over.’" Wlien the proportion in the 0—-15 age group is more 
than twice that in group “ 50 and over"’, the population is called Progressive, 
when it is only twice as much it is Stationary, and when it is less than tiviee it 
is Retrogressive. 

The figures for Kharan for each of 
the three age categories 0—J5, 
15—50, ” and “ 50 and over ” are 
compared in the marginal table with 
certain Indian Pro’l lnces and States* 

Tlie proportion in the youngest of 
the three categories is abnormally 
high* Tliis is due possibly partially 
to defective age returns but largely to 
emigration. On the whole the figures 
indicate that the population k distinctly 
progressive.

synchronoufl areas mcluding Kharjiu, the ennmeratox was asked to record the 
word male or female in coin nut 5 of the schedule opposite the name of every 
individual, *4, few eases were discovered in the course of examination of 
enumeration Imoks ip which males had been shown erroneously ua ienmlea and 
vice All such entries were corrected by reference to names in column % 

of the schedule before slipcopyiug was begun. 


In the '^‘ibal iU'oas which covered Si per cent, of the population there 
WiVS no possibility of error from this source as the entries in this case Were made 
not by individuals but by families. On the whole the rocoid both in synchronous 
and non-synclu-onoiis areas is as complete as can possibly be expected* 

103, At the Census of 3031 there were 488,414 males and 380,203 fern ales Pr^poriioa af 
in the whole Province which give a ratio of 778 females to 1,000 males. Taking Sejies. 
the immigrants and the natural or indigenous population sejjarately, the 
proportion of females to 1,000 males was 357 and 832 respectively. 

Ill analysing the sex figures it is necessaiy to exclude the population 
of syuohronous areas which is almost entirely composed of immigrants who 
generally leave their families behind at home or send them down to the 
plains to escape the winter. The statisticsa from ivjiich any aatisfiictory 
inferences can be drawn are those relating to the Tribal Areas inhabited 
by indigenous tribesmen and in order to present as complete a picture as 
possible, I have included in these figures the numbers of indigenous tribesmen 
who have taken their abode temporarily or permanently in the synchronous areas 
where they were enumerated. But in deabngwith these sex statistics I hav'e left 
out of accoinit our tribal emigrants for the reasons explained in paragraph 138 of 
the report for Ifil 1, The population which Avill thus be dealt ^vith in this Chapter 
numbers only 7(30,125 out of a total of 868,617 persons. 


104. The sex ratio in the indigenous population of Baluchistiin and Sm by

The Brahui 
women gained ttee* the basis and 
Saj^dds each four per cent* The pro¬ 
portion in 1931 would have been ap^ 
preciably higher than in 1911 but for 
the fact that the infiuenza epidemic of 1918 took a heavier toll among females* 
The Jatt and the indigenous Hindus alone <io not appear to have completely 
recovered from the effects of the epidemic* 
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The sex proportions shown below for the princi|;al tribes of Baluchistan 
speak for themselves :—

in the margin Ladioate that the per¬ 
centage of females is higher among the 
settled inhabitants than among the 
nomad or the semi-nomad, The statis¬ 
tics relating to Fathaii and Baloch 
certainly support the \ievv expressed 
in Iflll and endorsed in 1921 tLit one 
of the causes of paucity of fenmles 
is nomadism which plays an impor¬ 
tant jjiirt in tlie life of the indigenous 
tribesmen. In the case of tbe 
Brahuis, however, the position is re¬ 
versed for the ratio of females among the nomads is S5S against S32 and 831 for 
semi-noinad and settled inhabitants respectively. It is an admitted fact that the 
Brahais, specially the Jbslawans, lead a nomadic life on a oomparatively much 
larger scale and I must admit that I find it difficult ki account for this pheno¬ 
menon, All I can say is tLuit to the Braliui, nomadism is a normal routine of 
life which tells less hardly on him than on the other two principiit races. 

107. The only age groups which it was found possible to record for the Ddirlbalion by 

indigenous inhabitants, excepting Kbaran 
where speoihe age was recorded for each indi- 
\dduah were adult and non-adult, Tbe table 
in the margin shows the pre^eas of female 
ratio to IfKi malcnS since 1911. 

Between 19] i and J!J 2 l 3 the proportion 
discloses a decrease among adult females 
c-ausetl by the influenza epidemic which claim¬ 
ed more victims among adults than among non-adults. Between 1H21 and 
1931, the ratio rose again in both age grouiis. 

108, The subject of the causes of higher male births has been discussed 
at great length in previous reports. In 1911 iSir Denys Bray concluded his 

discussion with the iollo\sing observation t — » 

.people themaelvea eoiuplMfeiitly attrihiitfl it in no suihU measgre to 

their overwhelming deaiie for miile issue, a desire which is as mtejise atnon^ the mothera 
of Baluchistan as it was among the mothers ol the Jewish world, where, by the bye. It 
had roota much more ancient and much more tleep down in human nature than that 
divine hope of bearing the pcomisetl Messiah in which we were taught to believe. And 
without in any way posing as being of the t'ril>csinen'& artless faith in the direct power of 
the wiah to become father to the taot in this simple manner* J cannot but feel that the 
intensity of the desire for male issue and the universality of the belief in the inherent 
inferiority of the female ses are factors not to bo overlooked m any dbogssion of a*x- 
pnoportion in Baluchistan.," 

Although a Census Sui>orinteiident may he treading on dangerous ground 
when, leaving aside generally accepted theories* he expresses a petaonal opinion 
to soive one of nature's baling puzzles* I cannot help endorsing the theory of 
intense desire which is so atron^y' backed liy local public opinion. It is probably 
the stronger will-pow er that influences the sex. Unlike other seeds* they say, the 
human seed lies m the blood of the parents and it is the stronger wilUj>ower 
that has a direct influence on the sex of the seed every particle of which m the 
process of manufacture is under the command of the will-power of man. It is 
onlv when the father is iudlfierent to the sex of the issue that the desire or wiU- 
power of the mother prev ails. The secrcks of nature in this direction, how¬ 
ever. still remain undiscovered. It will take man} a long day before the scientist 
can dream of unraveiling the mysteries of the process of manufacture of man sikI 
woman which lies hidden in the womb of darkness. All a Uensus Superintendent 
can jierhaps safely suggest for the benefit of scientists, anti countries anxious to 
effect a change iii the ratio of sexes, is to invite them to siutiy the voluminous 
Oriental metucal literature and Oriental traditions which give information on 
artificial methods employixl in the East to influence the sex of chikb-en. It wilt 
not perhaps bo without mtcrest to give here by way of illustratiou a couple of tht- 
more popuiU * prescriptions for sex and birth control. __

this information. The enquiry extended 
to S,oS2 families. In 1931, a much 
more detailed form adapted from a 
model prescribed hy the Census Com¬ 
missioner for India was used for this 
purpose. Particulars were asked for on 
the points noted in the margin in respect 
of each father instead of each mother as 
elsewhere in India. This change was 
considered advisable chiefly for political 
reasons. The following instructiions 
fill up the form — 


1. State the requisite i>aiticiilars for sclwted married persons alive. 

2. In case of more than one vs'jfo* the above particulars should be given 
only for the wife who has been blessed with more children.

year. This rernwhable disparity is decidedlv not due to appalling mortalitj' amont 
male mfants.

CIVIL COKDITION. 


111. This chapter ia intended to deal with statistics relatitig to the civil 
canditiou of the people which are contained in Imperial Tables \ II and VIIT. 

The instructions to enumerators were to record for each individual whether 
he or she was nmnartied, married or w'klowed. A woman w lio had never married 
even though she were a prostitute or concubine was to be recorded as un¬ 
married. Persons recognised by custom as married were to be entered as such 
even though they bad not gone through the cerenioji\% and divorced persons 
w'ero to be entered as widowed. 


112, The inquiry embraced only the Hegular Areas, andj in the Tribal 
Areus^ only Kharan. In the rest of the Tribal Areas containing a population of 
7l4,(t03 indigenous inhabitants, civil condition was not recorded. The total 
population thua dealt with numbers only 110^849 in the Regu lar Areas and 23,358 
111 Kharan. 

The Regular Areas are mostly inhabited by immigrants consisting of 
troops, traders, urtisane and others w'ho&e numbers are subject to fluctuations. 

The absolute figures by civil condition for this 
part of the population arc exhibited in the 
margin. The disparity betw een the numbers 
of males and females Ls very striking. The 
fact is that society here is living under condi¬ 
tions so artificial and abnormal that any 
detailed examination of figures for the Regular 
Areas ivould appear to be outside the scope of 
this chapter. We are thus left high and dry with only 23,358 residents of 
Kharan through whom we shall endeavour to have a peep at the matrimonial 
life prevailing in the greater part of the Province.

113. The returns for Kharan were subjected to strict scrutiny person* 
ally by the Chief and maybe taken to be fairly accurate. In every 1,000 of the 

total population there were 497 unmarried, 
453 married and 50 widowed of both sexes. 
These consisted of 200 unmarried males, 201 
unmarried females ; 225 married males, 223 
married females, 15 w-idowers and 35 
widows. The marginal figures show how' 
these proportional figures compare with 
t hose for AJmcre-il e rwara. Ca Icul ated on 
the numerical strength of each sex, there 
were in every 1,000 males and 1,000 females, 
653 unmarried males, 433 females; 419 married males, 49 L married females ; 

and 23 widow^era and 70 
w'idows. In the marginal 
table these ratios are 
compared with the figures 
for India, Eunna, and 
Assam, Compared to 
India as a whole and 
As^ani, the proportion of 
the unmarried is fairly 
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high while the proportion for widowers and widows is remarkably low.

remain over till the end. These are obviously those who are unable to marry 
owirig to lack of means or are unfit for married lifeowin^to physical deformity, 
etc. The number of such persons of the ages of 15 and over was only 1,283 in 
1931 in a population of 12,GI 3 of those ages, or only 10 per cent. 

115. ' The age at which marriage generally takes place was assumed at the Thu age oE 
Census of 1921 to be IG for females aud 22 for males. This was not based on 
statistical data which were not available. The statistics for Kharan indicate 
that there were one married male and one female per 1,000 of each sex in theage^ 
group 0—5, 12 males and 45 females in the age-period 5—10 and 40 males and 229 
females in the age-group 10 —15. That is to say in a population of 10,7-15 
persons of the ages of 0 — ISyears, only 4 percent, were married,! male and 3 

females. Aud if vs'e calculate the 
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ratios on the total population we 
find that in Kharan there wore 
only 17 persons of both sexes 
per 1,000 of total population 
’who bad joined in wedlock below

116. “ Woe betide the man vrho marries more wives than one ” is a Polygyny 

standing joke I I have known many a case of plurality of wives but I have not 
seen one husband with more wives than one without an ironical smile on his 
face when you eome to speak of plurality of wives in hi.'i presence. The lure 
to possess wives to the Islamic limit of four may be great but the condition 
of ecinal t reatment to ail imposed by Islam is almost impossible to fulfil, for rich 
and poor alike and the complacent optimist who imagines a bed of roses and 
oversteps the limit seldom fails to find himself trapped in a bed of thorns. 

Those ill high families resort to Polygyny chieliy for political reasons and 
the rich as a Ivixury, while the poor as a rule cannot afford it except when one by 
custom inherits a brothcr^s widow and marries her by her consent. J quote below 
an extract on this subject from Sir Denys Bray^a Census Report for 1911. 

The views expre-ssed in it are as true to-day ns they were 20 years ago. 

" Widow re-itiarriage (except may be in the proadcst familica) is tho ven' general mb, 
continued widowhood the very rare exception.

Buffer such easily convcrtihlo capital to lie idle* Nevcrthcleas it is mtich more correct lo 
keep a widow in tie lamily tlian to dispose of her elsewhere* In most tribes she is the recog¬ 
nised perquisite of her deceased busband’s brother ■ if he is tuimaiTjed or cliiidleaa, the 
chances are that hell avail hliDself of it briskly ^ough, especially as he usually gets her 
without piiying a penny even though there are sons who inherit their father’s eatato* The 
frecdoTO of choice that British rule has granted to widows has done little to shake his rights ■ 
indeed tribal opinion on the propriety of the match is somotimes so strong as to convert an 
apparent privilege into an irksome duty. And though no one has a prior claim to her hand, 
in tribes (chiefly Baloch) where it is customary for a widow to revert to her parents’ dominion, 
it is hardly too much to aay that second marriage with the brother’^8 widow ia at the bottom 
of most of the polygamy from one end of the country to the other*” 

Oil the whole, the practice is not very popular, for, the liusbaud of more 
wives than one seldom bus peace at home. Moth the favourite wife and the rest— 
one or more—make him thoroughly sick of life to rue the day on which by marry¬ 
ing a second wifeheaow'cd the seed of dissension for his offspring and intermix 
liable worry for himself. With such secret under-current a in social life the 
numbers involved cannot be but insignificant so much so that the excess among 
married females for whleh polygamous marriages may be responsible ia more 
than CO nuter-balanced by the forced bachelorhood caused by the high rates of 
bride-price. This Anew is supported by the statistics for Kharan which show 
that while there are 517 men and 4S3 women among every 1,000 men and 
women of marriageable ages of 15 years and over, there are only 40S married 
men and 398 married w^ometi. There are thus J09 unmarried men and 85 
unmarried women of marriageable age. Allowing only one w ife to one man, 
we have a surplus of 24 men per 1,000 who liavc perforce to enjoy the mixed 
blessings of forced bachelorhood all through life*

117* The numbers of widowers and widows in Kharan as disclosed by 

the Census of 1931 are exhibited 
in the marginal statement for 
India and certajn selected Pro¬ 
vinces. The nunvber of both 
widowers and widows for Kharan 
is tlie lowest in India as a whole 
except that Muslim widowers in 
xlssam and Bengal only have a 
slightly lower proportion* As 
regards the widow's, Kharan goes 
at the bottom of the list with a

The statistics relating to infirmities are nontaiued in Imperial 
Table IX printed at page 25 of part II of this volume and in the two Subsidiary 
Tables at tlie end of this chapter* 

120k The infirmities for wliich statistics were collected tl^rough the 
machinery of the Census were : — 

1. Insanity. 2* Deaf-mute ness. 

3. HHndness* 4. Leprosy* 

Two different nietkods were employed for collecting the data. In the 
Regular Areas inhabited chiefly by the immigrant population which was sub¬ 
jected to a synchronous census, a separate column was provided in the schedule 
as elsewhere in India and the entry was made in tliis col urnn against every indivi¬ 
dual suffering from any of these four physical disaUilitiES. In the rest of the 
province classed as Tribal Areas inhabited by the indigenous tribesmen, the 
information was collected, as at the past two eensuses, on a separate form in 
which the total number of males and females afflicted with each infintiity vras 
recorded for each tribal section living in each hamlet. Other details as to 
civil condition* age and occupation recorded in the Regular .^reas were omitted 
in the schedule for Tribal Areas* 

121. The instructions to enumerators ran as follows : — 

.Irm* (ColamN IS nj the Schedule ). — Care is needed to pro vent the entry of 
persons suffering from leqcoderma, or white leprosy and other infimiitics not falling within 
the Bcopo of column 1ft. Persons blind of one eyo should not be entered. Only those 
blind of both eyes should be included* A man nrnct be both deaf and mute in order to be in¬ 
cluded In thU column. 

Tribal A r€it 9 .— \Mien you have fimaJied the enumeration of a Mau^a put the foDow* 
big supplementary questions to the assembled headmen, and record the answers in the supple¬ 
mentary scheduler in the manner indieated below:— 

(Each family should be taken in the order in which it ia entered in the House List). 

(1) Am there in the famlEy any persona who are— 

(a) iiUiano, 

(/j) totally blind of both eyea, 

(c) deaf-mute from birth, 

(d) leper'? 

(2) E)'o diseases in BaJuthlatan are common and often result in blindness* It will bs 
interesting to ascertain the extent of blindness in tha province and the ago at which it generally 
Qccuia as well os its causes. In tha cose of the blind (blind of both eyes) ^ve tha present age 
of tha person and also state the ago at which he or she became blind. Causes of blmdnass, 
if known, shoukl also be stated. 

(3) If a person is simply weak-raindod or weak-sighted, or hard of hearing or suffering 
from Icucotlemia (FUshto —Praksho ; Baluchi and Brahni— Phi: \ Jattki—Ph^eri; Persian 

—Bars) you should aot enter him or her in the fist. Persons suffering from leprosy (Brahui _ 

jVosAodri; Porsiso—Jordm ; Punjabi—AoAr) should be entered in the fist, 

.\s the numbers of the infitm were very small, the figures were not 
tabulated by the slip system but were compiled direct from the schedules. 

122. The difficulty of diagnosis, sentimental objections on the part of 
parents to disclose facta particularly in respect of females and the idioRyncrasiea 
of the enumerator are well-known pitfalls in the patli of accurate enumeTation* 
This is exemplified by certain abnonnal local variations at each successive 
Census both among mules and females. Take, for instance, the figures forQuetta- 
Pisbin, Zlioh, ^^ara^yan, Jhalawan, Kaclihi, Jfakran and Las Bela* Quetta-Pishb 
returned 132 male infirm in HU 1* The number dropped to 121 in 1921 and rose 
again to 192 in 1931* In Sara wan there were 191 male infirm in 1011 ; the number 
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fell to 137 in tfl^l ami 101 m 1931. The females smiilarly dropped from 9(1 
in 1911 to 37 in 1931, In Jhalawan there were 104 male infirm in 1911 which 
more than doubled in 1921, and decremted by 47 in the following decade. Simi¬ 
larly the number of female infirm rose from 71 in 1911 to 137 in 1921 dropping 
ogam to 106 in 1931. The variation!^ in Kachhi are still more puis^ling. The 
number of male infirm was 326 in 1911 : 294 in 1921 and only 1 85 in 1931, with 
242 female infirm in 1911 and 161 in 1931. .Makran and Las Bela figurevS show 
aimilar inexplicable variations. In Makran the number of females fell front 191 
and 205 in 1911 and 1921 respectively to 91 in 193L Las Bela hai^l 197 male 
infirm in 1911 which fell to 108 and ro.se again to 159 in 1921 and 1031, the 
females being 108 in 1911 and J46 in 1921 increasing again to 103 in 193[. 

The unreliubility of the record is quite apparent. The variations in some 
cases are probably due both in 1921 and 1931 to better enumeration but iiL 
others they appear to be equally due to one or other of the causes mentioned 
above, the figures for leprosy as I shall show later on are certainly inaccurate 
for I believe, as did my predecessors of 191 1 and 1921, that Baluchistan is free 
from leprosy as a local disease* Fortunately the numbers are very small. On 
the whole, however, they furnish sufficient indication of the general prevalence of 
the four important infirmities and their distribution in the Province. 

123. In 1931,2,744 persons {1,7 1 2 males ; 1,032 females) all told were re- Genaral rnulli. 
turned as afflicted with the four infirmities in the whole Province. Of thes*?, 

421 were insane, 582 deaf-mute, 1,695 blind and 51 leper. Their distribution over 
Districts and States is shown below ;—

While Baluchistan does not occupy an enviable place in the general 1 bt of 
infirmities for India, it is satisfactory to note that 
it stands third among the four Provinces and States 
which alone have shown a decrease since 1921. The 
credit goe.s almost entirely to the States, for, the 
Districts contribute a net decrease of only 11 affainat 
the decrease of 545 in the States composed of 362 
blind, 129 deaf-mute, 8 insane and 46 leper. 

127. The improvement in the health bill of the States is a.scribed by the 
Kalat State authorities t o medical relief on a wider scale-^thanks to the activities 
of the Medical Department and of Dr. Holland, c.i.e,, ji.b,. of the Jtission 
Hospital whose indefatigable activities both in Quetta and Shikarpur have 
done a great deal to red nee the number of the blind. For the improvement in 
the number of deaf-mutes and lepers and the insane, however, wc must look for 
reasons in other directions. 

128. The infirm in 1921 and 1931 were distributed among the various reli- 
1621 . jftan giona as shown in the margiu. The Muslims have shown 

coQsiderable improvement since 1921, The highest

This, however, is not the case, for 
these figures are exclusive of the 107 
insane, 94 males and 13 females, who 
were sent to Mental hospitals in Sind 
and the Punjab between 1921 and 1931 
and consistini of 49 indigenous moles 
and 1 female of whom 35 were Pathans 
from Baluchistan, 5 Brahuis. 2 Baloch, 
1 Sayj’id, 3 other Muslim males and 
one female, and 3 Hindus. The rest 
included 8 male Pathan immigrants 
from Afghanistan : and is male and 7 
female Muslim and 19 male and 5 female 
Hindu immigrants from India. 


133. Taking the Census figures alone, we find that in every 100,000 in¬ 
habitants in the Province there are 48 
who are insane. Including the 107 per¬ 
sons who were sent to mental hospitals, 
the proportion rises to 61 which places 
Baluchistan at the top, second only to 
Burma, among 26 Provinces and States 
in India shown in the margin. But if 
we include only the 50 indigenous insane 
the proportion falls to 54 reducing Balu¬ 
chistan's place on the list from second 
to a bad enough fourth. 

Of the total number of insanes ex¬ 
cluding inmates of asylums, the Districts 
have 40 and the States 58 per 100,000 
of their respective populations. In the 
Districts, Chagai tops the list with 6 
insane in everv 10,000 of its inhabitants. 
Next comes Sibi Administered area with 
5, followed by Quetta-Pishin and Loralai 
with 4 each. Zhob has 3 and the .Mari- 
Bugti tribal area only 2. 

In the States, the highest number of 
insanes is found in Jhalawan which has 
10. Las Bela comes next with 9, with 
Sarawan a close third with 7. Kharan 
has 5, Makrau 4, Kachhi 2 and Dombki-Kaheri 1. The distribution of the insane 
by locality is illustrated in map No. 9 on the opposite page.

134. Of all the indigenous races in the Province, the Basis contribute the 
largest proportion of insane per 10,000 of their total numerical strength. The 
Brahuis come next with 9 followed by Pathans and Sayvids who have 6 each. 
The Baloch have 4, Hindus 3, and Jatts and other Miscellaneous Muslim tribes 
2 each. Of the principal tribes amongst the Baloch, the Bakhshanis have 8 
insanes per 10,000 of their total numerical strength, the .Magasis 7 and the 
Maris 4. Among Brahuis, the Bizanjav top the list with 15 followed by 
Mcngals 10 and Zahris 7. The Kakars among the Pathans have only 5. 

135. Insanity on the whole has been on the increase in the Districts since 
1911 wliile it shows an appreciable decrease in the States taken collectively. 
Among the Districts, Quetta-Pishin, the centre of charity, medical institutions 
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and drug smoking dens and other predisposing causes, contributes the largest 
inciWe. Of the remaining districts, Loralai and Sibi Administered area show 
incloses while Zhob, Bolan, Chagai and Mari-Bugti tribal area show an 
appreciable decline. In the States, Sarawan,K.achhi, Dombki-Kaheri, Makran 
and Las Bela have shown an improvement since 1911. But there has been a 
large increase in Jhalawan where the number of insane has risen from 19 in 1911 
to 93 in 1931. Jhalawan has 11 insane per 10,000 of its population against the 
maximum of 0 in the Districts areas and 9 in Las Bela. At the same time its 
three principal tribes namely, Bizanjav, Mengal and Zahri have also the 
largest proportion, i.c., 15, 10 and 7 respectively against the maximum of 8 
among the Baloch and 5 among the Pathan tribes. Unless this mushroom 
growth of the insane from 19 in 1911 to 00 in 1921 and 93 in 1931 is due 
to overzealous enumeration, Jhalawan’s past and its present statistical history 
entitle it to the sorry distinction of being the centre of insanity in Baluchistan. 

130. The causes of insanity have been described in the Census Heport 
for 1911 ns follows 

Insanity is vatioualy regarded as the outcome of an excessive and heating diet, the 
result of a sudden shock, the punishment for perjury, or the malicious contrivance of the 
Jinns. But Kachhi folk put it down to the burning heat like roost of their ills, and regard 
it as one of the ordinary endings of that racking headache they call /.oCi. 
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(arperate 
Aftim m>t 
araiUblr). 


To these may be added the 
increasing use of C'haras and 
Ganja as well as Kohi lihany 
which is most destructive of 
the human brain. And lastly I 
suspect that hereditary syphilis 
which is believed to have 
assumed dangerous proportions 
in certain localities is not only 
responsible for some cases of 
insanity but also of d(*af> 
muteness. 

DEAF-.MIITKNRSS. 

137. The number of deaf- Daaf-mutM in 
mutes disclosed by the fVnsus Biluehiitan and 
of 1931 was 582 of whom 399 < 

were mules and 180 females. 

The marginal figures show how 
Baluchistan compares with other 
Indian Provinces and States. 

Baluchistan stands twelfth 
among 20 Provinces and States 
in respect of its deaf-mutes. 
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138. In every 100,000 of its 
inhabitants there arc 07 persons 
who are afflicted with dcaf-mute- 
ness distributed over Districts and 
States os shown in the marginal 
table and illnstrateil in Map 
No. 10 facing this page. The 
disease claims more victims among 
males t hon females. In the Districts 
area, there are 7 males to every 3 
female deaf-mutes; in the States 
there ore 9 males to 0 females. In 
the Districts, the disease is com¬ 
paratively more prevalent in 
Chagai where there are 16 male to 
5 female afflicted. Next to Chagai 
comes Sibi .Administered area 
which has 11 males to 8 females. 
In the Mari-Bugti tribal area there 
are 8 males to 2 females. 
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In the ^States, SaraWivn heads the list with 17 malbvS to 8 femalas. 
Kharan and La* Bela follow next with 14 ami 12 males to ij. and 10 fernalea 
respeetivoly. .Thalawau stands third with 11 males to females. 

14lt (Grouping the various units aecordiiig to geograpliical features, 
Quefta-Pisliin. Loralai, Zhob, Sara wan ami Jhalawan fall under the high¬ 
lands grou]>. Bo I an may be iguorefi owing to its insignificant niimbera, 
f-hagai, Sibi, Makraii, Kharan, Kachhi, Dombki-Kaheri and has Bela belong 
to the iowlands-amhplains group.

A glance at the marginal table on (>age 15 gives the impression that 
deaf-unitciicss is more common in the lowlsinds-and-plains-group than in tho 
higldands. In the latter group Sarawan and Jhalawan are the only exeeptious 
and 1 suspect that the remarkably high ratio in their case is due to misinterpre¬ 
tation of the instructions. In the 1 ow 1 a mls-and-plains group Makran, 
Kachhi and Uonihki-Kiiheri arc the exceptions and the low numbers in their 
case are most probably due to emigration into Sind, 


HI. The racial distribution is given in the margin for the principal indi¬ 
genous races. The disease is more prevalent 
among the La sis both among males and fenialca- 
The ^^uyyids come next with 13 males. The 
Jatts stand thirds the Brulmis foiirtlij l*athans 
fifth and Balocli sixth, fithcr miscellaneous 
tribes strange to say, come last. The liigltest 
proportion of female deaf-mutes is found 
among the Lasis and the lowest among the 
Say)’ids and Miscellaneous tribes. 

The principal tribes in the order of precedence 
among whom the disease is comparatively more 
prevalent are among Pathans, the Kasis uL per 10,000 of their respectivo 
nmnerieal strength, f^herani 10, Tariiis fi, and Kakars 0. The proportion 
among the Kasis is the highest in the Province. But fortunately the actual 
niimlier of deaf-mutes is only ItJ. the total strength of the tribe'being L!t7o. 
Among the Baloch the Khosas top the list with 2« followed by the 
Kakhshanis lo: among the Bralitii.s the Muhammadshahi and Bizanjav 
have 20 each, the Rhahwani Id, Larigav 8, Mengal 8 and Zahri 7. 
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142. Dcaf-muteneas appears to be steadily deereasmg. There was an 
increase of 12 males and 2 females between 1911 and 1921. This was pro¬ 
bably due to change of definition in 1921 . The Tonsus of 1931 has revealed 
the fact that the numbers have fallen from 482 males and ISO females in 1911 
and 494 males ami 138 females in 1921 to 39 G males and ISO females in 1931. 
Tlie^itates account for a decrease of 117 malejs and 12 females since 1921 while 
tho Districts show an increase of 19 males and 10 females. 


Causes of dejif- 
mutintu. 


143. As ti> the causes of this malady, I would refer to paragrapli 248 of 
the 1911 Report. To the general beliefs of the country folk on this subject, 
1 can only arid that it is commonly believed in some parts of the country that 
if a drop of rain fall accidentally into an infant's mouth l>cforc it Icarna to 
speak it results in deaf-mute ness. Another belief is that if during the eclipse of 
the 9un tjr the moon, one of the parents happens to be fast asleep at a cert.ain 
point of time in the life of the child before it sees the light of day the child 
is born a deaf-mute. \ belief of recent origin ascribes dear-muteness to 
impaired health of one or both the parents caused by hereditm-y syphilis 
I know at least of one case in which seven children were born in the fa mil v! 
The first, second, third, sixth and seventh were deaf-mutes. Tlie fourth ami 
fifth were not. All are dead except the sixth and seventh and yet the 
parents enjoy perfect health. The variations in the numbers anti the causes 
in short, are so eccentric that it appears wiser to leave analvtical dis^msslnna 
to the better knowledge of my successors. 


BLINDNESS.

144. The blind in the Province numbered 1,695 {983 males and 712

1 12 for the whole of India. There were 90 per 100,000 blind in the Districta 
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and 105 in the States m IflSL In every 100,OCK) of it& inhabitants Baluchiataii 
has in blind men and 32 blind women. The proportion of males and females

Blindness as pointed out in 
previous reports, flourishes in 
excessive lieat and glare. The 
proportions for Loralai, Sibi and 
Sara wan would appear to wejtken 
this inference, but the conclusions 
drawn in previous reports remain 
u^ncliallenged, for, the high propor¬ 
tions have been traced to the 
Barkhau and Musakhel tahsils of 
the Loralat District and Sibi and Nasirabad tabsils of the Sibi Adtninistcred 
territory where heat and glare are os effective predisposing causes as in any 
other region notorious for its harrennessj scorching heat and glare. The high 
proportion for Sarawan is inexplicable. Perhaps in their winter migration, 
the lame ducks ” remained benind to escape enumeration in Kuchbi. 

146. The relative prevalence of blindness among males and females per 
10,000 of total population of each locality ia shown below :—

It is difficult to offer an explanation for the remarkably low proportion of 
femaka in Bara wan. 

147. The racial proportion pur 10,000 of total population of each race, 
places the Jatts at the top with 38 males and 37 females. The Lasis rant second 
with 32 males and 22 females. The Baloch come next with 25 males and 24 
females, followed by Sayy'ids who have 22 males and 1U females. The Brahms 
and Pathans stand at the bottom with 17 males each and 13 and 12 females 
respectively. 

148. The tribes which are most prominently prone to blindness are the 
Khetran and Kakhshaui among the Baloch, the Muhammadshahi, Langav, 
Shahwani, Mcngal and Zahri among the Erahuis ; Zarkun, JInsakhel and Zmarai 
among the Pathans. 

VirialiM. NO. The largest decrease since 1911 and 1021 among the fonr infirm¬ 

ities is accounted for bv blindness. The number of the blind has fallen from 
2.052 in 1011 and 2,003 in 1021 to 1,695 in 1931. Compared to 101 f, the 
Districts disclose an increase of 95 blind but since J021 there has been 
a decrease of 38. The principal decrease is, however, accounted for by the States 
which had 452 and 3li0 fewer blind in 1931 than in 1911 and 1021 r^peetively. 
This satisfactory decline is attributed to medical institutions which between 
1921 and 1031 peiformed 2,803 successful operations out of which credit is 
due to Doctor Holland of the Quetta Mission Hospital for 2,121. 


LEPROSY.

150. The Census of 1931 puts the number of lepers at 51, against 83 in 
1911 and 100 in 1921. The figures for all three censuses are most suspicious for 
they include patients afflicted wdth what is locally known as Noahadri. In leprous 
cases, the disease begins with a bronae patch on the arm, etc., without the 
accompaniment of pain. Slowly the brom^e tint fades leaving the place a pecti- 
liarly dead white. I n co ursc of ti me the c orrosive antion begins a nd th c pa tienPs 
features become irrecognisablc. He gradually loses his toes and fingers and in 
some cases his legs and arms as well. Noshadri on the other hand begins with a 
headache and giddiness followed by a swelling in the throat or the nose or the 
tonsils or in all simultaneously. After a few days the patient is unable to swallow 
even liquid food. The swelling in the nose is accompanied by a ticking sound. 
The swellings are extremely painful. There is a constant flow of watery matter 
from the nose. Eventually the swelling causes a hole in the palate when 
corrosive action begins resulting in course of time in the disappearance of the 
fleshy part of the nose and the upper lip. 

The Indian leper is shunned and fearcil. He is turned out of doors as a 
social outcast. On the other band the Noshadri-etrickeu patient lives in tho 
same house witli other members of the family and is permitted to eat and drink 
from the ordinary household vessels. Separate vessels are provided only when 
the case assumes a hideous forn^. But the general belief hi that contagion can 
only be passed through perspiration or by wearing the patientk shoes. The 
disease is confinetl to the region above the neck and never spreads to any other 
part of the body. 

The cure for Noshadri is simple enough. It consists of branding the 
affected parts, and the head w ith three equidistant brands from near the centre 
of the forehead in a straight line to the nape of the neck. After branding is 
over, the patient is given snuff locally prepared from indigenous herbs mixed 
with a little sacred earth from one of the shrines in Chagai, It is used twice 
daily, mornings and evenings. It causes sniffing which lasts for several 
minutes each time and causes a copious discharge of matter from the nose. 
The smiff course lasts for fourteen days during which the patient is made 
to live on simple wlieatcn bread. All other food, salt and sugar, etc,, specially 
—even the smell of fat from the cooking potr-are strictly tabooed ; only 
goat's milk is permitted. The patient begins to feel a change for the better 
on the 7th day and is discharged on the fourteenth day completely cured. 
I have seen a couple of successful cases. In both cases the cavity in the 
palate had filled up and the lost voice had been completely restored. Both 
patients looked perfectly healthy. 

Tt is clear that Noshadri is not leprosy. And I believe that leprosy 
figures as collected by Census Agency minus those for Nosh&dri would leave 
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the Piovince with &jx abaolutelj cleau slate iu respect cf leprosy as a local 
disease* Between April 1921 and December 1930, altogether 10 lepers were 
aent from Baluchistan to the Leper Asylum in Tarn Tarsn. All these had 
been unloaded on us by our court-eons neighbours of the North* They were 
all residents of Afghanistan, mostly Hazaras. 

151* Of the other important infirmIties figures for which have heen0th*r inAmuiiti, 
collected through the local medical institution, only Sypbilis and Tuberculofib Ankyl*"*™""- 
deserve notice. No cases of Yaws have come to notice and only two cases of 
Fiiariasis were reported from the Zhob Militia Hospital beween 1921 and 1931* 

Thirty-seven cases of Ankylostomasis were recorded out of which 36 were 
reported from Mastung, and one from the Zhob Militia Hospital. Tlie disease 
is probably due to drinking exposed Kares! water and consumption of raw, 
unwashed vegetahlcsr— a habit common among the indigenous population 
of Mastnng. 

152* 4,039 cases of tuberculosis were treated in hospitals between 1921 TcbBf*uloiu, 
and 1931 but the figures should not betaken to be accurate^ for, some hospitals, 
specially hospitals for females, had kept no tabulated records while some were 
opened after 1921. *4t Quetta alone, 020 cases of tuberculosis were treated 

during this decade. This would give us an incorrect idea of the number of 
patients met with iu Quetta during the summer months if we did not take 
mto account the patients that take refuge in our Capital from other parts of 
India—especially Sind* *\ctual immbers are not available but they are not 
inconsiderable.. 

153 The total number of eases of ^iyphilis treated in. all the dispen- Syphilis* 
saries of Baluchistan between 1920 and 1930 was 10,919. This figure 1 believe 
is much below the murk. In the first place persons infected hy this disease 
hesitate to disclose their secret. Then there are so many practitjoners and 
hakims who specialise in this disease and attract a large number of patients. 

The patients too, in the first place mostly resort to them and to numerous 
indigenous ami foreign patent medicines in order to escape exposure. It is 
feared that the actual number of sufferers from this disease has attained 
alarming proportions in cp^tain local areas.

The sub’Classes are divided into 55 Orders whicli arc further sub-£livide<l 
into 1&5 Groups. The complete scheme is based ou the Bertillon Scheme 
approved by the International Statistical Institute and adapted to Indian 
conditions in 1911. The first change in the scheme was made in i921 when the 
number of groups was increased from 69 to 191. The second modification took 
place at tho Census of 1931 when the three Orders of Alines, Quarries of hard 
rocks and salt etc. were amalgamated with the two Orders of Metallic and 
Non-mctallic Minerals and the number of Orders was reduced from 56 to 55, On 
tbe other liand tbe number of groups was raised from 191 to 195 with a 
reshuffling of groups as shown below

The ueceaaitv for iiamg two different forms arose from the fact that in 
the Regular Areas" the unit of eiiunieration was the individual, while in the 
Tribal Areas the unit was the fattiily. The form for the Tribal Areas proved to 
be extremely cumbersome for^ although the unit of eiuimeratioii was the fatnily, 
it was so devised as to facilitate the record of occupation for each individiiai 
But ns explained in the following paragrapli, it had its advantages.

Domestic servants must l>e entered in CoIuuiti y as ciirners, not dependent, and in 
Cohiniu 10 os cook^ hhisbti, etc. Persons tomiJOTarily out of employ flhoiiki be shown in 
Column 0 as camera and in Column 16 as following their pne^doua occupation. 

When a mall has two occupatieua, the lirincipil one la that on w-hich ho relies mainly 
lor hJa Bupport and hioiu wdiich ho get.B the major pirt of hifl iucomo. A subsidiaiy occupa¬ 
tion aliould lie entered if followed at any tiiiio of the year (whether followed through the your 
i»r during a part of it)* If a luan is a fihop-koepor but nuikea mats in his Bpare time^ the two 
occupations should twa cntcrwil in ColumnH 16 and 11 respectively.

A a]8nee at the spet wiien forms given above wUI show that the Census of 
I &31 went a step beyond its predecessors in so far as it enabled us to aseertab 
ill the Tribal Areas the occupations of eacli aiKl every worker whether iuale or 
female instead of assuiiuiig* as at ea-rlier censuses, that the occupation of all 
adult male members was the same as that of the head of the family and that all 
non-adult male and female members and adult females were dependents excepting 
those ffnnale workers who represented separate family units by theiiLselvos. 

This change, by the w'ay, strengthen a the impression that there should be little 
difficultv in extending the Standard Scdiediile at futurt* censuses in full detail 
to the Iribal Areas in Baluchistan, the Coluiim of name be big aUered to Name 
of male house-holder and sex of others 

1^7, "fhe occupation returns are adiiiittedly the most coinpHcuted sind Vilu* yf Hi 
troublesome at every stage of the operations. At the Plnumeration stage the S4*biliei. 
chief difficulties centered rouiid the definition of Earners. Working and Non- 
working dependents and the S^uhsidiary occupations. At earlier censuses, the 
population ivas classified as “ Actual Wooers and “ Dependents ”. No 
distuu tion was made between ' Earners ” and ^^■oTking dependents The 
subtle distinction between Workers and Dependents of earlier censuses was 
further complicate^l in 1931 by the division of Workers into Earners and 
Working dependents while multiple occupations presented connundrurna which 
pretty well exercised the ingenuity as well as patience of both the jiart time, 
rushed enuiuerator and the reluctant \dctim of his S€“aTcbiiig, inconvenient 
enquiric-s.

At the cla-ssihcation stage greater uare had to be exercised in order to 
correct enumerators’ mistakes aud to classify the occupations correctly. All 
enumeration books on receipt in the Tabulation office v%"ere examined one fay one 
personally by my able Aiksistsnt Superintendent for Tabulation and the entries 
were corrected or amplified where necessary by reference to the enumerators. 
No subordinate official was allowed to make any alterations m the schedules. 
The entries were classified on the following general principles:— 

^ (1) Where a person both makes and sellsj he is classified under the 

mauufacturing or iudustrial head, the commercial oue being 
reserved for trade pure and simple. On the same principle, where 
a person extracts some substance (such as salt-petrcj from the 
ground and also refines it, he is shown under the mining and not 
under the bidustriaL head. 

(2) Industrial and tra<ling occupations are divided into two main 

categories :— 

(a) those whore the occupation is classifiiMl according to the luuterial 
worked in, and 

(*) those where it is classified according to the use it aervea. 

Ordinarily, the first category is reserved for the manufacture or 
sale of articles the use of which is not finally determined, but it 
also includes that of specified art idea for which there is no appro¬ 
priate head in the second category. Thus, while shoe-making 
{Group 82) is classed witli other iudustries of drm and toilet, 
the manufacture of certain leather articles such as water-bags, 
saddlery, etc,, would fall within Group 51, working in leather 

(3) As a general rule, wherever a man's personal occupation is oue 

which involves special training, e,^,, that of a doctor, engineer 
surveyor, etc., he is classed under the head teserv^od for that 
occupation. Thus a railway tloctor is shown as a doctor and 
not as a railw^ay employee. Only those Government servants 
are showm in Group 1511 (Service of the State) who arc engaged 
in general administration. Officers of the medical, irrigation, 
forest* post office and other similar services are da.ssed under the 
special hoods provided for these occupations. 

Further doubtful points w^ere cleared by occasional references to the Census 
Commissioner. When the working sheets vvere ready for Tahsils and divisions 
of States, the classification was marked on the sheets by the Tabulation Assistant 
Superintendent, A very reasonable degree of acemacy was thus achieved, and 
the occupation statistics here discnssed may be accepted as representing such 
normal lunctioual distribution of the population of Baluchistan as may be 
i^xpected from an inquiry conducted through the Census agency. 

158, Before proceecling further it will be interesting to note the difference 
in the nature of the inquiry undertaken in li>3| in relation to earlier ceuauses. 
At the 1611 and 1921 censuses the occupation census w^as confined to the 
enumeration of—^ 

(1) Actual workers (malea and females, separately). 

(2) Dependents on each occupation, 

(S) Partially agriculturists in each ixcupation. 

At the Census of 1031, the enquiry was intended to ascertain the numbers

{3) Non-working dependents*

Thus the “actual workers” of I fill and 1621 were split up m 1631 into 
Foirners .and W'orking dependents. All male and female workers who were in 
receipt of a definite wage m cash or kind were, ns e-xplained above, classed as 
earners while all other membem of a family who actually helped to augment 
the family income but were not paid for the work they dld\vere relegated to the 
category of working dependents. The remainder wer«* all classed as non-working

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dopendents. The occupation cenaus of 1031 has thus lost hy the change of 
dilution a considerable number of persons of both aexes who were classed as 
"Actual Workers'* hi 1911 and 1921. This is an important point to remember 
when studying comparative statistics. In the following paragraphs, working 
dependents for 1931 have for facility of comparison been amalgamated with earners 
and compared with Actual Workers of earlier censuses. The other variations 
in the terms of the inquiry in 1931 are that in 1911 and 1921 the numbers of 
dependents were ascertained and recorded in the tables for each occupation on 
which they were dependent. But the numbers of males and females were not 
recorded separately. In 1931j the mmibers of dependents (iion-worldng) were 
not recorded for each occupation on which they were dependent but their numbers 
were tabulated for both males and fcmale.s for the Province as a whole, by Dist¬ 
ricts and States, ajtd hy race and tribe. As regards the subsidiary occupations, 
agriculture was the only subsidmiy occupation for which numbers were shown 
in the tables for 1911 and 1931, la 1931, however, all subsidiary occupations 
were ascertained and were shown in the tables separately under each occupa¬ 
tional Group for both males and females.

In every 1,€KM> of the total population there were 363 workers in 1911. 
The proportion rose to 37S in 1921 and fell to 368 in 1931, indicating a decrease 
of 10 In comparison to that of 1921. I can find no other satisfactory explanation 
than attributing it to the decrease of about 30,000 in 1921 and an increase of 
over 40,000 in 1931 m the total female population which resulted in lowering 
the proportion of dependents in 1921 and raising it m 1931, causing corresponding 
disturbances in the proportions of worker.^ in the two inter-censal periods. 
Eliminating the abnormal Census year 1921, we find air increase of over five in 
the proportion of workers compared to 1911 which is not unsatisfactory for a 
Province whose industrial development is hi its infancy and whose economic 
tjynditiona do not permit of rapid advancement.

Taking each class separately the highest proportion is found among the 
semi-indigenous who have 445 earners in every 1,000 of their total numerical 
strength. Next come the aliens with 400. The indigenous come last with only 
339 earners but 661 dependents or 61 and 96 per 1,000 more than the other two 
communities. The effects of the increase of female iwpulation in 1931 are reflected 
in the high proportion of dependents among the inaigenous inhabitants in 1931.

Baluchistan enjoys the distinction of occupying the two extreme points 
in the field of functional di^ibution, the highest in India in respect of its male 
earners exceptmg the Delhi province ; and the lowest in respect of its females. 
The position of the male earners cannot be challenged but as regards the females, 
the figures should be taken with a pinch of salt.

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picture of most comfortable life for tlie females of Balucbistan compared to their 
Indian sisters. In faetj however^ here the statistics have failed to do justice to 
the womenfolk of the province whose unenviable lot is depictcfl by Sir Denys 
Bray in the following extract from his (’eiiaus Report for 1911. 

In troating all childraa, whether girls or hoys, ns dopendopta on the imLn occu|>alinn 
oC the head of tho family, wo can hardly have gone far ^vrong. In treating all wnmen, in the 
aell-aanie way, wo havo at any rate falthluUy reflected oconoiuic conditions, not indeed as 
they actuaUy are, but as they present themselves to the mlmlA of the tribesmen at largo. 

Speaking broadly—for in certain parts of the country where the tribal system U breaking up, 
conditions are a little different—a tribesn'onien remuins in a state of tutelage her whole life 
long : as a child she is subjoet to her father, as a married w'oman to her husband, as a widow 
to the heirs of one or the other. In tlioory she lias no occupation at all: she is a more depen¬ 
dent on the family into which she w'as bom or into which she has married. In actual fact 
she is one of the hardest workers in the family, thougli most ot her work is household drudgery 
ami other lowly ialiour that a tribesman considers beneath hbi dignity. It is, for Lustance, 
the man himself who ploughs the land, sows the saed and waters tho crops; the woman helps in 
the reaping and threshing, and grintla the ilaily com. In a noomd family it is the man wlio 
scos to the breeding and ahoaring of hia flocks; the woman pitches tho tent, does th« niiikuig 
and tho churning und the like, and often onough has to take flocks out to graxo. And evatj'- 
where she is the hewer of wood and the drawer of water. But to treat her as a farmer in tho 
one case or as a grazier in tho other would ho to do violence to the doop-rootodi prejudices of 
the tribesmen regarding the position and functions of tiie sex. 

The picture drawn in lOJ 1 needs no retouching even ^cr the lapse of 20 
y^ears. Were it possible to give the females their due share in the allccation of 
occupations, the proportion of our dhobis, cooks, flour-grinders, agricultural 
labourers, felt-makers, embroiders and midwivcs would have been 3taggeringl.v 
'high. But presumably this applies to all areas where society is in a primitive 
state and living precarious.

in the Production of raw materials, 17 in the Preparation and Supply of material 
substances, 12 in Public Administration and Liberal Arts and 3 in Miscellaneous 
professions. The indigenous inhabitants preponderate in Class A.—Agricultural 
and allied pursuits, theii percentage being 97 with a small margin of only three 
i)er cent, for the semi-indigenous and aliens. In Class B.—Industry, Transport 
and Trade they contribute 52, the semi-indigenous 9 and the alien 39 per 
rent, of the total earners. The aliens preponderate in Class C.—Public Force, 
Public Administration and Professions and Liberal Arts, the percentages being 
Aliens 08 ; Indigenous 27 ; and Semi-indigenous 5. In Class D.—Domestic 
Service and Unproductive occupations, the indigenous inhabitants contribute 
46 and aliens 54 per cent. These percentages have been calculated on the total 
number of earners in each Class. 


164. The working dependents at the Census of 1931 numbered only 20 

per 1,000 of total population. 
Of these 25 are contributed by 
the indigenous inhabitants anil 
one is shared equally by the 
semi-indigenous and alien popu¬ 
lation. 18 are employed in Agri¬ 
cultural pursuits, seven in the 
Preparation and Supply of mate¬ 
rial substances and one only in 
Miscellaneous occupations. The 
Mrccntage of working depen¬ 
dents to earners in each Sub- 
Class is indicated in the margin. 
For every 100 earners there are 
eight working dependents. The 
largest number of working depen¬ 
dents is found in Sub-Class I, 
but the highest proportion per 
cent, of total earners in each 
Class goes to Industry.

165. Variations since 1921 in the more important occupations selected for 

purposes of comparison with 
earlier censuses are exhibited in 
the margin. Agriculture and its 
allied occupations and Pasture 
have increased by three percent. 
This is due to increase of popu¬ 
lation and partly to more 
favourable economic conditions 
during the last dec’ade. In¬ 
dustry has increased by one per 
cent, while Transport, Trade, 
Arts and Professions and other 
miscellaneous occupations have 
remained practically station¬ 
ary.

have shown an appreciable increase but for the fact that one motor lorry dis- 
])laces at lea.st half a dozen pack animal drivers wdthin its beat. Administration 
and Domestic Service have gone down by two and three per cent, respectively. 
Retrenchment of establi-shments is re^nsiblo for the decrease in the former 
and abolition of slavery in the latter. Before 1927 when slavery wa.s abolished 
slaves were treated as servile dependents and classed as domestic serv’ants! 
At the Census of 1931 they were free and were classed according to their actimi 
means of livelihood. 


166. A subsidi^y occupation means a secondary occupation followed 
continuously or intermittently by a person to au^ent the income derived from 
his principal means of livelihood. The instructions to enumerators were that 
where a man had more than one occupation,the one forming the primary means

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of sabsistcDce should be recorded as the principal occupation and the other as sub* 
sidiary. Where there were more subsidiary occupations than one, the enume¬ 
rator was asked to record the most lucrative, but if one of them was an agri¬ 
cultural one, the instructions were to enter the non-agricultural occupation. 
The accuracy of the return largely depends on the energj", ingenuity and personal 
knowledge of the enumerator. His difficulties are manifold. Firstly, rush of 
work or other causes may incline him to slackness resulting in the omission of 
entries in the column of subsidiary occupation which it Is difficult for the super¬ 
vising staff to detect. Secondly, if he is energetic and persistent, he may fou to 
elicit answers from persons inclined to intentional concealment. To my personal 
knowledge a fairly considerable number of gentlemen thought that then* safety 
lay in following the time-honoured truth “ Spec*ch is silver, silence is gold.’" 
In spite of my repeated assurances that Census records are confidential and 
that the disclosure of such innocent and legitimate .sources of auxiliary income 
as they possessed was absolutely harruless, they appear to have given 

{ irefere'nce to golden silence, for to my disappointment, I found at a 
ater stage that all my efforts to convince them had fallen on deaf ears. 
The enumerator had to face another difficulty when he came to choose one sub¬ 
sidiary occujpation from amongst many—a task which baffled even the person 
concerned with all his intimate personal knowledge to make the right selection. 
Take for instance the case of the indigenous agriculturist. As already explained, 
he is constantly flitting from agricultural to non-agricultural occupations almost 
from month to month in the course of the year. The followmg statement, 
however, shows that out of a total of 73,307 persons in the Province following 
8ubsidiar\’ occupations, 50.241 were those following agriculture as their principm 
occupation :—

Of these 50.241, agricultural subsidiary occupations alone claim 36,788 
while another 9,097 goes to camel transport and trade in camels leaving a balance 
of only about 5,000 for all other subsidiary occupations and this in spite of 
iiustructions to record a non-agricultural occupation in the case of mult^le 
occupations one of which was agricultural. The results are manifestly dis¬ 
appointing. Nevertheless, I give in the followi^ table such statistics as have 
been collected. They furnish at least some indication, though very meagre, of the 
directions in which the trend of economic advancement lies in these days.

167. Among the 488,414 males and 380,203 females in the Province there 
were 292,246 male and 4,739 female earners; 10,882 male and 11,415 female 
working dependents; and 185,286 male and 364,049 female non-working de¬ 
pendents. Thus in every 1,000 of the population*, there were 336 male and six 
female earners. Subsidiary Table 32 at the end of this chapter gives actual 
numbers and proportions of male and female earners in each Order and in 
some of the more important groups, the groups selected being those in which 
the number of female earners is comparatively large or their proportion is high. 

It will be interesting to study the occupational distribution of female 
earners and working dependents by race in the following detailed table:—

occupation. Tb^ Is evident from the large increase in the number of persons 
who have returned non-cultivating proprietorship as a subsidiary occupation. 


The largo increase of 15,973 among a^icnltural labourers is du« to the 
distinction introduced in 1931 among wording dependents and non-working 
dependents, jMarket gardeuing has reached its nia^cinium limit and will shovy but 
little further progress unless marketing conditions in India are properly organized 
by the Agricultural Department. That agricultural pursuits are becoming more 
popular is clearly indicated by the increase of 32.539 since 11121 in the number of 
persons who have returned agriculture as a subsidiary occupation. And if further 
proof were needed it would l^e found iu the number of ploughs in the province 
which have increased bv over !5,fl00 since 19:21.

The 
Province possesses no na^Tgable rivers or canals while the boatmen of the Los 
Bela and Mukran coasts have been mostly classed as fishermen. 15,071 persons 
includine 10,723 earnexs, 163 working dependents and 4,185 subsidiary earners 
are employed on Transport by road. Taking the workers alone (earners plus 
working dependents) the numbers have decreased by 2,418 aince iy2I. With the 
rapid substitution of mechanical transport for traiisport by camels and carts 
and toi\gas. the numbers of park animal owners and tlrivers will continue 
to decrease. The progress of mechanical transport has also proved an 
inconvenient rival for the railway wliich has had to resort to retrenchment to 
effect economies.

182* Edu<’ 4 ition in Baluchistan is imiwirted by two difTerciit methods, EiUnt of Lite- 
namely, ednention by indigenous methods in mosques for Muslims iindin temjderacy. 
Pathshalfts for Hindus^ and education in Govennnent and aided schools, llie former 
consists of two stages* In the first stage, the Muslljn pupils are tatight to read 
the holy Koran by rote in Arabic besides instruction in the principal religiqus 
formuhe which are essential for every Muslins to know as a true follower of the 
Holy Prophet of Islam. This edm-atiou is impartin the mosques by file village 
Mulias and is considered to be almost compulsory fox every Muslim family* 

Instruction on these lines* though on the wane, is still carried on but the products 
of these mosque schools cannot fulfil even the simple requirements of our definition 
of literate. The Mnlla is not a regular jMiid ser’vant as in GoveTnment schools 
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liitrMy by Dif 
irieii and SiatM. 


excepting the few who have been trained as teachers for elementary secular 
education and receive Rs. 20 per menseni when they open a school in which 
religious education is combined with elementary secular education. He is the 
Imam for prayers in the mosque. He performs all religious ceremonies for the 
whole village and receives remuneration from his congregation at harvest tiims, 
on ceremonial occasions and on festive days. This system of education has 
received a set back since the opening of Govermnent sc 1 k»o 15 in which religious 
education is not imparted. 

The second stage in indigenous Muslim education consists of religious 
instruction to enable local yomigmen to act as Mullas or priests and teachers in 
mosque schools. After completing his elementary’ spiritual instruction in his 
village, the candidate for the Mulla class leaves his home to receive education in 
Mohaimuadan Law under a Mulla of renown within the Province, in Kandahar, 
or in India. Students of this class are known as Tdlibs and are able to read and 
write chiefly in Persian. Most of these Tdlibs have no means of subsistence and 
while imder instruction away from their homes they live on the charitv of the 
\nllagers who provide them with cooked food and clothing, etc. 

The second method of education is, as stated above, education in Govern- 
ment or aided schools. 


Educ4ition jimong the indigenous and domiciled Hindus is imjmrted both 
in indigenous institutions known as Pathshalas attached to temples and in 
Gov’emment schools. The standard of literacy in their case is higher, 
for, a Hindu student educ-ated in a Pathshala is able to carry on correspondence 
in his own vernacular, Lande-Sindhi or Lande-Punjabi. 5loreover he is well 
trained in accoimts and when he leaves the Pathshala, he is trained in business 
under the eye of his father until he is a full-fledged business man. The statistics 
discussed in this chapter deal with the products of all these institutions. 

In a total population of 808,617 persons. Baluchistan can boast of onlv 
40,775 literates. Of these, literate aliens from outside the Province numbered 
31,578 or 774 per mille, while there were only 9,197 literates belonging to indige¬ 
nous tribes. The latter consist of 5,101 Aluslims in a total indigenoiuj Muslim 
population of 743,172 and 4,084 Hindus in an indigenous Hindu population of 
16,905, giving a proportion of 7 .Muslim and 242 Hindu literates per mille 
of their respef-tive total popuhitions.

Alusluns into aliens and indigenous, the percentage for the former rises to 20 
while for the latter it falls to the negligible figure of one literate in ever}' 100 
indigenous inhabitants. Diagram No. 21 illustrates the ratio of liteiates to the 
population of each religion. 

185. Taking the literates i>y indigenous Muslun races we find that out of a Racial DUtribu- 
total of 40,775 literates there were only 5.101 indigenous inhabitants who were don of Indigo* 
returned sis literate. The majority of these are literate only to this e.\tent thutnou* 
thev can dwipher a letter and write a reply in Persian (»r I'rdu and possibly include »*«raioi. 
a snuill admixture of those who can only read the holy Koran in Arabic- and can 
copy the words in that .script without understanding the meaning. In the indigenous 
literate population, the Pathans have more literates than any cither race. For

strength, we find that the Sayyids top the 
list as they did at the previous c.ensu.ses. 
In c*vc*ry 1,000 Sayyids there are 27 who 
c an rc*acl and write. The Pathans come 
next with 10 i>er 1,000 of indigenous 
Pathan ])c»pulation. They live abnost 
entirely in tracts under direct British 
control where they enjoy comparatively 
greater facilities for education. The jiiost 
watchful and adventurous of all indigc‘* 
nous rac-es. the Pathans with their innate 
enthusiasm for religious instruction -they 
still supply most of the religious teachers— 
advantage* of the facilities for secular 


education which Govenunent has provided at their doors. 
The Brahuis stand third in the list with 7 liti*rates pt*r 
1.000 of their total tribal .strength. Here also grc*ater 
c‘ducational faoilitie.s for Brahuis noarc*r Quetta and 
Mustung are re.spon8ible for this place of honour. 

The ranks of Others*’ have b<*en .swelh*d by the Khojas^ and HaZiiras. 
The former belong to the trading class for whojn rc*ading and writing is eswntial. 
The Hazaras get their education in .Military service and havmg lost a foothold in 
their own country have turned their attention to c*ducatmg their children in the 
local schools of Quetta where they mostly reside. 

The Baloch and the .latt races have each 4 literates per 1,000 of their 
respective numerical strengths. The Baloch live chiefly in the Man and Bugti 
countrv the pla’ms of Kachhi and in Chagai, Makran and Kharan. Ibe nomadic 
habits of the Maris and the Bugtis. and the lack of educational institutions 
combined with their pn'judices have been a stiunblmg block in the way of their 
educational advancement. Under the guidance of their enlightened chiefs, how¬ 
ever, a considerable lulvance may be exiiei^ted during the next deccnmiun. 

The Baloch of Kachhi, like the .latt inhabiting that art*a, are mostly 
a-rioulturists. Owing to unc.ertaintics of means of irrigation in this area, 
they have been rendered practicaUy homeless. They are constantly on the move 

backwards and forwards between the Kalat State and Sind. They return to their

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clesi'rted homes with the approach of nomial floods in the Nari river. They 
retuni bag and baggage to Sind in search of livelihood when floods fail. In this 
impoverished state of life, educational advancement among the Baloi’h and Jatt 
of the plains of Kaohhi is out of the question. 

186. Let Its now examine the statistics by tribes in order to ascertain 
which of the tribes are educationally more advanced. Here I must offer an apology' 
before entering into the disc ussion, for. in many cases, the projiortional figures 
exceed the actual nmnbers of our literates. 


Taking the Balo<h first of the three principal indigenous races inhabiting 
this province, namely, the Balo(*h, the Brahui, and the Pathan. the Kakhshant 
BaWh tribe is the most advanced with 106 literates per 10.000 of its total strength. 
Next come the Ka.stem Bind with 42 followetl by the Khetran with 41 and the 
iSIagasis with 26. 

Among the Hrahuis, the Shahwaiiis who live largely in the vicinity of Quetta 
and Mustung top the list with 187 literates per 10,000. The Muhanmiadshahis 
come next with 18.3 followed by the Kaisanis with 122, Lahris 105, Bangulzais,. 
l..angav and Hengal with 73, 45 and 30 respectively. Tho Zahri8,as was expected, 
stand at the bottom with 8 literates in every 10,000. 


Among the Pathans. the Snatia Kakars stand foremo.st with 146 literates 
per 10,000. The Tor Tarin with 120 stand second, Targharas third with 106, 
Abdal .\chakzais fourth with 65. The Pani Mandokhel and Pani ^lusakhel go 
last with 45 and 41 respectively.

Out 
of a total indigenous and semi* 
indigenous Muslim population 
of 7fi5,00« there are all told 
130 literate fejuales. 98 in 
British territory and 32 in the 
States. Although fejuale lite¬ 
racy shows a steady increase, 
the numbers having risen from 
36 in 1911 and 85 in 1921 to 130* 
in 1931, the day is yet far off 
when progress of female education will Ijegin to make a real start. One potent 
factor however which is indicative of better tunes for fejuale education cannot 
be ignored, and this is the demand that has recently sprung up among educated 
local young men for educated wives. And it is a sign of the tunes that some of 
the more advanced parents of girls are taking a lively interest to co-operate in 
meeting the demand. The wish at least to educate girls is there; what is lacking 
are safeguards for female education which it is not easy to provide to the 
satisfaction of parents. 

In the niarginal statejuent are shown proportions of fejiiale literates jjer 

1,009 juale literates among indigenous Alusluns. 
With the exception of the Baloch, Jatt and 
Lasi, there has been an all round increase 
over the figures of 1911 and 1921. The 
Baloch show an increas<* over the figures of 
1921.

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192. The numbers of literates per miUe at the Ceuauses of lOUj 1921 and Vaiiatloa hf 

1931 are shown in the margin. Quetta-Pishin, 

Bolan and Zhob show a steady increase 
since 1911. Loralai has stood fast since 
1921 owing to changes in the ixrpulation 
of the Military station. Tlie decline occuff^ 
chiefly under Ciiagai and Sibi among the 
Districts, and in both the K.ala1 and Las 
Bela States. The decrease in Thagai is dui" 
to the withdrawal of troops and otherlit-erate 
establishjnents which had been posted all 
along the railway liiu' during the Cl rent 
\Va randsubsequently the A fgban war. This 
is proved by the statistics of population. 

There has been an increase of 2,543 persons in the indigenous population between 
1921 and 1931, On the other hand the number of aliens aniong wiioju the per¬ 
centage of literacy is comparatively higher has fallen from 3.711 to 1,980. In spite 
of this decrease which a^ects the District as a whole, tlie muiiher of literates among 
the indigenous tribesmen has actually risen from 95 in 1921 to 205 in 1931. The 
decline in Sibi has been brought about by the change in the date of Census, Li 
1921 the Census was taken on 18th Alarcli. In 1931 the date was changed tet 2Gth 
February. During the winter months most of tlie Seemtariat ofHt4^s from Quetta as 
well as all Political Agents move down to Sibi for the amiual Shahi Jirga, wliih- 
owing to the annual Sibi Horse and Cattle Show which takes plaiH> during this 
period many visitors from Sind and elsewhere are present in Sibi. At the Census 
of 1921 all these persons were censused in Sibi and included in the population of 
that station. In 1931, however, all these fimctlons took place luefore tlu^ date of 
Census and moat of the visitors had dispersed before the Census took place. 

The Secretariat establishments from Quetta that remained in Sibi on the' Census 
night were enumerated there but according to special in.stnictions issued in 1931 
these establishments were included in the i>opulation of the town of (Quetta. 

The decline In the number of literates in the States is due entirely to the 
annual migration into Sind. In order to prevent double enumeration in Sind^ 
the Census was taken after the migrator}' population had Hite red through the 
passes into Sind 1 ini its and we thus lost a large number of oui permanent residents 
and with them the literate element. 

193. Statistics of educated unemployment arc contained in Imperial Table Edi]cal«d 
XH printed at page G9, Part II of this report. The census of this class of Mnployment,

194. In a pro^nnee where the masses -still lead a prijuitive life, the progress Progruia of 
of education must necessivrily be slow'. The principiil cau.ses whicli have hitherto Eduealion. 
impeded the normal progress of education in the face of strenuous eJTorts on the 

part of District and Educutionul authorities arc nmnifold. In the first place 
the nomadic hal>its of the people and their limited means do not perndt of Imys 
being sent to school to the detriment of domestic dutiiss in which they take a 
prominent, part. Again, inhabited villftge,s are few and far between and most of 
them too small to call for separate schools. The schools arc located at Iiead- 
qnarters stations and in the larger villages which children from aurroundii^ 
villages and hamlets cannot ordinarily attend owing to long distances from their 
homes. Again, as Urdu is tlie mediun^ of instruction for want of an easier laiigU’ 
age, the lack of txlucatcd teachers with knowledge of local dialects has been a 
serious handicap. The most impr^rtant obstacle, however, is the uatuml prejudice 
against foreign education which so far has caused serious harm to the interests of 
educational advancement. This prejudice was fostered by the Mullaiis w hose very 
existence depended on this profeasion. Twenty years ago Sir Denys Bray probed 
the native mind. The picture drawui by him is depicted in the following 
quotation : — 

“Strong though the prejudice is against L’rdii edueption, it ici doubly ^rong 
pgninat English, Even aruong the euterpritiiDg Pathan^i the prejudice ia strong, Tho 
common idea is that the niuri tLut lenms English will be sure to mumble Englieh on 
his death-bed instead of reciting the A'wiim/i ■ and tn die Aviih English on the hpa is 
to take n passport to Hell, Small wonder that the death-bed scene of the wretch 
that knows English is a favonrite thenie of the sensational Rtory-tdler and an a’lvfnl 
warning to otheni,*^ 
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CHAPTER IX.—LITERACY. 



The remedy suggested by Sir Denys Bray twenty years ago was well 
receK’ed- The changed prescription then suggested was tried- But, although a 
change in the educational policy by which Mullas are now given stipends to 
undergo training in secular education to enable them to give Instruction in Urdu 
and elementary arithmetic in their mosques has taken the edge off their 
antagonism, the prejudice has not yet completely died out. 

Where society lives in such a frame of mind educational progress is faced 
with much uphill work. Yet it is satisfactory to note that school education has 
made slow but steady progress ajuong indigenous inhabitants, for there were 
only 207 indigenous students in the schools in 1901 whereas in 1911 they nimi- 
bered 1,475 and 2,447 in 1931. Details will be found in the Superintendent of 
Elducation’s note which is printed as an appendix to this Chapter. And if 
further proof were needed that the cause of education is more hopeful to-day, it 
would be found in the change that has been brought about in the educational 
outlook of the province by the younger generation of educated local inhabitants 
who are demanding widespread education of all sorts not only for males but, to 
the annoyance and bitter surprise of the outgoing generation, for females also. 

The motive power at the outset may be Government loaves and fishes and 
the demand for educated mothers as elsewhere in India, but here it appears nec^- 
sary to utter a warning that, in the course of tune, the increasing numbers of the 
t'ducated will create a situation imwholesome both for themselves and their 
country. The remedy lies in changing the time-honoured curriculum which in the 
present stage of world civilization is only one of antiquarian interest. The 
educational department should take courage in both han^ and devise a new 
cturiculimi which would make the future youngman a worthy citizen and befit 
him for loftier ideals, and finally open out a wider field of employment than the 
water tight c-ompartments of Government services which, after all, can accommo- 
^te only a few. Education of the right type in which religious tuition takes 
its due share has never been resented even by the ignorant frontier Muslim, for, 
who can deny that the Muslim youth is often reminded from his very infancy of 
the immortal Persian poet Saadi’s well known couplet: 
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39.—Literacy amon; Indigenous Muslim tribes. 
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40.—Numbir of imiilutions and pupils according to tho returns of the Education Department. 
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APPENDIX. 

NOTE ON THE PROGRESS OF EDUCATION IN BALUCHIST.VN, 1921—1931, 

Bv

General.—In the note on the progress of education in 1911-1921 my predecessor 
described fully the history of education, the policy and the sj-stem in vogue in the Pros ince. 
The policy and the system remain the same and there has been no change in th^e. However 
the story of the educational progress for the present decade is very satisfactorj- and 
encouraging as will bo seen from a brief summaiy' given below :— 

During the last ten years all types of schools and scholars attending these have increased 
and the work has been greatly improve<l owing to the employment of better qualified and 
trained teachers. The five y^rs expansion scheme sanctioned by the Government of India 
in 1927 gave the pro%'ince a chance to increase its high schools and provide munificent building 
grants for the new Communal Secondary Schools which set up fine buildings with this opportune 

help. This also enable^l us to open 12 more Primary Schools and put up three new school 
buildings and teachers’ quarters besides building a new school and Boarding House at Pishin 
and extending the buildings of the Secondary School at Loralai. 

Games and physical culture received special attention and our old boys called the 
“ Sandemanians ” had the proud distinction of being invited several times to join the Durand 
Football Tournament at Simla where they gave a very good account of themselves-once even 
beating the celebrated Mohanbagans ” of Bengal. 

Primary Education — Primarv education which is the only kind of education in which 
the tribesmen take part, has been greatly extended—in fact in every village where the villagers 
have shown a desire, a primarv school has been opened and thus education has been brought 
to the very doors of the native inhabitants. In 1921 there wereTl Primary Schools and 2,002 
scholars, now there are 91 schools and 2,648 scholars. 

The schools are now almost all manned with trained teachers and this has in its turn 
improved their work. 

Four scholarships of Rs. 2/- each are given to local boj-s in each Primarj- School to 
encourage the poorer and brighter scholars to continue their studies during the full course in 
the village school. 

Out of these 91 schools three schools arc for girls, in which there are 293 scholars. 

Middle Schools for 6oy#.—The number of Middle Schools teaching English was four in 
1921 and the number is still the same but the number of scholars in these has risen from 516 
to 911. The increase is due to the raising of the three flourishing Primary Schools to the status 
of Middle Schools. Fees have been raised in these schools from Rs. 1/8/- per month to Rs. 3/* 
per month but the local boj's still pay He. 1/- per month. 

The number of Vernacular Middle Schools is still the same, rit., one but the school has 
been transferred from Gulistan to Pishin which is a more central place and surrounded by 
many village schools which act as fee<lers. An agricultural class has been added which is verj- 
popular with the local boj's and tribesmen. The demand for English is so great that the- 
educational authorities had to attach an English class to this institution for the benefit of 
those who wish to learn Englishes an optional subject. The number of scholars m this school 
has risen from 36 to 111. 

Middle SchooU for yiris.—There are four Middle Schools for girls which are verj- welP 
attend^. There were 826 girls in these schools on Slat March 1931. The number of local girls 
is still ve^ small, and every effort is made to encourage them to join these schools but they are 
usually taken away before they finish their education even in the Primary Department. 

These girls schools send up candidates for the Middle School examination for females 
conducted by the Punjab Education Department and the results have usually been excellent,. 

Last year 23 girls were sent up from various schools and 21 of these came out successful. 

These schools have quite good and comfortable buildings. The only drawback is the 
paucity of trained and well-qualified female teachers which is greatly reUrding the progress ot 
female education here. 
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High Schools .—The number of High Schools has gone up to six against two in the 
previous decade. The numbers of scholars has gone up to 2,500 against 1,129 in 1921. 

.411 these schools have fine buildings which have been put up as already stated by public 
subscriptions and munificent aid from the Government. Fees have also fa^n raised in this 
department and boys pay Rs. 5/- per mensem against Rs. 3/- Local boys pay only Rs. 2/- 
per mensem. 

Last year 140 went up for Matriculation examination from these schools and 99 were 
declared successful. 

During the last decade 56 local boys passed Matriculation and School Leaving Certificate 
examination from Baluchistan. 

Some local Iron's now* join the various .\rt8 and Technical Colleges in the Punjab and as 
the Goveniment of India has sanctioned some scholarships of varying values from Rs. 20/- to 
Rs. 30/- per mensem the local Government tries to encourage these students by granting them 
such scholarships as are available. 

European Schools . — There are two European schools in Quetta. Grammar School which 
is an undenominational school and is w'holly maintained by fees and Government grants. It 
has a good building and good attendance. 

The Presentation Convent School which is maintained by the Roman Catholic Com¬ 
munity and grants from the Government and other public bodies, is also in a very floiirisbiue 
sUte. ® 


Both the schuals scud up candidates for the various Cambridge Examinations and the 
results are usually very satisfactory. 

Both schools admit Indians freely. In March 1931 there were 254 pupils in these two 
institutions, viz., 145 boys and 109 girls. 

Normal School . — This school has been working satisfactorily throughout the decade and 
turning out trained teachers for Primary Schools and thus it has been found possible to weed 
out inefficient and untrained teachers from these schools. Itisirdended to raise the status of 
tliis school M that it may train vernacular teachers for Secondar}' Schools but the present 
financial stringency has stood in the way of a definite scheme being put up to the Goveniment. 

Mosque Schools . — ilore interest has been taken in the mosque school. The grant given 
d»y the Government of India for the five year exjainsion scheme enabled the Education Depart¬ 
ment to train some 29 Mullahs. After passing through the training each Mullah gets Rs 20/- 
pi-r mensem if be opens a school in any village in British Baluchistan. Every such schoorhoa 
to keep an attendance and an admission and withdrawal register and the Mullah has to supply 
information to the education department about the number of pupils on rolls. ^ ^ 

These Mullahs usually teach Qurdn-i Sharif and books on theology but now some of them 
teach Urdu reading and siting and a little elementary arithmetic. The experiment is beinu 
watched by the Education Department with much interest. Thus it will be seen that tho 
progress has been satisfactory and encouraging in ever}’ branch of education and that there U 
every hope of further development in the future.

Infants aud deaf-mutes 
were credited with their mothcra^ inother-tougues. The information was 
■collectetl on the Standard Schedule in tlie Regular or Synchronous areas and a 
modified form was used in the Tribal Areas. Here the mother-tongue of the head 
of the family was assumed, to be the mother-tongue of all other members 
of the family. For the record of the secondary laugiuigeSj however, a separate 
column was provided in the modifii^tl si:hcdtile and the enumerator was asked 
to enter the names of subsidiary language or languages spoken together with the

In Baluchistan, Balochi is not the exclusive language of the Baloch. Out 
of 3(jh,957 Balochi speakers in 1931, there were only 19y,646 Balocb Balochi 
speakers in a total L^loch population of £29,473, 33,002 Brahuts, 1,981 Lasi, 
1,303 Jatt, 1,120 Sayyid, 219 Pathaii and 30,806 other Muslims besides 11 Indi- 
genoiis Hindus and 3,169 aliens of all classes. Balochi is spoken by 31 per cent, 
of the total population of the Province and 35 of the indigenous population. It 
is the most popular language because it is the easiest to learn and also because it 
carries with it an atmosphere of superiority over the Brahui and Lahnda-Jattki. 
Until quite recently Balochi no doubt held the mastery. But cconomie develop¬ 
ment of Sind 1ms lent renewed energ}-' to its old rival SLndhi-Jatki or SindlikSiraiki, 
and Balochi has thereby received i\ set-back which will result in the gradual 
absorption by Sindhi of both Balochi and Lahnda-Jattki or Lahnda-Jagdali. An 
indication of this tendency is afforded by the fact that 10,754 Baloch returned 
Sindhi dialects as their mother-tongues in 1931. 


292. " Roughly speaking wc may say,’' writes Sir George Grierson Lu 
his Linguistic Survey, that the country in which the majority of the popu¬ 
lation use Pashto as their langufi^c, is Southern and Eastern Afghanistan, the

Paahto is spoken by 24 per cent, of the total population of the Province. 
The 207,181 Pashto speakers of 1931 consisted of 169,769 indigenoua Pathan 
Paahto speakers, 15,333 Sayyids, 902 Baloch, 504 Hindus, 125 Jat and 20,549- 
semi-indigenous and alien Pathans and others. There were, all told, 188,093 
indigenous Pathans in 1911, 174,061 in 1921 and 176,00? in 1931. Out of these 
there were 183,132 Pashto speakers in 1911 ; in 1921 and 1931 thev numbered,, 
168,681 and 169J69 respectively. This shows that there were_ 

4,961 indigenous Pathans in 1911, 

5,380 in I921j and 
6,238 in 1931, 

whose mother tongue was not Pashto. Tt appears that the Pathans are adopting 
Sindhi-Jatki as their raotlier-tongue in increasing numbers, tlie numbers of indi¬ 
genous Pathans who returned Sindhi-Jatki as their mother-tongue in 1931, being 
3,550.

204. Ijahnda Is a member of the “ Outer sub’^branch '* of the Indo^Arj'an Lahmla or W 
Branch of the “ .Aryan t^nlj-family of the IndoEuropean family of ianguages. Purjabi. 
The “ Outer sub-branck ” is dmdetl into three groups, namelyi— 

(1) North-Western group, consisting of fo) Lahnda, and (6) Sijidhi, 

(2) Southern group consisting of Marathi and Konkani, and 

(3) Eastern group, consisting of Oriya, Biliari, Bengali anti Assamese 

languages. 

Labnda andSintlhi are the two languages with which we are hero concerned. 

Both Lahuda and Sindhi are derived from old Sanskrit. The area in which 
Laluidfl is spoken comprlie^ Western Punjab, part of the Nort-hAVestern Frontier 
Province and parts ot Baluchistan. Its Eastern l>ountlary runs from north to 
aouth-west starting from near Janmui, passing near Gujraiiwala, Lyalipur, 
Mont<'omery, including Bahawalpur State, till it meets the Sindh boundary where 
it crones into Sind as well as the plains of Baluchistan. In its westward march 
it chan<yes its name frequently. It is known as Pothawari in the neighbourhood, 
of Rawalpindi, Further north-westward it is known as Ilindko. The other 
names by which it is known are Maltani of Multan, Jatki of other surrounding 
districts/Thalochari of IMianwali eto., and Jsngli of Shahpur^ Ciujrat and Gujraii- 
wala etc. As it crosses the Indus westwards, it is known as Dcra^vali. It has 
numerous other names which change, as they ^y, after evej-y 12 ko$. (30 to 40 
miles) until on the Eastern frontiers of Baluchistan it takes the tribal names of 
Jafiri or Jafarki and Khetrani, wiule in the interior up in the Kachhi and the Sibi 
plains of Baluchistan it falls back to its original name .latki and its Sindhi title 
Siraiki which are the dialects of the Jatt husbandmen of these areas. 

The above description does not necessarily mean that the home of Lahnda 
was in M'esterii Punjab or elsewhere in India whence it spread out westwards. 

This is a point which is for the historian of the future to decide. 

The dialects of Lalmda which are spoken in Baluchistan arc, beginning 
from the East, Jafarki, Khetrani, Siraiki, Jattki or .lagdali and Jatki. Jafarkt 
lias acquired this name from the Jafar Pathan tribe of Musakhcl in the Lomhn 
district, who are the only speakers of this dialect. Khctranj derives its name 
from the Khetran tribe in the Bitrkhan Tahsil of the Loralai district, Jatki b so- 
tallcii because it is the mother-tongue of the Jat camel men found chiefly 

in the Mari and Bugti tribal areas. Jattki or Jagdali deriv^ its name 

from the original nucleus of the Jatt cultivating class which settled down in the 
plains of Kachhi and its neighbourhood. Siraiki is applicable both to Lahntk- 
Jatkl and Sindhi-JaUki. I^hmla dialects are spoken by 6 per cent, of the 
total population.

In the total indigenous popuUtion of the Provmce numb^g 760,125, 
347 m every 1 (KM> speak BalochC 246 Paahtu, 224 Jattb (Jatb-Lahnda plus 
Jatki-Sindhi), 108 Brahui and 15 other minor language®. Taking each rare 
separately, we find that of all indigenous races, the Jatt top the list with 969 per

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CHAPTER XI. 

RELIGION. 


211. The al>8oliitc hginres dealt with in this chapter arc contained in Reference to 
Imperial Table XVT. The figures of religions of the urban population arc given in Statutics. 
Imperial Table V. Statistics of literates in each religion and the sunimar)' figiu’es 

for the principal religions for each District and State are contained in IiniKTial 
Tables XIII and XX respectively. The numbers of followers of each of the main 
religions in each Tahsil and Division of the States will be found in Provincial Table 
II. All these tables are printed in Part II of this volume. The proportioiral 
figures for each religion in each District and Stiite and in the urban areas with 
variation since 1911 are given in the Subsidiary Tables at the end of this chapter. 

212. The enumerators were aske<l to record the religion of each mdiv id ual losirttctieiu 
in column 4 of the Standard Schedule and column 5 of the Tribal .Schedule. Enumtralors 
The following instructions were is3ue<l for the guidance of enumerators and 
supervising officers :— 

Regular Areas—/ ’o/uma 4 {Religion ami Seci ).—Enter here the religion 
which each person returns, as Hindu, Muslim, Sikh, Jain, Christian, Parsi, and 
the sect of religion followed by each person as he returns it. In the case of 
aboriginal tribes who arc not Hindus, Buddhist, Christian, etc., the name of the 
tribe should be entered in this column. Sect Is in all cases required for 
Cliristians. 

The answer which each person gives about his religion must be accepted 
and entered in column 4. If a man says that he Is a Jain or Sikh he should be 
entered as such. Brahmos, Aryas and Dev Siimaiists should be recorded as such 
but the enumerators should not refuse to add within brackets the word Hindu 
after the name of the sects of those Brahmos. Aryas ami Dev Samajists who desire 
that they should be definitelv entered as ‘ Hindu.’ Similar proceclure may bt^ 
followed in the ca-se of Buddhists, Jains or Sikhs who express a definite desire to 
be returned as Hindu also. The religion of .Vrvas should be entered as \'edic 
Dharma. 

If a Jain de.sire.s his sect to be recordetl it should be recordetl in brackets 
after his religion, e.c/., Swetambar, Degambar, Swetambar-Sthakbashi and 
Swetambar-Tarapanthi. 

In the ca.se of famine orplians made over to the charge of a Mission, but 
not baptised, the religion of the parents if known, should be enteml. If the 
religion of the parents cannot be ascert'aine<l, the prc^lominant religion of the 
district or locality should be recorded. 

In the case of Chuhras who return themselves as Hindu, Musalman or ^^ikh 
enter the sect to which they profess to belong. Those who return no religion 
should be entered simply as Chuhras. 

Persons returning themselves as Adharmis should be recoded as 
In the ca.se of Sansis and others, whose religion is tribal, the tribe should be 
entered in this column. 

In the case of Christians belonging to definite tribes or rac^, the term 
Indian Christian should not be entered in column 8, but the tribe to which the 
individual really belongs. 

Tho main sects of the Hiiidu.s will be noted, e.g.. Saltan Dlmram. Kadha 
Swami. River ^Yomhip, Zind Kaliana, Vaishnava, etc. Sub-djvis.ons of these 
sects are not needed. 

For Mua^almans such sects as Sunni. Shia. .Yhl-i-Hadis. .4hn»di. Zikri, 

Taib should be recorded.

the indigenous population is of the Sunni Hanafi sect, excepting the 24,231 
Zikris whose disappearance from future returns is only a matter of tune. With 
the extension of education, the sect which has been the victim of ridicule for 
all time, will follow in the footsteps of the Taib sect whose followers under 
pressure of ritlicule had to retire peacefully into the folds of its parent sect, the 
§ui\ni Hanafis. 

HINDUS. 

221. The Hindus numWed 53,081 in 1931 out of a total population of Hindu PopuU- 
SOSiBlT* Hinduism is the second largest religion in theProvince but reprc.sents only 
6 p^ cc^t. of the total population. The community is composed of 10,005 persons 
who are indigenous to the Province and 30 J70 immigrants from Sind. Punjab 
and other Indian Provinces* Of the 16,993 indigenous Hindus, 5,130 arc found 
in the Districts and M,709 in the States* The majority’ of the alien Hindus, 
however are met with in the Districts their actual numbers being 30,296 in the 
various Districts and only 480 in the States. Thus the percentage of the indi^ 
cenoufl Hindus works out to only 2 in the total population against 6 for all Hindns 
and 4 for alien Hindus, or against 92 for all Muslims (Indigenous, Senu-m^cuous 
ami Aliens), and 98 for the indigenous Muslims in the whole of the indigenous 

population. Il l 

The alien Hindus include 4,533 Chuhras who have been classed as Hindus 
merely by courtesy on the part of the enumerators as in the case of Sluslmi and 
Sikh "Clmliraa who have nothing in common whatsoever witn any of the three 
religion** Their beliefs are indefinite and they are untouchables pure and simple 
though the dcffree of untonchahility has been slightly modified to suit local condi¬ 
tions on the frontier. If these Chuhras were excluded the proport ion of all Hindus 
in the Province would drop from 0 to 5 per cent. * . ^

The increase among* the 
indigenous element was only 17 per cent, and even this rate was not due to 
natural causes for the indigenous Hindus gained at the expense of the Sikhs 
who lost 1,958 of their indigenous adherents by absorption by the Hindus and 
thus helped to raise the percentage of natural increase from 4 to 17, 

In the foUoifting decade, 1921-^1, though the Hindus increased in the aggre¬ 
gate by 5 per cent., the indigenons liindue actually decreased by 3 percent, 
in spite of a f^her accession of 793 persons who had returned them^lvee as 
Sikh at previous cenauaea* To arrive at the rate of natural gro\vthj these 793 
persons should he excluded. Tlie rate of decrease thus rises to 8 per cent, 
between 1921 and 1931. The fact is that the high rate of increase shown by 
the Hindus is due mainly to a larger indux of temporarv immigrants engaged 
111 trade and the professions as well as in Civil and Military employ. The late 
of natural incre^e can only be ascertained by separating the imm/^nts from 
the indigenous inhabitants and by doing so we arrive at dkappointing conclu¬ 
sions which show that while the alien Hindus have increased by b3 per cent., the 
indigenous inhabitants have actually decreased by (i per cent, during the past 
twenty vears, excluding of course the adventitious gain by the conversion of 
2,751 Sikhs. This decrease Is not due to a high death-rate. It k true that as 
pointed out in the Census Keport for 1921, migration special!v in liard tkies 
leaves the Hindu as a rule untouched. Bat continued world "depression and 
u^avonrable seasons extending over a aeiies of years have taxed the patience 
of even the local accommodating Hindus who were obliged to seek refuge in com¬ 
paratively more prosperous parts of Sind, ^

The increase Is dne mainly to fluetuatlon.H in the strength of the Enropeau ra;^- 
nients partly to conversion ninong aliens and to a small extent to tluctnations in 
the composition of the Railway stall’ as well as to iudn.strial expansion. 

Statistics for other minor religions are giv'en in the nvai'^iit These 
are all aliens and are constantly shiftiitg with 
changes amtnig the troojisi, excepting the Zoroaa- 
trians who appear to have come to stay. They 
are mostly bnsinessmenantl tioveriiment einidoyees. 

The comrnimity though nuiuerically insignificant 
is infiuontial and has the proud distinction of 
claiming perhaps the only two merchant princes of 
the IT^ovince.

These are contained in Tiuperial 
Tables Vlll, XI and Xlll and are disc ussed in Chapters YT, VI11 and IX, 
Statistics of incidence of inliimitie.s in each race are given in Sub.iidiarv Table 28 
at the end of chapter VTl in wliicii variations ha\'e been explained. Proportional 
figures relating to tlie niiinerkal strength of each rate and tribe, etc.* will be 
found in the Subsidiary Tabli^ at the end of this chapter. 


How Un atitistics 231. The ITovince is inhabited by indigeiious and semi-indigenous races 
were collecUd. immigrants from I ndiii and foreign countries. The instructions to enumerators 

were to record tribal names lu the Census schedules for the indigenous and semi- 
indigenous irdjabiUnts, castes ami sub-castes for Indians, ami nationality for 
foreigners. At past censuses the practice was to record the name of the tribe, 
its clan, section ami sub-sef'tion and even the group to which each familv claimeci 
to belong. Tliis information wa.s eolleeted in great detail in IMM ami a Statis¬ 
tical AulU lysis of the various tribes was prcpar^Kl for local administrative purposes. 
The task of eompiling a similar analysis at each successive Census k ejctremcly 
TToublcsouie and nxpeiisive and it whs decided that at the Census of 193 J only 
the name of the tribe sliould be recorded. To ensure acemaev. how(;ver. a 
detailed tribal index was conipihsJ in \ crnacular from Sir Denys BraV's StatLstical 
Analysis and supplied to all enumerators who were instructed to rc^onl only th*^ 
name of tbe tribe and in onler to facuhtatA* classilicat'ion, its lowest .sub" division 
aim. in prnctiee. however, these instructions proved to be totally unworkable 
owing to the i tin bib tv of tbe tribesmen to give aiiswcra to the point and the 
enumerators had t o lie peniiittnl to record as' nt cHrber censusea the name of tribe 
clan, sc^gioii ami sub-s(Htioii, etc.. lutuallv returned by tlie house-holder! 
comparing and correcting tlie entries in the scliKluIes 'where nece,s,sarv in 
accordance with the entries in the Imlex. On reccirit of the enumeration hooks in 
tk‘Tatnil.it.io<, Office, wel, aii.l every entry «■«., exanJned anti iLa name of tk 
tribe to wbidi each family belongtxi was markcfl in the scheduUs opposite 
<iach house-holder in re<l ink anfl the rctl ink entries only were copicil on the slips 
Doubtful entries wcr.- corrccterl where neccssaiy by reference to emimerator!s' 
Ihe work of clasHihcation was extremely laborious but it emurecl accuracy and 
resulted in a saving of considerable time at later stages of tabuistion. 

For the record of castes of Indian immigrants a detailwj act of instructions 
was ijauL^ requiring tlie enumerators to recorrl castes and sub-castes for lliudiis

istrative value but also for their utility for measuring the gfadual pro^T^tss of 
the indigenous population jn various walka of life which fall kithin the mirview 
of a censics of population. Un the other hand the return of caste serves no useful 
purpose at all so far as this Province is concerned and its compilation entaila 
an amount of labour and expense- out of all proportion to ita utility This 
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question was raised by me at fciie Conference of Census Officers which ^Yaa held 
in Delhi in January 1U31 and it was decided that castes which have a population 
of less than 2 per mille should not be tabulate#!. This curtailment afforded only 
nominal relief because the castes with a population of 2 per mille could only be 
sorted out after all the processes of enunieratioo, slip-copying, sorting and compi¬ 
lation had been gone through* I can see absolutely no use for the caste return 
for this Province, and I believe it hardly serves any useful purpose for other 
Provinces in the compreased form in which it is published. I am inclined to 
suggest a twofold solution. Firstly, that a complete return of all castes returned 
should be prepared in all Provinces in full detail and a consolidated statement 
published as an appendix to the Census Commissioner's report, only such castes 
appearing in Provincial Keports as may be selected on local considerations by 
each Province. This wdli be a useful record for ethnological puiposi^ but the 
question is whether in view of the present tendency to discard caste, it will be 
possible to collect reliable data. The second alternative is to select the castes 
for which atatistics arc required from each Province and to supply each Super¬ 
intendent with a list of their names in time to enable him to issue the requisito 
instructions before commencement of enumeration*

Between 1321 and 1031, the tiibe has made a remar¬ 
kable recovery, the increase over 1921 being 15 per 
cent. They have, however, not yet quite reached 
their atrciigth of 1311 as will be seen from the 
marginal figures. 


241, As was esepected the Kasis have shown an increase of 53 per cent, 
since 1921. Their total strength was 1,975 in 1931 and 1,295 in 1921, They live 
mostly in the vicinity of Quetta where they enjoy greater amenities of civilized life. 


242, The Earech numbered 1,610 in 1031,1,550 in 1921 and 854 in 1911. 
They are all permanent Inhabitants of Shorawak in Mghan territory and should 
strictly .speaking be treated as Semi-indigenous or Alien.

B»lMh- 244, The Bugtis represent a little less than 4 per cent, of the total popula¬ 

tion of the Province and 18 per cent, of the total strength of the indigenous 
Baloch, They numbered 30,013 (16,797 males and 13,816 females) in 103J. Out 
of the.se, 29,435 (16,158 niales and 13,277 females) were ce^used witlun their 
own tribal limits. The remaining 1,178 were scattered over different ppts of the 
Province the majority (440 males and 409 females) being cnnmeratefl in Kachhi, 
The Census of J 931 has disclosed an increase of 35 per cent, in the number of Bugtis 
since 1921 and 58 per cent, since lUH. The increase which has been explained 
in Chapter III is attributed partly to natural grqwrii but mainl}^ to the return 
of temporary emigrants from Sind and Dcm Ghazi Khun. The tribe li divided 
into seven clans (Dorrag Nothani, Kbali>ar, Hasori, ,Moiidrani, Pirozani Notliani, 
Raheja and Shambani) wljich are sub-divided into a large number of sections and 
sub-sections, etc. The tribal Chief whose headquarters are at Dera Bugti belongs 
to the Bibrakzai sffction of the Raheja clan. 


245. The Dombkb numberetl 7,241 (3,943 males, 3,298 females) in 1931, or 
a little less than one per cent, of the total population, and 3 per cent, of the indi¬ 
genous Baloch race. They have recorded an increase of 20 j>er cent, since 1921, 
and 22 percent, comparefl to 1911, The Dombki-Kaheri division of the Kalst 
State is the home of the tribe with the Sardar's headquarters at Lahri. The 
tribe Is divided into several clans. The Sardar belongs to the Jalalkhanzai 
section of the Mirozai dau, 5,2,54 Dombkis were censused in the Dombki-Kaheri 
country and 1,945 in the Administerctf Area of the Sibi District, 


246, The Khetrans numbered 17,162 {8,997 males, S,l65 females) in 
1931, They have increased by 21 per cent, since 1911 l>ut only 2 per tnille 
compared to 1921. They represent 2 per cent, of the total population of the 
Province and 7 per cent, of the indigenous Baloch. 


The Kbetrans live mostly in the Barkhan Tahsil of the boralai District, 
They are a very mixed tribe containing an appreciable admixture of Afghan, 
Baloch and Jatt elements. They are divided into three main clans, Dhara, 
Ispani and Pballiat, The division is not based on ethnic grounds, but was made- 
in pre-British days for the sake of convemence in miUtaiy' expeditions, etc. The 
Sardar of the tribe belongs to the Masarani section of the Isxtani clan and liveS' 
at Haji Kot, 
















.MAOASI. 




247. The total strength of tlieMagasis in HBl was 13,2S0 (7^12 males, (5,074 Ka£*«- 
females) against in J021 and 17,777 m 1911. They recorded a decrease of 
53 per cent, between 1911 and 1921 and a decrease of 25 per cent, betw^n 1911 
and 1931 in spite of an increase of 00 per cent, between 1921 and 1931. The heavy 
fall in 1921 was due mainly to iiiigratioii into BiikI owing to adverse economic 
conditions. The AlagaaLs like moat other tribes arc a very mixed tribe vvhich has 
affiliated several clans and sections from other rival and neighbouring tribes. 

They live in the Jhal tribal area with the 8ardar’a beJidnjuarters at Jhal and 
belong to the Jhahiwan wing of the Brahni confederacy. .A good many clans of 
the llagasis have aepiiratecl from the parent tribe and have settlcil down in 
v'arions parts of the Punjab, in Sind and the Bahawalpnr State. 

24S, Next to the Rind Baloch tribe the JLirk arc the most mimerous Baloch Mart, 
tribe in Baluchistan. They numbered 35,254 (U>,70i> nudes, 15,554 females) in 
1031 against 22,bOl in 1921. and 22,233 in IHH. The tribe represents a little 
over four per cent, of the total population of the Province and 15 per cent, of the 
indigenous Baloch, It has reconled a surprising iiicrciise of 5fi per cent, between 
ia2f and 1931 and of 50 pur cent, since J9l 1. The alleged causes of the variif’ 
tioii have bceu explainetl iu Chapter 111. The tribe is divided into three umin 
clans, Baha\valauZfii, Bijarani and Loharani composed of more heterogeneous 
elements than any other Bali>ch tribe. The liome of the tribe Ls what is known 
as the JIari country. But they are dock-owning nomads almost to n man and 

are constantly moving from place to 
plfici; within their own country and 
abroatl as indicated by the marginal 
figures showing the various localities 
in which thev were censu.setl in 1931. 

The only tracts wldch were free from 
the unwelcome vLsitatioiis of their 
Hocks of .sheep and goats were Chagai, 
Kharan and Makram The Mari chief 
comes of the Bahaw'alaii^id swtion of

The inquiries nu\de by Sir Denys Bray in 1911 were extremely 
searching ainl it is hopeless to expect that furtha* local inquiries will result in 
nny really useful additions to our existing knowledge. 

253. To revert to the 1911 report again, the Braliui race is composed of 
extremely heterogeneous elements. Jt ts called Brahui and is treated as such 
because of its pbilologieal nlTinities and its confLvierate unity for militaTy and 
political ends. The true Brahui tribes who are generally believed to be Brahni 
by race ns well as language ore only eight out of 30 Brahni tribes into which the 
Brahui race is dividinl und represents a population of only 85 In every J ,000 of the 
total Brahui population of Baluchistan as revealed by the Census of 1931. 

254. The Brahiiis are divided into four main braiicheSi Ori.itinal Xucleiis 
or t)m triic Brahuis. Sara wans. 4 hula wans and Misfjella neons. The population of 
eacli of these branches for three Censuses together ivith the numbers of Brahui 
spe;ikers is given in the following table : — 
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The Brahni population shows a decline of five per cent, between J921 and 1931 
and of nine per cent, between 1911 and 1031. The decline is most remarkable in 
the case of the OriginarX^uclens and the Sarsiwana. But for the feet that over 
20 j000 Jhalaw^an BmhnLs returncil to their liomeH from Kachhi and Sind just on 
the date of Census, the decrease iu the case of the Jlialew^iiU-s would have been 
much larger. Detailed statistics for three censuses with percentage variations, 
etc., for each of the tribes falling under the four main .sections named above 
are given in Subsidiary Table 47 at the ciwl of this chapter. 

255. The variations shown above furnish unuiistakable indication of 
increasing disintegration which was prophesied in 1911. Tho view tlid not find 
miK'h support from the statistical evidence of 1921 ivhicli was to the following 
effect ; — 

“lliH marglaul figur<5S however, indicate that duriog tlu* ducade the pTqccsa of db- 
mtugration haa tertaiidy not Ueea actively at work. It is true tluit the Bruluiis as a vvliolo 
liave declined hnt tliia diicrtiiisfi is distinctly less than that of the Paths ns, and can, bo 
attributed to influert!^, famine and roigratioii, while the mil Brahui stock — tho Bnihiii nucleus 
“Shows an actual increase.^* 

If evidence was lacking In 1921, there is plenty of ft to be found bi the 
tigures for 193L The Brahui race has dwteased Ijy nine per cent, between 1911 
and 1931, and by five ]>er cent, between 1921 and 1931. On the other hand the 
Brahui language shows a decline of J2 per cent, between 1911 and 1931, and of 
nine i>er cent, between 1921 mid 193L The figim^s need no comment. Not only 
cmitrration into i5iiid but also disintegration within provincial limits is thinning 
the ranks of the Brahui raca* which in fact means the Brahui Confederacy. The 
causes that are insidiously at work to bring about this sorry state of affairs have 
been discussed in the report for 1911 (Paragraphs 30,37and 270 — 27&1. To follow 
np later dcveiopmenla, is, I consider, lieyond the scope of this report. All that I 
can add is that the Brahni race or Brahui conftsderacy, call it by wliatever luuno 
we cboHe, has never been placed in aucli a predicament l>efore as it ts to-day. ItvS 
fate was foretold in 1911 and it appears that the prophesy is well on the way 
to its fulfilment. The question is so important ami interesting that I feel no 
hesitation in rjuoiing once more the relative extract from the 111] I Census Report 
in order to refresh the memories of both friends umi foes of the time-honoured 
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msTitiLitioii estainislierl bv Nasir Klian tin? Great and reformed aiid fostered by 
that ijrent symwthetic 'stateatnaii-friend of the gentry and hero of the iguorant 
inas.?es of the Jh-oviuce—the late Sir Robert Saudeuiau—who sacrificed his iRe 
in the wilds of Baluchistan with the comprehensive word Baioch on us lips

Muslims contributed 3S 
per cent., Hindus 42, 
Sikhs 10, Etiropeans and 
Anglo-Indians and others 
10 per cent. Variations 
in their numbers are 
indicated in the margin. 
The alien immigrants 
have increased by 33,770 
or 64 per cent, in the 20 
years ending with 1931,

For purposes of Census, Baluchistan was divided into (») Regular Areas 
(Population 110,849) and (ii) Tribal Areas (Population 757,708). The Regular 
Areas covered all Tovsais, Cantonments, Railway premises, District and Tahail 
headquarters stations inhabited almost entirely by aliens from India and else¬ 
where. The Tribal Areas eompris^ the rest of the Province representing 757,768 
persons practically exclusively indigenous. Specific Age and Civil condition were 
-recorded for each individual throughout the Regular Areas but in the Tribal 
Areas the return could be extended only to Kharan. In view of the diversity of 
conditions prevailing in the two areas owing to the temporary nature of the 
sojourn of aliens, the table has been split up into two parts. Part ** A ” 
contains a summary for the non-indigenoiis population or, to be more accurate, 
for the Regular Areaij in which aliens predominate. Part " B ” gives statistics 
for Kbaran representing exclusively indigenous population, in order to give an 
indication of conditions prevailing amongst indigenous tribesmen* 

2* The age ^oups in this table are shown as 5-10, 10-16, etc* etc. This 
is in accordance witn the usual statistical practice. The entry 5-10 for instance, 
refers to all persons who have reached the age of 5 but have not reached the age

4. Dual infirmities were recorded in the case of 5 persons, i.e,, one insane 
female, one insane male and one blind female in Quetta-Pisliin were also 
returned as deaf-raute, and two insane males in Kachhi sub-di’\'ision of the Kalat

5. These tables are exclusive of 107 insane (males 94, females 13) and 

15 male lepers who were sent out of the Province to asylums in other Provincea
